For  this  moft  remarkable  Inftance  of  Succefs 
the  Parliament  ordered  a  Thankfgiving  to  Al- 
mighty God  the  next  Lord's  Day,  till  another 
could  be  appointed,  to  be  obferved  throughout  the 
Nation. 

Sept.  6.  Major  Cobbet^  who  was  fent  by  the  Ge- 
neral from  Worcejicr^  gave  the  Houfe  a  farther  Ac- 
count of  the  Battle  near  that  City:  He  alfo  pro- 
duced a  Collar  of  S  S,  which  was  the  King  of 
ScotSy  and  his  Garter;  which  the  faid  Officer  took 
in  the  King's  Quarters  at  JVorcefler  \  and  prefented 
a  fecond  Letter  from  the  Lord-General  to  the 
Speaker,  which  was  in  hac  Verba :  ^

The  learned  Editor  gives  no  Reafon  for  break- 
ing off  fo  abruptly.  Whether  therefore  he  had 
no  more  of  this  Letter  than  what  he  has  printed, 
or  was  really  pofTefs'd  of  the  whole,  but  chofe  to 
give  no  more  of  it,  we  know  not.  If  the  former 
vras  the  Cafe,  he  ought  to  have  faid  fo.

0.':Uheri,  The  grand  Queftion  of^ fixing  a  Time 
for  putting  an  End  to  the  prcfent  Parliament  being 
carried  in  the  Aifirmative,  as  before- mentioned, 
the  Bill  was  ordered  to  be  brought  in  that  Day 
Se'nnight,  and  the  Committee  to  fit  thereupon 
every  Afternoon  at  Two  o'Clock.

de-Grace.    On  the  28th  of  this  Month  an  Extradl    ^tT*^^*"*^ 
of  two  Letters  from  Paris  were  publifh'd,  (licensed 
by  theCJerk  of  the  Parliament)  fetting  forth,  ^  That^^^  Account  of 
on  the  i|  the  Scots  King  arrived  there,  and  was  theKing'sEfcape 
met  by  the  Duke  of  Orleans  not  far  from  that  City,  »nto  France,  as 
who  had  the  Day  before  fent  fome  Coaches  for  him  [ho!i  Jli^tb^"" 
to  Aiaguy^  where  he  lay  that  Night :  That  his  Houfc, 
Highriefs  condudled  him  to  the  Louvre^  where  the 
late  Queen,  his  Mother,  repaired  prefently  after 
from  Chaliot^  where  ilie  had  been  eredting  a  Nun- 
nery :   That  the  King  gave  the  Company  a  full 
Narrative  of  all  the  Particulars  of  what  happened 
at  the  Fight  at  Worccjler^  threw  out  fome  reproach- 
ful Words  againft  the  Scots^  put  fome  fcurrilous 
Language  on  the  Prefbyterian  Party  in  England^ 
and  boafted  much  of  his  own  Valour :   That  he 
told  them  how  he  flipt  out  of  IVorceJier^  and  how 
near  he  was  of  being  taken  there  ;  firft  in  the  Fort, 
and  after  in  his  Chamber  :  How  he  difguifed  him- 
felf,  and  went  from  County  to  County,  and  what 
Shift  he  made  for  Victuals  and  Lodging ;  fometimes 
being  driven  to  beg  a  Piece  of  Bread  and  Meat,  and 
ride  with  Bread  in  one  Hand  and  Meat  in  the 
other;  and  fometimes  fetting  a  Guard  about  a  little 
Cottage  while  he  refted  there  untill  the  Morning : 
As  alio  his  beiniz;  in  London^  and  the  Manner  of  his 
paffing  difguifed  through  feveral  Counties  in  Eng^ 
land^    till   he  made  his  Efcape :    The  Relation 
whereof  produced  fome  Laughter,  at  the  Ridicu- 

loufnefs  of  his  Condition.' Thus  much  for  the

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Inter-regnum.  as  well  Judges  as  others,  were  all  ordered  tp  be 
1^5''  fummoned,  by  the  Serjeant  with  his  Mace,  and 
required  to  give  their  Attendance  in  the  Houle. 
The  Debate  upon  the  Bill  for  the  DifTolution  of 
the  Parliament  was  then  refumed  ;  and  the  Que- 
ftion  being  put^  That  it  is  now  a  convenient  Time 
to  declare  a  certain  Period  for  the  Continuance 
of  this  Parliament,  beyond  which  it  fhall  not  fit, 
the  Houfe  divided ;  wh^n  the  Teas  brought  in  by 
the  Lord-General  Cromwell  and  the  Lord  Chief 
Juftice  St,  John^  were  49  ;  the  Noes^  by  Colonel 
Afurley  3.nd  Mr,  BomJ,  47:  A  near- run  Bufinefs, 
and  evidently  fhews  with  how  great  Reludlancy 
they  agreed  to  part  with  their  Power.

That  the  Time 
fix  upon  aTimcfor  the  Continuance  of  this  Parliament,  beyond

Buiinefs,  which  had  continued  in  Agitation  fo 
many  Months,  at  length  concluded,  bat  the  Dif- 
iblution  put  oS  ad  longutn  Diem.  However,  they 
did  not  live  to  the  deftined  Period ;  for,  before  that 
Time,  this  Remnant  of  a  Parliament  met  its  Fate, 
under  the  fuperior  Power  of  their  Lord -General 
Cromwell  and  his  Army. 

A  new  Council  Nov.  1 9.  A  Report  being  made  from  the  Coun- 
of  State  eleaed.  cil  of  State,  That  the  Time  of  the  ceafing  of  the 
Power  of  the  faid  Council  determined  on  the  firft  of 
December  next,  the  Houfe  refolved,  That  the 
Number  thereof,  for  the  Year  enfuing,  fliould  be 
Twenty- one  chofen  out  of  the  prefent  Members, 
and  Twenty  new  ones  ;  to  be  elefted,  as  before, 
by  Ballot.  Accordingly,  a  few  Days  after,  the 
Houfe  proceeded  to  the  Election,  when  the  Lord-

It  is  remarkable  that,  upon  this  Conteft  for  Power, 
120  Members  were  prcfcnt,   though,  upon  other 
Occafions,  the  Houfe  very  fcldom  confided  of  more 
than  50,  and  oftejitimes  under  40. 

The  laft  Thing  wc  find  memorable,  in  the  Pro-  Limerick,  and  the 
cecdings  of  this  Month,  was  appointing  another  ^^^'JJ!^  ^^''/o' 
Day  of  Thankfgiving,  for  taking  of  the  itrong  andd"r'dCth!ip«I 
populous  City  of  Limerick^  in  Ireland^  by  the  Lord- liament. 
Deputy  there,  O^iober  30,  1 651,  with  all  the  Ar.- 
tillery,  Arms,  Ammunition,  ^c.  therein :  Like- 
wife  for  taking  the  Ifles  of  Jerfey  and  Man^  with 
all  their  Caftles  and  Forts,  Ordnance  and  Ammu- 
nition contain'd  in  them.     But  Ireton^  the  vifto- 
rious  General  in  Ireland y  did  not  long  furvive  his 
Conqueft  there  ;  for  he  died  at  Limerick^  the  26th 
q(  November^  two  Days  before  the  Houfe  had  or- 
dered fome  Phyficians  to  go  over,  with  all  Speedy 
to  attend  him. 

Notwithftanding  the  Death  of  Ireton^  in  whom 
Cromwell  loft  one  of  bis  moft  trufty  Confidents, 
yet  this  Accident  caft  no  Damp  upon  his  Ambition : 
For  having  now,  by  the  Rapidity  of  his  Conquefts, 
three  Nations  under  his  Feet,  and  the  Parliament 
and  Council  of  State  at  his  Devotion,  he  feems  to 
have  meditated  a  Defign  to  affume  the  Royal  Dia- 
dem, and  to  fix  it  upon  his  own  Head  :  But  be-

another  for  the  more  fpecdy  Recovery  of  Rents ; 
atKl  a  third'  rtgainft  cuftomary  Oaths;  which  were 
all  read  twice,  and  commitred  to  ti.e  Committee 
before  appointed  to  {it  on  thir.  irrcat  Affair.

^  Fketi  and  we  had  not  been  able  to  have  reached'

Parliament  order Z)j^/rj&^  the  Houfc  ordered  that  Thanks  be  given 
tocSd^tbrol'' h-^^  Almighty  God,  the  next  Lord's  Day,  through- 
put the  Sw^^^  London  and  tVeJimin/ier.     The  Speaker  was 
t.o;nmQnwealth.alfo  dire&ed  to  write  a  Letter  of  Congratulation  to 
each  of  the  three  Admirals,  taking  Notice  of  the 
Parliament's  Refentment  of  their  great  and  faithful 
Services  in  the  late  Engagement,  with  Thanks  to 
them  and  the  feveral  Commanders  under  them  :

.The  Dutch  were  To  exafperated  for  their  ill  Sac- 
ccfs  in  the  late  Kattle  againft  the  Engbjh  'Nation  ; 
and  their  Enmity >  fays  Ludlow^  g^^^  to  ^ucb  a 
Height,  that,  to  render  them  odious,  and  encou^ 
rage  their  own  Subje^b  to  come  in  and  fight  againft 
them,  they  caufed  the  Execution  of  the  late  King 
to  b»e  reprefentcd  publickly  on  a  Stage,  in  a  moft 
tragical  Manner.  l>ut,  however  that  was.  It  is 
certain>  that  the  Englijh  Fleet  were  generally  too 
hard  for  x.\\q  Dutch  ^  and,  excepting  fome Prejudice 
the  former  received  from/ the  other  in  two  Encoun- 
ters in  the  Levant  Seas,  about  this  Time,  they  beat 
them  where-ever  they  met  them.

'  And  further,  I'hat  the  Parliament  be  humblr 
dcfired  to  take  fome  fpeedy  and  efFeflual  Courfe  for 
the  utter  fupprefling  of  that  abominable  Chcai  o^ 
Judicial  Aftrology;  whereby  the  Minds  of  Multi- 
tudes are  corrupted,  and  turned  afide,  from  De- 
pendency upon  the  Providence  of  God,  to  put  their 
Truft  in  the  Lyes  of  Men,  and  Delufions  of  Sa- 
tan/ 

'The  Difquifition  of  all  thefe  Particulars  (which 
were  recommended  to  the  Confideration  of  the 
Parliament  by  feveral  Officers  of  the  Army,  and 
Minifters,  whofe  Names  are  entered  in  the  "Jour* 
TiaU)  bad  afforded  feveral  Months  Employment  for 
the  Committee  :  And  upon  the  Report  thereof  to 
the  Hoiife  they  refolved,  *  TJiat  the  Magiftrate 
hath  Power,  in  Matters  of  Religion,  for  the  Pro- 
pagation of  the  Gofpel.*  They  altered  the  firft 
Propofal  thus, 

Refolved^  '  That  Perfon€  of  Godlincfs  and 
Gifts,  of- the  Univerfities,  and  others,  though  not 
ordained,  that  (hall  be  approved,  fhall  receive  the 
Public  Maintenance  for  preaching  the  Gofpel.' 

.They  agreed  to  the  Second  and  Third,  leaving 
out  the  Word  Eminency  in  the  latter:  But  made  no 
farther  Progrefs  in  thefe  Propofals,  occafioned,  we 
fuppofe,  by  the  fudden  Diilblution  of  the  Parlia* 
ment. 

Some  Time  fmce  the  Parliament  had  ordered,  Tj^g  pui^g  ^ 
That  Henty  Stuart^  commonly  call'd   Duke  tAcioucefier  fent 
Gloucefter,  youngeft  Son  of  the  late  King,  fhould  ^^^^^  the  King- 
be  releafed  from  Cari/brooke-Caftle^  in  the  Ifld  of  ^"^' 
fFight^  and  fent  to  Dunkirk  :  On  the  17th  of  this 
Month  they  received  Advice  of  his  being  arrived  at 
Breda^  where  he  was  moft  affe£lionately  received 
Vy   his  Sifter  the  Princefs  Royal,  Dowager. of 
^  Orange. 
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liitcr-rcgnum.  Orange,^ — The  Reader  may  remember  Sir  Thcmas 
165-.  Wtddrington^^  Propofal,  at  the  Conference  held  ih 
Novtmbery  1651,  touching  this  young  Prince; 
which  very  probably  induced  Cromwell  to  get  him 
kni  abroad,  by  which  Means  there  was  left  one 
Obfta'cle  lefe  in  the  Way  of  his  Ambition.

The  Dutch  fuc 
for  Peace. 


»  The  Dutch  having  been  heartily  drubb'd  in  their 
laft  Naval  Engagement,  feem  now  to  lower  their 
Top- fails,  and  (mq  for  Peace.  To  that  End  w«. 
are  told,  by  the  Journals^  that  Mynheer  Pawe*s 
private  Secretary  was  fent  over  with  a  Letter 
from  the  States  of  Holland  and  JVeJl-Frizeland  to 
the  Parliament ;  on  which  Occafion  the  Houfe. or- 
dered the  Council  of  State  to  prepare  art  Anfwer 
thereto,  and  a  Letter  addrefs'd  to  the  States  Gene- 
raly  both  in  Latin^  for  the  Parliament's  Approba- 
tion ;  which  was  done  accordingly,  and  fent  away 
by  a  fpecial  Meflenger  :  But  thefe  Letters  import- 
ed no  more  than  a  general  Intimation  of  the  Par- 
liament's good  Difpofition  to  Peace  upon  proper 
Terms. 


We  fhall  conclude  the  Proceedings  of  this  Year 
with  an  Account  offuch  Afts  pafTed  worth  our  No- 
tice, of  which  no  Mention  has  been  made  >inder 
their  refpeftive  Series.     They  were  thefe  : 

An  A(9b  For  prohibiting  the  Planting  of  Tobacco 
A£ls  pafled  in;  ^»  England  :  The  Premable  fets  forth,  *  That  great 
the  Year  1652.  Q^iantities  of  Tobacco  being  planted  in  feveral 
f^arts  of  England^  tended  to  the  Decay  of  Hiif- 
bandry  and  Tillage,  the  Prejudice  of  the  Englijh 
Plantations,  and  of  the  Commerce  and  Navigation 
of  the  Commonwealth :  Therefore  it  was  enacfted. 
That  no  Perfon  fcould,  after  the  ift  of  jifd-j,  1652, 
plant  or  cure  any  Tobacco  in  any  Ground  whatfo- 
ever  in  this  Nation,  on  Forfeiture  of  20  j.  for  every 
Pole  or  Rod  of  Ground  fo  employed ;  one  Moiety 
thereof  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the 
other  to  the  Difcoverer  or  Prolecutor ;  and  that  it 
Ihould  be  lawful  for  any  Perfon  to  grub  dp  and  de- 
flroy  all  fuch  Tobacco.'

The  Houfe  had  pafs'd  an  A6t 
For  appointing  Commijponers  for  Probate  of  Wills y 
and  granting  Adminiji  rat  ions  throughout  England 
and  Wales  :  The  Profits  arifing  whereby,  after 
Deduction  of  Officers  Salaries,  to  be  applied  to  the 
Ufe  of  the  Navy;  and  were  going  on  with  the  Elec- 
tion Bill,  and  fome  others  of  lefs  Significancy ;

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When  on  the  19th  of  this  Month,  ifter  Debate  on  intef-rcgiitiitii 
a  Bill  for  fettling  the  Claims  of  the  Adventurers  for    ,^^^3-

off  without  any  Notice  taiceri  of  the  Occafion ; 
only  we  are  told  by  the  Publilher  of  them  in  a  mar- 
ginal Note,  That  there  did  an  Entry  follow  j  biit 
againft  it  was  written,  in  the  Margin  of  the  Ori* 
ginal,  This  Entry  was  expunged^  by  Order  of  Par ^ 

liamenty  Jstnuary  7,  1659. In  loolcing  forwards 

into  the  Journal  of  that  Day,  we  meet  with  the 
following  Paflage :  *  Whereas  this  Houfe  do  find 
an  Entry  iri  the  Journal-Book  qf  the  20th  of  Aprils  ^      ^_, 
'653,  in  thefe  Words,  This  Day  his  Excellency  ^/-'^  comes  to  tiie*Par- 
Lord-General  dijfolved  this  Parliament'^  which  was lianncnt-Houfe, 
done  without  Gonfent  of  Parliament;  this  Houfe J"^ ^"''^^  ^^^ 
doth  declare  the  fame  to  be  a  Forgery ;  and  do  Oo^oTs/"  ^" 
order  Mr.  Scobell  to  be  feht  for  to  the  Bar  to 

anfwer  it.' -Mr.  Scobell  foon  after  appearing 

there,  the  Entry  In  the  Journal  was  (hewn  him, 
and  being  afk'd  Who  made  h?  He  acknow- 
ledged, That  it  was  his  own  Hand-Writing,  and 
that  he  did  it  without  the  Diredioii  of  any  Perfoii 
whatever.  The  Houfe  then  ordered  the  Entry  ta 
be  expunged  oiitof  the  Journal^  and  referred  it  to 
a  Committee  to  confider  whether  the  then  late  A<Si 
of  Indemnity  extended  to  pardon  that  Offence,  and 
feport  their  Opinion  of  It  to  the  Houfe* 

This  is  all  we  can  pick  out  of  the  Journals^  re- 
lating to  this  moft  remarkable  Tranfaftion  ;  but 
fince  the  Reader's  Curiofity  may  require  a  more 
explicit  Account  of  it,^  we  (hall  give  a  Narrative 
of  the  Manner  of  this  Parliament's  being  difmiffed, 
from  a  Diary  ^  of  equal  Authority,  in  our  Opinion^ 
fo'that  of  theT^ttrWxthemfelveS;  being  publifli'a 
at  the  vfery  Time  of  Aftion,  and  licenfed  by 
Mr.  Scobell^  0crk  o^  the  Hoiife.-^It  runs  thiis:

^  The  laft  Night  before  this  Difmiffion,  there 
were  near  twenty  Members  of  Parliament  with  the 
General,  to.  whom  the  Danger  of  th/e  Aft,  f^ff 
calling  anew  Reprefentative,  Was  declared,  as  the 
Houfe  was  about  to  pafs  it;  it  giving  fo  much  Li-» 
fcerty,  that  many  difafFefted  Perfons  might  be 
cJ)ofcn;  and  by  the  faid  A£l  thefe  prefent  Mpni- 
Incrs  were  to  fit  and  to  be  made  up  by  others  chofeft^

To  this  Narrdtrve  niay  be  ^ery  properly  Tub- 
joined  ii^hat  the  Contemporary  Writers  have  Idft 
as  concerning  this  Affair  : 

And  firft  Mr.  IVhltlocke^  who  being  zxtry  ac- 
tive Member  of  this  Parliament,  was  probably  art 
Eye- Witnefs  of  its  Difiblutioni  This  Gentlemarf 
writes  thus  ^: 

'  'On  the  1 9th  of  April  there  having  beefl  a  gffeaf 
Meeting  at  Crdfhweirs  Lodgings  at  PFhitehail^  of 
ParliaiTkjnt  Mbn,  and  feveral  OSicers  of  the  Armv,' 
fent  to  by  Cromwell  to  be  there  5  atid  a  large  Drf-2 
courfe  and  Debate  having  befen  amongft  thehil 
foiiching  feme  Expedient  to  be  foiind  out,  for  "the 
prefent  carrying  on  of  the  Government  of  the

*  Of  the  otiier  Opinion,  as  to  putting  A  P'e'ribrf 
forthwith  to  this  Parliamenft,  St.  John  was  one  of 
the  chief,  and  many  more  with  hinri,  and*  general!)^ 
attthfe  Officers  of  thd  Army  ;  \vrho  ftuck  cfofe  iii 
this  likeWife  to' their  General. 

*  AnU'  the  better  to  make  Way  for  thcmfclvef 
and  their  ambitious  Defigri  of  advancing'  them  t6 
the  CiN^il"  Goyei'nniertt,  as  well  as  they- were  in  the 
Military  Power,  they  and  their  Party  declared  their  ~ 
Opiftioils,  That  it  Was  neceflary  the  fame  fh'ould

^"•■^jj^  till  late  at  Night,  when  fViddrington  and  IFhitlocke 
went  home  weary,  and  troubled  to  fee  the  Indif- 
cretiqn  and  Ingratitude  of  thofe  Men,  and  the  W^y 
they  defign'd  to  ruin  thenifelves ;  therefore  thcfe 
came  early  again  the  next  Morning,  according  to 
Appointment,  to  CromwelPs  Lodging,  where  there: 
were  but  a  few  Parliament  Men,  and  a  few  Offi- 
cers of  the  Army. 

*  A  Point  was  again  ffirred,  which  had  been  dp- 
bated  the  Night  before,  *  Whether  40  Perfons,  05 

*  about  that  Number  of  Parliament  Men  and  Of- 

*  ficers  of  the  Army,  ftiould  be  nominated  by  the 

*  Parliament,  and   impowercd  for  the  managing. 

*  the  Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth,  till  a  n^w  Par- 

*  liament  fhould  meet,  and  fo  the  prefent  Parlia- 

*  ment  to  be  forthwith  diffolv'd.' 

*  IVhitlocke  was  againft  this  Propofal,  and  the 
more,  fearing  left  he  might  be  one  of  thefe  forty  ^ 
who,  he  thought,  would  be  in  a  defperate  Conditioa 
after  the  Parliament  ftiould  -be  diflblved :  But  others 
were  very  ambitious  to  be  of  this  Number  an<]l 
Council,  and  to  be  invefted  with  this  errorbit^nlj 
Power  in  them. 

*  Cromwell  being  inform'd,  during  this  Debate, 
that  the  Parliament  was  fitting,  and  that  it  was 
fiop'd  they  would  put  a  Period  to  themfelves ;

for  them :  Hereupon  he  broke  off  the  Meetlng,t 
and  the  Members  of  Parliament  with  him  left  him* 
at  his  Lodging,  went  to  the  Houfe,  and  found 
them  in  Debate  of  an  AS,  the  which  woUld  occa*.', 
fion  other  Meetings  of  them  again,  and  prolong;

'  In  this  Manner  entering  the  Houfe,  he,  in  a       "^  * 
furious  Manner,  bid  the  Speaker  Jeave  his  Chair; 
told  the  ttoufe  *  That  they  had  fat  long  enough  j 

*  unlefs  they  had  done  more  Good  >  that  fome  of 

*  them  were  Whoremafters,  (looking  tbentowar<t$ 

*  Henry  Martyn  and  Sir  Ptter  Wentworth)  xk\zt 

*  others  of  them  were  Drunkards,  and  fome  cor- 

*  rupt  and  unjuft  Men,  and  fcandalous  tb  the  Pro* 

*  fefiion  of  the  Gofpel^  and  that  it  was  not  fit 

*  they  Ihould  fit  as  a  Parliament  any  longer,  and 
^  defired  them  to  go  away.' 

'  The  Speaker  not  ftirring  from  his  Seat,  Co- 
lonel Harrifgn^  who  fat  near  the  Chair,  rofe  up 
and  took  him  by  the  Arm,  to  remov6  him  frofn 
his  Seat;  which  when  the  Speaker  iaw  he  left  his 
Chair. 

'  Some  of  the  Members  rofe  up  to  anfwer  Crom-' 
weirs  Speech,  but  he  would  fuffer  none  to  fpeak 
but  himfelf ;  which  he  did  with  fo  much  Arrogance 
in  himfelf,  and  Reproach  to  his  Fellow  Members^ 
that  fome  of  his  Privadqes  were  afliamed  of  it:

*  any  of  thefe  Things  but  hath  a  remarkable  Point

*  render  'Tiun^s'  in  thofe  Colours  that  would  not

*  upon.  Only  this  we  muft  fay ^for  our  own  l£!?co- 
^  Deration,  and  as  thereby  laying  fome  Foundation

^therefore  we  had  divers  Times  endeavoured  to 

*  obtain  a  Meeting  with  divers  Menibers  ofPar-

*  f5A#r  laft;  and  in  thofe  Meetings  did,  in  all  F«lth- 

*  fuinefs  and  Sincerity,  befeech  them  that  they'

*  could  nothing  have  happened,  to  our  Judgnient, 

*  more  welcome  than  that  would  have  been :  But 

*  Ending  plainly  that  the  Intendment  of  it  VTas  not 

*  to  give  the  People  that  Right  of  Choice,  but  the 
*^  fceming  to  give  the  People  that  Choice  was  intertd- 

*  ed  and  defigned  only  to  recruit  the  Houfe,  the  bet-

'^53-  *  wc  fliould  be  rendered  the  worft  People  in  the 
7id  *  Woild,  and  \vc  fhould  became  Traitors  both  to 

"*  ^*         *  God  and  Man.    And  whc;i  God  had  laid  this  to 

*  our  Hearts ,  and  that  wc  found  the  Intereft  of  his 
^  People  was  grown  cheap,  and  not  laid  to  Heart, 
^  and  if  we  came  to  Competition  of  Things,  the 

*  Caiife  even  amongft  thcmfelves  would  (even  al-^ 

*  moft  in  every  I'hing)  go  to  the  Ground ;  This 

*  did  add  more  Cojifideration  to  us,  that  there  was 

*  a  Duty  incumbent  on  us.    And,  truly,  I  fpeak  it 

*  in  the  Prcfence  of  fome  that  are  here,  that  were  at' 

*  the  dofc  Confultations  (I  may  fay]  as  before  the 

*  Lord,    the  thinking  of  an  Acil  of  Violence  was 

*  to  us  worfe  than  any  Engagement  that  ever  we 

*  were  in  yet  \  and  worlc  to  us  than  the  utmoft 

*  Hazard  of  our  Lives  that  could  be  ;  fo  unwilling 

*  were  we,  fo  tender  were  we,  fo  defirous  were  we, 

*  if  it  were  poffiblc,  that  thefe  Men  might  have  quit 

*  their  Places  with  Honour:  And,  truly,  this  I  am 

*  the  longer  upon,  becaufe  it  hath  been,  in  our 
*'  Hearts  and  Confciences,  our  Juflification  ;   anc( 

*  hath  never  yet  been  imparted  thoroughly  to  the 

*  Nation;  and  we  had  rather  begin  with  you  to

*  then  we  thought  it  highTime  far  us  to  look  about 

*  us,  and  to  be  fenfible  of  our  Duty.     U  I  ftiould 

*  take  up  your  Time  to  tell  you  what  Inftances  we 

*  have  to  fatisfy  our  Judgments  and  Confciences 

*  that  thefe  Things  v^^ere  not  vain  Imaginations, 
'  that  were  petitioned  for,  but  that  fell  within  the 

'  Compafs 
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*  Compafs  of  our  certain  Knowledge  and  Senfe;  Int'fr-reRnum, 

*  Aould  I  repeat  thcle  J'nin^s  to  you,  1  ihoulJ  do        »^53' 

*  that  which  I  would   avoid,    to  rake  into  thcfe    ^"^^7"*^... 

*  Things  too  much.    Only  this:   If  Anybody  were         ^"  ^' 
*in  Competition  for  any  Place  of  reai  and  fignal 

*  Truil,  how  hard  and  diilicult  a  Thing  it  were  to 

*  get  any  Thing  to  be  carried  without  making  Par- 

*  ties,  without  Tilings  indeed  unworthy  of  a  Far- 
'  liament;  and  when  Things  muft  be  carried  fo  in 
*.a  Supreme  Authority,  indeed  1  think  it  is  not  as 
*•  it  ought  to  be.    Hat  when  it  came  to  other  Tri- 

*  als,  in  that  Cafe  of'fVales^  which  I  muft  conftfs, 
*for  my  own  Part,  I  fet  myfelf  upon  ;  if  I  fhould 
'  inform  what  JJifcountenance  that  liufniefs  of  the 

*  poor  People  of  (jod  there  had,  who  had  Men 
'  watching  over  them  like  fo  many  Wolves,  ready 

*  to  catch  the  Lamb  as  foon  as  it  was  brought  '  ut 
'  into  the  World  :  How  fignally  they  threw  that 

*  Bufinefs  under  foot,  to  the  difcountenancing  of  the 

*  honeft  People  there,  and  the  countenancing  of  the 
.  '  malignant  Party  of  this  Commonwealth,  1   need 

*  but  fay  it  was  lb ;  many  have  felt,  by  fad  Expe- 

*  rience,  it  was  fo,  who  will  better  impart  that 

*  Bufinefs  to  you,  which  (for  myfelf  and  Fellow- 

*  Officers)  I   think    was    as    perfect  a  IViai    of 

*  their  Spirits  as  any  Thing  ;  it  being  known  to 

*  many  of  us,  that  God  kindles  a  Seed  there,  in- 

*  deed,  hardly  to  be  parallel'd  fmce  the  primitive 

*  Times, 

*  I  would  this  had  been  all  the  Inftances ;  but 

*  finding  which  Way  their  Spirits  went,  and  find^ 

*  ing  that  Good  was  never  intended  to  the  People 

*  of  God ;  I  mean,  when  I  fay  fo,  that  large  Com- 

*  Jjrchcnfion  of  them  under  the  feveral  Forms  of 

*  Godlinefs  in  this  Nation ;  when  I  faw  that  Ten- 

*  dernefs  was  forgotten  to  them  all,  (though  it  was 

*  very  true  that  by  their  Hands  and  Means,  thro* 

*  the  Bleffing  of  God,  they  fat  where  they  did)  and 
'  Affairs  (not  to  fpeak  it  boaftingly)  had  been  in- 
'  ftrumentall^   brought  to   that  liibe  they  were 

*  brought  to  by  the  Hands  of  thofe  poor  Creatures, 

*  we  thou??ht  this  an  evil  Requital.    I  will  not  fay 

Vol,  XX.  L  '  they 
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they  were  at  the  uttcrmoft  Pitch  of  Reformation, 
altho'  I  could  fay  that  in  one  Thing,  the  Regu- 
lation of  the  Law,  fo  nauch  groaned  under  in  that 
Pofture  it  now  is  in,  there  were  many  Words  fpo- 
ken  for  it ;  we  know,  many  Months  together  was 
not  Time  enough  to  pafs  over  "one  Word  called 
Incumbrances.  I  fay,  finding  that  this  was  the 
Spirit  and  Complexion  of  them,  that  tho'  thefe 
were  Faults  for  which  no  Man  fhould  have  dared 
to  lift  his  Hand,  fimply  for  thefe  Faults  and  Fail- 
ings, yet  when  we  faw  their  Intendment  was  to 
perpetuate  themfdVes  and  Men  of  this  Spirit,  for 
fome  had  it  from  their  own  Mouths,  from  their 
own  Defignb,  who  could  not  endure  to  hear  of 
being  diflblved  ;  this  was  an  high  Breach  of 
Truit,  if  they  had  been  a  Parliament  never  vio- 
lated, fitting  as  free  and  as  clear  as  ever  any  fat 
in  England',  yet  if  they  would  go  about  to  perpe- 
tuate themfelves,  we  did  think  this  to  be  fo  high 
a  Breach  of  Truft,  as  greater  could  not  be.  And 
•we  did  not  go^by  Guefs  in  this ;  and,  to  be  out 
of  Doubt  in  it,  we  (having  that  Conference 
among  ourfelves,  whereof  we  gave  Account) 
tlid  defire  once  more,  the  Night  before  the  Dif- 
folution,  (and  it  had  been  in  our  Defires  fome 
two  or  three  Days  before)  that  we  might  fpeak 
with  fome  of  the  principal  Perfons  of  the  Houfe^ 
that  we  might,  with  Ingenuity,  open  our  Hearts 
to  them,  to  the  end  we  might  be  either  convinced 
of  the  Ground  of  their  Principles  and  Intentions 
to  the  Good  of  the  Nation ;  or,  if  we  could  not 
be  convinced,  they  would  hear  our  Offer,  or  Ex- 
pedient, to  prevent  this  Mifchief ;  and  indeed  we 
could  not  prevail  for  two  or  three  Days,  till  the 
Night  before  the  Diflblution.  There  is  a  Touch 
of  this  in  that  our  Declaration ;  we  had  often  de- 
fired  it,  and  at  that  Time  attained  it ;  there  were 
above  twenty  of  them  who  were  Members,  none 
of  the  leaft  Confidcration  for  Intereft  and  Ability, 
with  whom  we  defired  to  difcourfe  thofe  Things, 
and  had  Difcourfe  with  them  ;  and  it  pleafed  the 
Gentlemen  Oificers  of  the  Army  to  defire  me  to

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«  offer  their  Senfe  to  them,  and  indeed  it  Was  fhortly  ^^^^'^'^^^^^"^^ 

*  carried  thus  :  We  told  them  the  Reafon  of  our    .__  J  _f

*  -curity  we  had  in  the  Way  of  thtir  proceeding  (b 

*  haftily  with  their  A6t  for  a  new  Reprcfcntative, 

*  wherein  they  had  made  a   few  Qualihcations,  » 

*  fuch  as  they  were;  but  how  the  whole  Bufi- 

*  nefs  (hould  be  executed  we  had  no  Account  of, 

*  which   we   defired   them   to   give   us ;  for   we 

*  thou^t  we  had  an  Intereft  in  our  Lives,  E- 

*  ftates,  and  Families,  as  well  as  the  worft  People 

*  of  the  Nation,  and  that  we  might  be  bold  to  afic 

*  Sati^fadtion  in  that;  and  if  tlu*y  did  proceed  in 

*  honeft  Ways,  as  might  be  fafe  to  the  Nation, 

*  we  might  acquiefce  therein.    When  we  preffed 

*  them  to  give  Satisfa6tion  in  this,  the  Anfwer 

*  was.  That  nothing  could  be  good  for  the  Nation 
'  bur  the  Continuance  of  this  Parliament.  We 
'  Wondered  thstt  we  fliould  have  fuch  a  Return ; 
S  we  faid  little  to  that. 

*  But  feeing  they  would  not  give  us  that  which 

*  might  fatisfy   us   that  their  Way  was   honeft 

*  and  fafe,  they  would  give  us  Leave  to  make  our 

*  Objeftions:  We  did  tell  them.  That  we  thought 

*  that  Way  they  were  going  in  would  be  imprac- 

*  ticable :  We  could  not  tell  them  how  it  would

^  efteem  Perfons  of  that  Judgment,  only  they  ha- 

*  ving,  ias  we  know,  deferted  this  Caufe  and  Inte- 

*  reft  upon  the  King's  Account,  and  on  that  Clofure 

*  between  them  and  the  Neighbour  Nation,  we  do 
'  think  we  muft  confefs  we  had  as  good  have  deli- 
'  vcred  up  our.Caufe  into  the  Hands  of  any,  as  in- 
'  to  the  Hands  of  interefted  and  biafs'd  Men ;  for 

*  it  is  one  Thing  to  live  friendly  and  brotherly ;

*  their  Brethren  at  Mercy.     Having  had  this  Dif- 

*  courfc,  making  thefe  Objedlions  of  bringing  in 

*  Neuters,  or  fuch  as  fhould  impofe  upon  their  Sre- 

*  thren,  or  fuch  as  had  given  Teftimony  to  the 
'  King's  Party;  and  olje£feing  to  the  Danger  of  it, 

*  in  drawing  the  Concourfe  of  all  people  to  arraign 

*  every  individual  Perfon,  which  indeed  did  fall  ob- 

*  vioully  in,  (and  the  Iffue  would  certainly  have  been 
'  the  putting  it  into  the  Hands  of  Men  that  hadjittle 
'  AfFcdion  to  this  Caufe)  it  was  confefled  by  fome 

*  that  thefe  Oljedions  did  lye :  But  Anfwer  was 

*  made  by  a  very  eminent  Perfon,  at  the  fame 

*  Time  as  before.  That  nothing  would  fave  the 

*  Nation  but  the  Continuance  of  this  Parliament. 
'  This  being  fo,  we  humbly  propofed  an  Expedient 

*  of  ours,  which  was  indeed  to  defire  that  the  Go- 

*  vernment,  being  in  that  Condition  it  was,  and 

*  Things  being  under  fo  much  ijl  Senfe  abroad, 
^  and  fo  likely  to  come  to  Confufion  in  every  Re- 

*  fpedl,  if  it  went  on ;  we  then  defired  they  woufd 

*  devolve  the  Truft  over  to  Perfons  of  Honour  and 

*  Integrity,  that  were  well  known.  Men  well  af- 

*  fe<Sed  to  Religion  and  the  Intereft  of  the  Nation  ; 

*  which  we  told  them,   and  was  confefied,   had 

*  been  no  new  Thing,  when  thefe  Nations  had  been 

*  under  the  like  Hurly-burly  and  Diftraftions;  and 

*  it  was  confefled  by  them,  it  had  been  no  new^ 

*  Thing.  We  had  been  at'Labour  to  get  Precedents 

*  to  convince  them  of  it;  and  we  told  them  thofe 

*  Things  we  offered,  out  of  that  deep  Senfe  we  had 

*  of  the  Good  of  the  Nation,  and  the  Caufe  of 

*  Chrlji ;   but  were   only  anfwereJ  That  nothing 

*  would  fave  the  Nation  but  the  Continuance  of 
,     *  that  Parliamejit.      Altho'  they  would  not  fay  they 

*  would  perpetuate  it,  iit  that  Time  lead  of  all, 

*  yet  wc  found  their  Endeavours  did  direvStly  tend  to 

*  it ;  for  they  gave  us  this  Anfwer,  That  the  Things 

*  we  had  oiicred  were  of  a  tender  and  very  weighty 

*  Con- 
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*  Confideration,    They  did  make  ObjeiStlons  how  Inter-regnum. 

*  we  ihould  raife  Money,  and  fome  other  Objec-        '^^'3* 

*  tions:  We  told  them,  that  that  we  ofTered  as  aa 

*  Expedient,  becaufe  we  thought  it  better  than  that 
'  for  wliich  no  Reafon  was,  or  Thought  would  be 

*  given.     Wc  defired  them  to  lay  the  Thjng  fe- 

*  rioufly  to  Heart :  They  told  us  they  would  take 

*  Confideration  of  thefe  Things  till  the  Morning ; 

*  that  they  would  deep  upon  tlicm.     And  I  think 

*  that  there  was  fcarce  any  Day  that  there  fat  above 

*  50,  52,  or  53.     At  the  Parting,  two  or  three 

*  of  the  Chief  Ones,  the  very  chiefeil:  of  them,  did 

*  tell  us.  That  tjiey  would  endeavour  the  fufpend- 

*  ing  the  Proceedings  of  the   Rcprefentative  the 

*  next  Day,  'till  they  had  a  further  Conference, 

*  and  we  did  acquiefce;  and  had  Hope,  if  our  Ex- 

*  pedient  could  take  up  a  loving  Debate,  that  the 

*  next  Day  v/e  ftiould  have  fome  fuch  Iffue  thereof 

*  as  would  have  given  a  Satisfa<Slion  to  all. 

'  They  went  away  late  at  Night ;  and  the  next 

*  Morning,  we  confidering  how  to  order  that  which 

*  we  had  to  offer  to  them  when  they  were  to  meet 

*  in  the  Evening,  Word  was  brought  tliey  were 

*  proceeding  with  a  Reprcfentative,  with  all  the 

*  £agernefs  they  could.  Wc  did  not  believe Pcrfons 
'  of  fuch  Qiiality  could  do  it.  A  fecond  and  a  third 
^  Meffengcr  told  us  they  had  almofl  finiflied  it,  and 

*  had  brought  it  to  thatlfilie,  with  that  Kafte  as  had 
.  *  never  been  known  before  ;  leaving  out  the  Things 

*  that  did  necelFarily  relate  to  dueQualiiicuions,  as 
'  we  have  heard  fmce;    and  refolved  to  make  it  a 

*  Paper  Bill,  not  to  engrofs  it,  that  they  might  make 
^  the  quicker  Difpatch  of  it:  Thus  to  have  thrown 
^  all  the  Liberties  of  the  Nation  into  the  Hands  that 

*  never  bled  for  it :  Upon  this  Account  we  thought 
'*  it  our  Duty  not  to  fuffer  it,  and  upon  this  the 

*  Houfe  was  difiblved. 

'  This  we  tell  you,  that  you  may  fo  know  that 

*  what  hath  been  done  in  the  Difi'olution  of  this 

*  Parliament,  was  as  neceffary  to  be  done  as  the 

*  Prefervation  of  this  Caufe ;  and  that  Necefiity 

*  that  led  us  to  do  that,  hath  brought  us  to  this

*  of  God  ;  and  had  difcourfcd  of  the  Foundations  of 

*  the  Gofpol,  and  of  the  fcveral Things  that  are  the 

*  Subjedl  of  his  Dlfcourfe  in  the  firft  eleven  Chap- 

*  ters  ;  after  he  had  befought  them  to  offer  up  their 

*  Souls  and  Bodies  a  living  Sacrifice  to  God^  he  be-

*  own  jefus  Chrtft  j  and  therefore,  for  my  Part,  I

^  Perhaps  you  are  not  known  by  Face  one  to 
^  another ;  but  we  nriuft  tell  you  this,  that  indeed

*  Hope,  that  there  was  Faith  in  Jefus  Chrtfi^  and

After  which,  his  LorJfiiip  r.nd  the  Officers 
beinf^  withdrawn,  tlie  fi^id  Pcrfons  fomct,  and  ha- 
ving the  Supreme  Authority  put  into  their  Hands, 
after  a  fliort  Space,  adjourn'd  until!  the  Morning, 
ctnd  appointed  to  meet  where  the  late  Parliament 
fat;  there  to  keep  that  Day  in  Failing  and  Prayer, 
to  fcek  G(  d  for  DirecHon  in  this  great  Work, 
and  for  his  Prefcnce  and  Bleffing  therein  ;  and  all 
the  faid  Perfons  at  their  Mcetin;r,  and  all  the  Time 
of  their  being  toe;ether,  manitefted  a  very  great 
Chearfulnefs  and  Willingneis  to  this  Work.'

Mr,  Whittocke  ^  remarks,  *  That  many  of  this 
Aflembly  being  Perfons  of  Fortune  and  Know- 
ledge, it  was  much  wondered  by  fome  that  they 
would  at  this  Summons,  and  from  fuch  Hands, 
take  upon  them  the  Supreme  Authority  of  this 
Nation,  confidering  how  little  Authority  Cromwell, 
and  his  Officers  had  to  give  it,  or  thefe  Gentlemen 
to  take  it.' 

We  (hall  conclude  the  Charafter  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  this  Convention  with  Mr,  Ludlow  ®.  This 
Memorialijl  informs  us,  '  That  many  of  the 
Members  of  this  Affembly  had  manlfefted  a  good 
Affeftion  to  the  Public  Caiife ;  but  fome  there  were 
among  them  who  were  brought  in  as  Spies  anJ 
Trcpanners  ;  and  though  they  had  been  always  of 
the  contrary  Party,  made  the  higheft  Pretenfions 
to  Honefty,  and  the  Service  of  the  Nation  :  That 
this  Aflembly  therefore  being  compofed,  for  the 
nioft  Part,  of  honeft  and  well-meaning  Perfons, 
(who,  having  good  Intentions,  were  lefs  ready  to 
fufpeft  the  evil  Defigns  of  others)  thought  them- 
felves  in  full  Pofleffion  of  the  Power  and  Authority 
of  the  Nation,  and  therefore  proceeded  to  the  ma* 
ting  of  Laws  relating  to  the  Public'

Committees  ap-  ^uly  20.  The  Houfc  nominated  and  appointed 
ciTwn'^'.iJ^^''^®''^  ^'^^^  Committees;  and,  befides  thofe  for 
itSt  Abufca,  and  Scotland  and  Ireland^  there  was  one  for  the  Bufi- 
fetdc  public  Af- nefs  of  the  Law;  another  for  the  Army  ;  for  in- 
faira.  fpefting  the  Treafuries,  ^nd  regulating  the  Officers 

thereof  and  their  Salaries  ;  for  receiving  Petitions; 
for  Trade  and  Corporations  ;  for  receiving  Propo- 
fals  for  the  Advantage  of  the  Commonwealth;  for 
the  Poor,  and  inquiring  into  the  Revenues  of  Ho- 
fpitals;  for  regulating  the  Commifiions  of  Peace 
throughout  the  Nation  ;  for  Public  Debts ;  for  re- 
ceiving Accufations  of  Bribery,  public  Frauds,  and 
Breach  of  public.Truft,  with  Power  to  give  C<yfts 
to  Perfons  unjuftly  accufed ;  for  Prifons  and  Pri-. 
foners.  There  were  alfo  other  Committees  ap,- 
pointed  for  Advancement  of  Learning,  and  recei- 
ving all  Propofitions  tending  thereto ;  for  removing 
all  Laws  and  Ordinances  which  are  Hindrances  to 
the  Plrogrefs  of  the  Gofnel ;  and,  laftly,  the  Houfe 
revived  an  Afl:  for  Redrefs  of  Delays  and  Mifchiefs 
arifing  on  Writs  of  Error,  Writs  of  falfe  Judg- 
'nient,  and  Arrefts  of  Judgment:  All  which  lock'd 
extremely  well,  and  had  the  Appearance,  at  leafi^ 
of  eftablifhing  good  Government  in  the  Nation. 

The  reft  of  this  Month  was  taken  up  with  fet- 
tling the  Number  and  Names  of  the  fevcral  Ser- 
vants that  were  to  attend  the  Houfe ;  as  alfo  the 
Salaries  and  Fee^  afligncd  to  them.  Some  Courta 
of  Juftice  had  Judgcr.  appointed  for  them,  particu- 
lai:ly  the  Court  of  Admiralty.

Whereupon  we  made  what  Sail  we  could  after 
them,  fitting  our  Ships  in  the  mean  Time  for  an 
Engagement ;  but  the  Enemy  tack'd  about,  and 
ffcood  away  from  us  when  they  perceived  what  we 
were ;  fo  that  it  was  Five  o'Clock  in  the  Even- 
ing before  any  of  our  Frigates  could  come  up  to 
engage  them,  whicli  they  did  ;  and,  about  Seven 
o'clock,  thii  Ship,  with  as  many  Ships  and  Fri- 
gates as  made  up  30  Sail,  engaged  with  them,  the 
reft  being  a  ftern  could  not  get  np,  however,  we 
felHo  the  Work,  and  continued  fighting  till  Night 
fcparated  us,  which  was  about  Nine  o'Clock.

kdn  away ;  and  a  Bill  was  ordered  to  be  brought  in 
for  that  Purpofe,  by  the  Committee  of  the  Law;

Mr.  Whitlocke^  who  was  at  this  Time  one  of  the 
Commiflioners  of  the  Great  Seal,  writes,  *  That  the 
Debate  upon  the  Motion  for  putting  down  the  Court 
f)f  Chancery  held  moftPart  of  two  Days:'  But  nei- 
ther this  Memoriallft,  nor  any  other  Hiftorian  that 
.  we  know  of,  gives  us  any  of  the  Arguments  of- 

fered on  that  Subje£l.  We  (hall  therefore  endea- 
vour to  fupply  the  Deficiency  from  aji  anonymous 
Member  of  this  Parliament,  ,yrho  publiQied  a  ihof  t 
AbftraA  of  their  Proceedings  ^.  This  Gentlemaft 
informs  us,  *  That  in  the  Courfe  of  the  Debate  the 
Court  of  Chancery  was  called,  by  fome  Members, 
the  greateft  Grievance  in  the  Nation :  Others  faid. 
That  for  Dilatorinefs,  Chargeablenefs,  and  a  fa- 
culty of  bleedinf^  the  People  in  the  Purfe-Vein, 
even  to  their  utter  Perifliing  and  Undoing  thdit 
Court  might  compare  with,  if  not  furpaft,  any 
Court  in  the  World  :  That  it  was  confidently  af- 
firmed by  knowing  Gentlemen,  of  Worth,  that 

Z  At  c^taSl  Relataon,  ^n  before  citedw  there 
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there  were  depending  in  that  Court  Tw^ntjr^three  Uxmrnymm, 
Tbouiand  Caufes^  Tome  of  which  had  been  there  '^^ 
depending  five,  fome  ten,  fome  twenty^  ibme 
thirty  Years,  and  more:  That  there  had  been 
(pent  therein  many  Thoufands  of  Pound)),  to  the 
Ruin,  nay  utter  Undoing,  of  many  Families :  Th%t 
ho  Ship  almoft  that  failed  in  the  Sea  of  the  Law; 
but  firft  or  laft  put  into  that  Port ;  and,  if  th^ 
made  any  tx)nfiderablc  Stay  there,  they  fuffered  fo 
much  Lofs,  that  the  Remedy  was  as  bad  a?  the 
Difeafe :  That  what  was  ordered  one  Day  was 
contradided  the  next,  fo  as  in  fome  Caufes  there 
had  been  five  hundred  Orders  and  more.  That 
whcii  the  Purfes  of  the  Clients  began  to  be  empty, 
anj  their  Spirits  were  a  little  cooled,  then,  by  a 
Reference  to  fome  Gentlemen  in  the  Country,  the 
Caufe  fo  long  depending,  at  fo  great  a  Charge,  came 
to  be  ended ;  fo  that  fome  Members  did  not  ftick  to 
term  the  Chancery  a  Myftery  of  Wickednefs,  and 
a  ftandlng  Cheat.  And  that,  in  (hort,  fo  many 
horrible  Things  were  affirm'd  of  it,  that  thole 
who  were,  or  had  a  Mind  to  be.  Advocates  for 
it,  had  little  to  fay  on  the  Behalf  of  it ;  and  fo  at 
the  End  of  one  Day's  Debate,  the  Queftion  being 
put,  it  was  voted  down.'— This  Unanimity  of  the 
Houfe  feems  confirmed  by  the  Journals^  for  it  ap- 
pears by  thofe  Authorities,  that  the  Refolution  for 
abolifhing  the  Court  of  Chancery  paffed  without 
anypivihon  of  the  Houfe.

and  Pains  they  received  all  the  Fees  which  the

After  reading  thefe  Propofals,  the  Houfe  referr'd Complaint  mide 
it  to  the  Council  of  State  to  take  Care  for  the  Pay-J^^'l^^^^^f 
ment  of  the  Salaries  of  the  Commiffioners  from  ai^d  Opprcfliom 
Scotland^  in  order  to  their  Difmiffion.     And  theof  Coalers,  CsTft 
Debate  on  the  reft  of  thefe  Propofals  \vas  deferr'd 
to  the  1 2th  Inftant,  but  we  hear  no  more  of  them; 
fo  that  it  is  probable  the  Scots  Commiffioners  were 
ient  away  without  any  further  Satisfaftion  given 
them  in  their  Demands.

That 
he  had  held  a  fecret  Intelligence  and  Corrcfpon- 
dcnce  with  tlie  late  King  at  Oxford^  and  fcnt  him 
Men,  Money,  Horfes,  and  Arms.     All  thefe  Of- 
fences were  referred  back  to  the  fame  Committee, 
who  were  authorized  to  hear  what  Defence  Hcjjohn 
.  LiK'thall  had  to  make. 

Several  public-fpiritcd  Propofals  were  alfo  re- 
ported to  the  Houie,  for  redreflingof  Abufes  in  all 
the  Prifons  throughout  the  Kingdom;  for  difchar- 
ging  fuch  PrifoiUTS  as  were  unable  to  pay ;  and 
compelling  fuch  as  were  able,  but  chofe  to  live  up- 
on their  Eftates  in  Confinement,  in  order  to  de- 
fraU  j  their  Creditors.

About  the  Middle  of  this  Month  Qo\.John  i//- Their  fevcrcPrd^ 
hurne  was  brought  to  a  fccond  Trial  at  Law;  ^ri^,''^'J'j^uhTnc!^ ' 
after  a  long  Hearing,  was  acquitted  by  his  Jury, 
but  ordered  back  to  Newgate.  Upon  his  Acquittal

lyikewife'to  examine  touching  any  fcandalous,  fe- 
ditious,  or  tumultuous  Papers  which  were  difpers'd,

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lutcr-rcgnum.  OF  Words  fpoken,  at  the  faid  Trial,  in  relation  to, 
'  •  '^^53-  .,  and  in  Derogation  of,  the  Authority  of  Parliament, 
^"^"^^^"^  and  report  the  fame  to  the  Houfe. — It  was  alfo  re- 
"^"  '  ferred  to  the  faid  Council  to  revife  the  A6ls  decla- 
|-ing  what  Offences  fhall  be  Treifon ;  and  to  bring 
in  an  A6t  for  Supply  of  fuch  Things  as  the  other 
comes  fliort  of,  in  reference  to  this  prefent  Parlia- 
ment and  Council  of  State.  According  to  this 
Order,  a  few  Days  after,  Sir  Anthony  AJhleyCaoper 
reported  from  the  Council  of  State,  that  they  had 
examined  into  the  Proceedings  on  the  late  Trial 
of  Col.'  Lilhurne-y  and  that  the  Clerks  attending 
there  had  returned  feveral  fcandalous  and  fed itious 
Speeches,  fpoken  by  the  faid  Lilburne  at  his  Trial,  . 
which  they  took  in  Short  Hand,  an  Extraft  of  which 
was  read  ;  whereupon  the  Houfe  committed  Lil- 
burne to  the  Toiver ;  and  the  Lieutenant  was  in- 
joined  to  detain  him  there,  notwithftanding  any 
Habeas  Corpus  to  be  granted  by  the  Upper  Bench, 
or  any  other  Court  of  Juftice,  till  the  Parliament 
fhould  give  faVther  Order.— So  great  a  Dread  had 
they  of  this  Man's  Popularity,  who,  from  his  in- 
vincible Zeal  in  oppofing  the  Arbitrary  Proceed- 
ings of  Men  in  Power,  under  every  Change  of  Go- 
vernment, was  at  this  Time  'diftinguilhed  by  the 
Name  of  Freeborn  John,

The  foregoing  Petition  being  read,  the  Houfe 
ordered  the  Speaker  to  return  their  Thanks  to  the 
Petitioners  for  their  good  AfFcdions  ;  to  acquaint 
them  that  fome  of  the  Matters  thereof  were  under 
Confideration ;  and  as  to  what  concerned  the  tra-

In  order  to  anfwer  thefe  mighty  Demands,  the  Inter-resnumj 
Parliament  fell  again  upon  Delinquents  and  Recu-     i^^lj 
fants,  and  ordered  in  a  Bill  for  a  fMrther  Explana-    Supteinb«u 
tion.of  the  A61  for  the  Sale  of  their  Eftates  5  by 
ivhich  two  Parts  in  three  were  ordered  to  be  fold 
immediately.     Amon^ft  thefe  there  is  a  Cafe  re-Rrfoiutionsas  t© 
lating  to  the  famous  Countefs  of  Derby ^  fomewhat^^^  Sale  of  Be- 
remarkable;  for  there  were  two  Divifions  of  the ^^"^i""''''^^^'^'- 
tioufe   on    it.      When  the   Queftion   was   put, 
•Whether   the   faid   Countefs   Ihould    be   admit- 
ted to  compound,  it  was  agreed  to  by  only  38 
againft  36.     Then  the  Q^ieftion,  That  the  Com^ 
poiition  (hall   be  at  two  Sixths,  being  put,  the 
Houfe  divided   again,   33  againft  33 ;  when  the  • 
Speaker  gave  for  the  Negative.    So  it  was  refolved. 
That  the  Compofition  fhould  be  at  five  Years  for 
Fee- Simple,  four  for  Entails,  and  three  Years  for 
Life,  as  the  Eftate  was  worth  in  the  Year  1640;

Month  Sir  Anthony  Afdey  Cooper  had  been  ordered 
by  the  Houfe  to  make  an  Offer  to  Cromwell  of  this 
Exchange ;  and  the  Truftees  for  the  Sale  of  the 
Royal* Palaces  were  enjoined  to  forbear  making 
any  Contrail  about  Hampton-Court  for  two  Days.

they  have  not  only  ventured  their  Perfons,  but  ex- 
hauftcd  their  Eftates,  and  that  mcft  willingly.

*  It  is  reported,  Sir,  by  fome  of  the  Roman  Hi- 
ftorians,  that  the  Romans^  in  the  Time  of  their 
Profperity,  were  fo  curious  in  preferving  of  their 
Rights,  Cuftoms,  and  Ceremonies,  concerning 
the  Eledion  of  their  Magiftrates,  that  they  com- 
mitted the  recording  of  them  unto  their  High- 
Prieih  :  It  may  be  adjudged  by  fome  that  this  was 
too  ceremonious ;  but.  Sir,  if  they  confidcr  their 
Ends,  there  may  be  fome  Excufe  in  it ;  for  they

Legacy  or  juft  Debt  due  to  him,  which  had  been 
attended  with  many  grievous  and  oppreiTive  Con- 
fequences  to  the  Subjeft,  a  Motion  was  made  in 
the  Houfe,  on  the  20th  of  this  Month,  by  Sir  y^«- 
thfiny  AJhley  Cooper ^  to  take  it  away ;  and  a  Bill  for 
that  Purpofe  was  read  a  firft  Time :  But  the  Que- 
ftion  being  put  for  a  fecond  Reading,  it  pafs'd  in 
the  Negative  by  48  againft  23.  However,  the

A  Bill  had  been  brought  in,  for  unitinrr  and  in-  several  lemai-k- 
cbrporating  Scotland  into  one  Free  State  and  Com-  able  BilU  in  A^i- 
monwcalth  with  England^  which  was  debated  in  a^-^'^'""- 
Grand  Committee  otthe  whole  Houre,on  the  25tli 
and  Ibme  Days  after ;  but  was  never  concluded, 
by  reafon  of  their  fudden  Difl'olution.    A  Bill  was 
alfo  ordered  in,  to  make  thofe  Perfons  incapable  of 
Places  who  Ihould  follicitfor  thein  ;  together  with 
another  for  regulating  the  great  Exorbitance  oi' 
Fees  in  the  Law  and  elfcwhcfe ;  and  for  the  bet- 
ter, El  eiSlion  of  Jurors. 

A  Bill  had  been  likewife  brought  in,  for  appoint- 
ing Commiflioners  to  fit  and  determine  Caufes  in 
Equity;  which  being  debated  on  the  27th,  it  was  . 
reje6ted,  by  a  Majority  of  44  againfl  ;^6;  many 
Members  being  of  Opinion  that  it  would  be  a  Set- 
ting up  of  two'Courts  rather  than  Removing. of 
one  ;  of  Eftablifhing  the  Court  of  Chancery  rather 
than  the  Taking  ot  it  away  :  And  another  Bill, 
more  conformable  to  the  Vote  of  the  5th  of  Auguji 
laft,wasorder'd  in  5  whereby  theCourt  of  Chancery 
was  to  be  aboliflied,  and  a  Provifion  made  for  the 
Difpatch  of  the  Caufes  depending,  at  this  T'ime, 
there,  and  determining  Suits  of  Equity,  for  the  fu- 
ture, in  a  fummary  Way  ;  fo  as  that  the  Expence 
thereof  fliould  not,  in  general,  exceed  30  or  40  s. 

The  Houfe  had  likewife  reiblved  to  reduce  the 
Number  of  Officers  in  the  Excife  and  other  Duties, 
and  lower  their  refpe(5i:ive  Salaries,  in  order  to  a 
Saving  of  the  public  Charge.

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"*  The  Clerk  of  the  Houfe,  in  drawing  up  the  inter-t%grtuihi 
Queftion,    put   the  Word   Bady   inftead  of  Mo-        ^^^3- 
deU  which  fome  Members,  Friends  to  this  Vote,  *~^     ^71/ 
defired  to  have  altered  \  but  others,  Lovers  of  the       °''*"     * 
Law  as  it  now  flood,  oppofed  the  Alteration  of 
the  Word,  being  very  angry  at  the  Vote  ;  and  fo 
it  went  as  it  was,  with  fome  feeming  Difadvan- 
tage,  by  means  of  the  Word  Bo'dy^  which  fome 
of  thofe  aforefaid  angry  Gentlemen  would   needs 
fancy,  and  accordingly  reported,  as  if  it  were  in-; 
tended  to  deftroy  and  take  away  the  Laws  we  had 
been  fighting  for  ail  this  while  as  our  Birth-Right 
and  Inheritance  :  And   fuch   a  Noife  was  made 
about  It,  that  made  many  believe  that  the  Houfe^ 
was  made  up  of  Monfters,  rather  than  Men  of 
Reafon  and  Judgment :  But  there  were  fome  veiy 
fober  and  moderate  Gentlemen,  in  the  Account 
of  all  Men,  that  copfccurred  heartily  in  this  Vote. 

'  Some  of  the  Reafons  that  were  alledged  in  the 
Debate  producing  this  Vote,  was  the  Intricacy, 
Uncertainty,  and  Incongruity  in  many  Things, 
with  the  Word  of  God  and  right  Reafon,  in  the 
Laws  as  they  now  are. 

'  Firft^  That  whereas  the  Laws  ought  to  be" 
eafy,  plain  and  ftiort,  fo  that  they  who  were  to  be 
fubjet^  to  them,  and  have  Benefit  by  them,  might 
be  able  to  know  and  underftand  them  in  fome 
good  Meafure,  they  are  now  fo  voluminous,  and 
thereby  intricate  and  uncertain,  dark  and  conceal- 
ed, as  few  are  able  to  come  to  the  Knowledge  of . 
them.  Thofe  of  the  Profeffion  of  the  Law  dif- 
fer, in  very  many  Cafes,  what  the  Law  is,  and 
are  of  feveral  Opinions  about  this  Thing  and 
the  other  ;  and  then  how  fliould  others,  tho'  high- 
ly concerned,  be  able  to  underftand  them,  and 
their  Intereft  therein  contained;  there  being  fo 
many  Law- Books  of  great  Bulk,  fo  many  old 
mufty  Records,  Reports  and  Book- Cafes,  as 
that,  after  the  Time  fpent  in  School -Learping, 
the  reft  of  the  Time  of  the  Flower  of  a  Man's 
Years  would  be  little  enough  to  read  them  over 
^nd  perufe  them. 

That 
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Inter-regnimu  *  That,  befides,  thofe  Records  and  Book-Cafes 
*  ^\]  ^  are  very  ill  Guides  or  Lights  to  go  by,  for  v/ho 
NovemUr.  ^^noweth  the  Circumftaiices  that  did  attend  them, 
which  often  alter  the  whole  Cafe  ?  Who  know- 
eth  whether,  in  thofe  Cafes,  Bribery  did  not  make 
the  Judgment,  or  the  PowerFulnefs  of  fome  great 
Man,  or*  the  Love  or  Hatred  of  the  Judge,  or 
the  Negligence  or  Corruption  of  the  Advocate } 
And,  befides,  in  thofe  Law-Cafes,  fome  Precedents' 
are  dirP6lly  contrary  to  others ;  and  an  Advocate 
or  Counfel  alledgeth  one  Cafe  or  Report,  and  ano- 
ther another  ;  and  then  the  Judge  followcth  which 
he  pleafeth  :  Kow  arbitrary  is  the  Law  in  this 
Cafe  ?  And  at  what  Uncertainty  are  the  great  Inte- 
rtO[s  and  Properties  of  Men  ? 

*  Befides,  how  various  are  the  Cuftoms  which, 
Tiotwithftanding,  pafs  for  Law  ?  Ufually  unknown 
but  to  fome  old  Men  of  the  Place ;  which,  tho* 
it  be  ever  fo  unrighteous  and  unreafonable,  Time 
€Ut  of  Mind  carries  it.  How  bulky  and  volumi- 
nous are  the  Statute- Books  ?  And  of  fo  great  a 
Price  that  few  are  able  to  buy  them  ;  and  fo  large 
that  few  can  fpare  Time  to  read  them,  to  know 
their  Right,  and  how  they  arc  concerned  in  them  ; 
and  yet  they  muft  be  judged,  and  fland  or  fall  by 
them*  And  many  Times  fome  mufty  Statute, 
of  a  hundred  Years  old  and  more  imprinted,  is 
found  and  made  Ufc  of  by  fome  crafty  Lawyer,  to 
the  Undoing  of  an  honeft  Man  that  meant  no 
Hurt,  nor  knew  any  Thing  at  all  of  the  Danger. 

*  tjpon  fomething  held  forth  to  this  Eftcct,  the 
Vote  was  firft  carried  for  a  new  Body  or  Model  of 
the  Law  ;  and  a  Committee  chofen  to  that  End, 
who  met  often,  and  had  the  Help  of  fome  Gen- 
tlemen of  Worth,  that  had  defcrvcd  v/cll  of  their 
Country,  being  true  Patriots  ;  who  liked  well  the 
Thing,  as  very  ufeful  and  dclirable,  it  being  not  :i 
deftroying  of  the  Law,  or  putting  it  down,  as 
fome  fcandaloufly  reported,  but  a  reducing  the 
wholcfomc,  jufc  and  good  Laws  into  a  Body,  from 
thefn  that  arc  ufclefs  and  out  of  Date  ;  fuch  as 
concerned  the  Bifhops  and  Holy  Church,  fo  calfd, 

and 
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and  were  made  iu  favour  of  Kings,  and  the  Lufts  Intcr-regnum. 
of  great  Men,  of  which  there  are  very  many.  If  '^53^ 
the  Law  of  God  be  eyed,  and  right  Reafon  look'd  jj^^^^^eu 
into  in  all,  there  be  fome  Laws  that  are  contrary 
to  both  ;  as  the  putting  Men  to  Death  for  Theft, 
the  fparing  the  Lives  of  M?n  for  Murder,  under 
the  Notion  and  Name  of  Manflaughter  ;  a  Term 
and  DilHn^lion  not  found  in  the  righteous  Law  of 
God :  And  that  unreafinnable  Law,  that  if  a  Wag- 
gon or  Cart,  ^c,  driven  by  the  Owner,  or  fome 
other,  with  n^ver  fo  much  Care,  fall  and  kill  any 
Perfon,  the  Owner,,  though  it  were  his  own  Son 
or  Servant,  that  could  no  way  help  it,  fhall  lofe 
his  Horfe  and  Waggon  by  the  profane  and  fuper- 
ftitious  Name  of  Deodand-^  and  the  Owners  of 
the  Goods  fhall  lofe  them  alfo  upon  the  fame  Ac- 
count, though  they  were  as  innocent  as  AbeL 
Other  Inftanccs  might  alfo  be  given. 

*  The  Way  the  Committee  took  in  order  to 
their  Work,  v/hich  mult  needs  be  elaborate,  was 
by  reducing  the  feveral  Laws  to  their  proper  Heads 
to  which  they  did  belong,  and  fo  modclizing  or 
embodying  of  them ;  taking  Knowledge  of  the 
Nature  of  them,  and  what  the  Law  of  God  faid 
in  the  Cafe,  and  how  agreeable  to  right  Reafon 
they  were ;  like  wife  how  proportionable  the  Pu- 
nilhmcntwas  to  the  Offence  or  Crime ;  and  where- 
in there  feem'd  any  Thing  either  deficient  or  cx- 
ceffive,  to  offer  a  Supply  and  Remedy,  in  order  to 
'  redtifying  the  whole.  The  Committee  began  with 
Criminals  ;  Treafon  being  the  higheft,  they  con- 
fidcred  the  Kinds  thereof;  what  was  meet  to  be 
adjudged  Treafon  in  a  free  Commonwealth,  and 
what  was  meet  to  be  the  Punifliment  of  Grand  / 

and  Petty  Treafon.  Then  they  proceeded  to  Mur- 
der, the  Kinds  of  it,  and  what  was  to  be  fo  ad- 
judg'd,  and  the  Punifhment  thereof.  The  like 
they  intended  concerning  Theft,  and  after  to  have 
afcertained  and  fecured  Property  ;  as  alfo  the  Exe- 
cutive Part  of  the  Law :  So  as  a  Perfon  fhould  not 
jiced  to  part  with  one  Property  to  fecure  and  keep 
another,  as  now  it  is  j  Perfons  being  forced  to  Jofe 

the 
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btcr-regaufli.  the  Property  of  their  Cow,  to  keep  the  Property  of 
'^53-  their  Horfe  ;  or  one  Parct  1  of  Laiul  to  preferve  and 
keep  another.  This  Body  of  Law,  when  mode- 
lized,  was  to  be  reported  to  the  Houfe  to  be  con- 
fidered  of,  and  paflcd  by  tlicni  as  they  (hould  fee 
C^iufe :  A  Work  in  itfeJf  great,  and  of  high  Eftecm 
with  many,  for  the  good  Fruit  and  Benefit  that 
would  arife  from  it :  By  which  Means  the  huge 
Volumes  of  the  Law  would  cojiic  to  be  reduced 
into  the  Bignefs  of  a  Pocket- Book,  as  it  is,  propor- 
tionably,  m  New- England  ^u^  elle where.  A  Thing 
of  fo  great  Worth  and  Benefit  as  England  is  not 
yet  worthy  of,  nor  likely  in  a  fliort  Time  to  be  fo 
blefs'd  as  to  enjoy.  And  that  was  the  true  End 
and  Endeavour  of  thofe  Members  that  laboured  in 
that  Committee,  aithougli  it  was  moft  falfly  and 
wickedly  reported,  that  their  Endeavours  tended  to 
deftroying  the  whole  Laws,  and  pulling  them  up 
by  the  Roots.' 

Nov.  10.  According  to  the  late  annual  Cuftom, 
this  Parliament  took  upon  them  to  nominate  She- 
riffs for  all  the  Counties  of  E^ti^Iand  and  JVaUs^  and 
ordered  in  a.

Dctcmler,  This  Parliament,  or  rather  Conven-

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veral  Bills,  and  fomc  of  great  Moment,  lay  yet  Inter-regmim. 
before  them  uniinifhcd  :  Their  great  Mafter  Crom-    tl^lLg 
welU  who  had  given  them  the  Power  they  fat  by,     DcwmberT 
tliinking  proper,  fhortly  after,  to  retra6l  that  Power, 
and  leave  them  private  Perfons  as  he  found  them. 
They  continued,   however,  to  fit  and  do  Buiinefs 
as  ufual,  and  aft  as  if  they  had  not  the  leaft  Appre- 
henfion  of  aDiflolution.     For 

On  the  fecond  of  this  Month  the  Houfe  receive 
the  following  Report  from  the  Committee  for 
Tythes,  who  had  fat  long  on  that  Affair.  The 
firft  Article  of  this  Report  was,  '  That,  In  their  Report  from  the 
Opinion,  the  bcft  Way  for  cjcdling  ignorant,  pro- Committee  for/ 
fane,  and  fcandalous  Miniftcrs,  was  for  Commif-'^y^"' 
fioners  to  be  font  from  thence  into  all  the  Counties, 
divided  into  fix  Circuits,  befides  London  and  Mid^ 
dlefex^  three  CommifSoners  into  each  Circuit,  to 
join  with  four  or  fix  of  every  County,  and  each 
Riding  in  Torkjhire  to  be  as  a  County ;  and  that 
in  every  County  the  faid  Perfons,  or  five  of  them, 
(two  of  the  Parliament's  Commiffioners  being 
always  prefent)  to  be  impowcred  to  ejedlall  Mini- 
ftcrs, of  that  County,  that  were  not  of  good  Be- 
haviour and  holy  in  Converfation,  orthatwere  not 
apt  and  able  to  teach,  or,  in  teaching,  held  not 
forth  the  faithful  Word  ;  or  were  not  diligent,  or 
laboured  not  in  the  Word  and  Doftrine,  or  were 
greedy  of  filthy  Lucre  :  And  to  be  alfo  impowerM 
to  fettle  godly  and  able  Perfons  to  preach  the 
Gofpel  in  all  void  Places,  and  to  unite  two  or  three 
Paiiflies  together,  fo  that  none  were  above  three 
Miles  from  the  public  Meeting-Place/ 

The  fecond  Article  contained  only  the  Names 
of  21  Commiffioncrs,  recommended  to  the  Houfe 
by  the  Committee,  cpnfifi:ing  of  about  ten  Mini- 
fters,  the  reft  Laymen,  fome  of  whom  were  Of- 
ficers in  the  Army. 

By  the  third  Article,  <  All  Perfons  approved  on 
as  public  Preachers  of  the  Gofpel  in  the  public 
Meeting- Places,  were  to  enjoy  the  Maintenance 
already  fettled  by  Law,  and  fuch  other  Encourage- 
ment as  the  Parliament  had  already  appointed,  or 

there- 
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.  thereafter  (hould  appoint :  And  that  where  ?(\yj 
fcrupled  Payment  of  l'ythes,the  three  next  Juftices 
of  Peace,  or  two  of  them,  fhould,  upon  Com- 
plaint, call  the.Parties  concern'd  before  them ;  and, 
by  the  Oaths  of  lawful  Witnefies,  fliould  duly  ap- 
portion the  Value  of  the  faid  Tythes  to  be  paid  ei- 
ther in  Money  or.L'ind,  by  them  to  be  fet  out  ac- 
cording to  the  faid  Value,  to  be  held  and  enjoyed  by 
'him  that  was  to  have  the  faid  Tythes  ;  and  in  cafe 
fuch  apportioned  Value  was  not  duly  paid  or  enjoy- 
ed, according  to  the  Order  of  the  faid  Juftices,  the 

.  Tythes  fhould  be  paid  in  Kind,  and  fhould  be  re-' 
covered  in  any  Court  of  Record. 

*  Laftly,  That  upon  hearing  and  confidering 
what  had  been  offered  to  the  Committee  touching 
Property  in  Tythes,  of  Incumbents,  Reftors,  Pof- 
feffors  of  Donatives  or  impropriate  Tythes,  it  was 
the  Opinion  of  the  Committee,  That  the  faid  Per- 
fonshave  a  legal  Property  in  Tythes.' 

But  the  Houfe  came  to  no  prefent  Refolution 
upon  this  Bufinefs. 

The  next  Day  the  Parliament  appointed  four

Dec,  7.  The  Houfe  refumed  the  Debate  upon 
the  Report  from  the  Committee  of  Tythes,  which 
wholly  engaged  their  Attention,  without  the  leaft 
Intervention  of  other  Bufinefs,  till  the  10th  j  when 
the  hrft  Claufe  of  the  faid  Report  being  read,  and 
the  Qutftion  put  for  agreeing  with  the  Committee, 
it  pafs'd  in  the  Negative  by  fo  fmall  a  Majority  as 
56  againft  54.  And  the  next  Day  of  their  Sitting

Avhere  they,   being  the  greater  Number  of  the 
Members  fitting  in  Parliament,  did,  by  a  Writing 
under  their  Hands,  refign  unto  his  Excellency  their 
faid  P&wers:   And  Mr.  Speaker,  attended  with  the 
Members,  did  prcfent  the  fame  to  his  Excellency 
accordingly/ 

This  Convention  being  thus  laid  afide,  without 
any  other  Notice  taken  of  the  Suddennefs  of  it,  in 
the  Journah^  it  will  be  neceflary  to  look  into  the 
Hiftorians  of  thefe  Times,  to  fearch  for  the  Rea- 
fons  of  State  which  occafion'd  it. 

Mr.  Whitlocke  is  very  fliort  in  his  Account  6f  Motives  thereto, 
this  Tranfaaion  ;  but  a  good  Reafon  may  be  gi- thereof,^'"''" 
ven  for  it :  He  was  then  gone  Ambaflador  to  Swe^ 
duty  and  did  not  return  till  fome  Time  after  the 
Difiblution.  And  he  has  hinted,  in  another  Part 
of  his  AlemoirSy  That  he  was  purpofely  fent  abroad 
at  this  Time,  by  Cromwell^  for  fear  he  fhould 
any  ways  obftrudt  his  ambitious  Defigns.  So  that 
we  find  nothing  more  in  his  Work,  than  what  wc 
may  fuppbfe  he  copied  out  of  the  Journals  at  his 
Return,  fince  it  is  almoft  verbatim  the  fame  with 
them. — But  Lieutenant-^ General  Ludlow  is  much 
-more  explicit  in  this  Matter,  as  appears  by  the 
following  Extrad  from  his  Memoirs  ^ : 

'  The  perfidious  Cromwell  having  forgot  his  moft 
folemn  Profeffions  and  former  Vows,  as  well  as 
the  Blood  and  Treafure  that  had  been  fpent  in  this 
'Contcft,  thought  it  high  Time  to  take  off  the 
Mafk ;  and  rdblved  to  facriSce  all  our  Viftorics 
and  Deliverances  to  his  Pride  and  Ambition,  un- 
der Colour  of  taking  upon  him  the  Office,  as  it 
were,  of  a  High  Gonftable,  in  order  to  keep  the

Peace  df  the  Nation,  and  to  reftrain'M^n  from 
cutting  one  smother's  Throats,  ;Onc  Difficulty  yet 
rem  ai  tied  M  t4>flrui5t  hi^  Dcftgnv  and  tha|:.  was  the 
LVtiventifrn  which  he  had  arieinbled,  aiiid  invefted 
wjrh  Piiwcr,  as  well  as  earn^fUy  folicitcd,  to  re- 
toim  the  Laiv,  ^md  reduce  the  Clergy  to  a  more 
Kvangelical  Conilhuiion.  Aiid 'having  fufficicntly 
aJdrm^d  tht^fc  Inttrrfts^  and  ffaewn  them  their 
Ihmger  hem  this  Convtmion,  he  infc^mcd  diem 
farther,  that  they  could  not  be  ignorant*  of  the 
Confijfion  that  ail  Things  were  brought  into  by 
the  immoderate  Zeal  of  thoic  in  Authority,  and  to 
what  Extremities  Mattm  might  be  reduced,  if 
permitted  to  go  on  ;  pofliblv,  iaid  he,  to  the  utter 
Extirpation  of  Law  and  Oofpel  j  and  therqfore 
advifed  ihat  they  woiild  join  their  Interefts  to  his, 
in  order  to  prevent  tbb  limndation.  HisPropo-, 
fitiun  was  readily  embraced  by  the  corrupt  Part  oJF 
the  Lawyers  nnd  Clergy j  and  fo  he  became  their 
Pfotedor,  and  they  the  humWe  Supporters  of  his 
Tyranny.  But  th^t  his  Ufurpatiqn  Alight  fecm 
lefe  horrid,  he  fo  contrived  it  oy'his  Inftrun>ents,  .

'  To  this  End  tt  wss  agreed  hy  MrJ  Roufe^ 
ChaiririBn  to  that  ACembly,  and  the  reft  oiCrem" 
mfir&  ]unto^  to  meet  earlier  in  the  Houfe  than 
ufual,  which  was  done  accoitlingly  on  the  lath 
of  BictmbiT^  1653,  hoping,  by  Surp.ri35q>.  to  obtain  '

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the  Country  by  Free-Quarter.    A  fecond  Ground  later-rcttuiffii 
of  their  Invedives  was  taken  from  a  Motion  made,        1653. 
that  the  Great  Officers  of  the  Army  fiiould  fer\'e    *— — >r-*-' 
without  Pay  for  one  Year.     They  accufed  them     ^^«*^**^* 
alfo  of  endeavouring  to  deftroy  the  Clergy,  the 
Law^  and  the  Property  of  the  Subject  5  initancing 
in  their  denying  a  Right  of  Prefenution.  to  the  Pa- 
trons qf  E<:clcfiaflicul  Benefices:  And,  in  general j 
that  they  had  not  a  Fiame  of  Spirit  to  do  Juftice, 
whicii  they  would  ha/e  made  out  by  their  not  re- 
lieving Sir  "John  Slawell^  when  he  made  his  Appli- 
cation to  them.    Thus  they  endeavoured  to  cajole 
the  Clergy,  Lawyers,  CaValit^rs,  and  all  Intcrelts,

*  They  thought  to  have  prevented  any  Debate 
about  their  Delign,  by  meeting  fo  early  in  th^ 
Morning  i  but  they  were  deceived,  and  enough 
found  in  the  Houfe  to  anfwer  their  Objedions. 
To  that  concerning  the  Army  it  was  faid.  That 
the  Pound -Rate  was  found  to  be  the  moft  equal 
Way  of  raiiing  Money,  and  therefore  refolved  up- 
on by  them ;  not  at  all  doubting  that  it  would  come 
in  ibon  enough  for  the  Soldiers  Supply :  That  they 
thought  it  reafonable  and  juft,  that  the  Great  Of- 
ficers of  the  Army,  who  were  pofleffed  of  plentiful  • 
Eftates,  and  had  received  all  their  Arrears,  ihould 
abate  fomewhat  of  their  Superfluities ;  and  ferve  for 
a  little  Time  freely,  as  well  as  thofe  who  were 
employed  in  Civil  AfFai.»;s,  whofe  Labour  and  Ha- 
zard was  as  great,  and  both  equally  concerned  in 
the  Public  Good ;  efpecially  confidering  how  much 
jthis  ConduA  would  contribute  to  the  £afe  and  Sa- 
tisfa£lion  of  the  People,  who  could  not  be  ignorant 
that  there  were  now  no  preffing  Occanons  o^ 
Charge  or  Danger,  the  Enemy  being  every-where 
entirely  fubdued.  To  what  had  been  doiie  in  or- 
der to  a  Reformation  of  the  Law  and  Clergy,  it 
was  anfwered.  That  as  they  conceived  there  was 
great  Need  of  it,  fo  they  had  been  told  that  they 
were  called  together  principally  for  that  JEnd ;  and 
that  if  they  had  done  any  Thing  too  much  there-*

the  Serjeant,  as  if  he  had  been  of  his  Counfel,  took 
up  the  Mace,  and  carried  it  before  him,  though 
much  urged  to  the  contrary.'  Thefe  were  inftapdy'

*  VVhcn  this  Inftrument,  fo  figned,  was  brought 
to  Crc7niv€l(y  he  lifted  up  his  Eyes  with  Aftoniih- 
incnt;  and,  with  no  Icfs  fecming  Modefty,  re- 
fufcd  to  receive  it;  but,  at  length,  through  the 
Importu4'»ity  c tMaj or- General  Z^/zii'^r/  and  others, 
reprefcniin^'j  to  him  that  tj^ie  Welfare  of  the  Na- 
tion abioluu  ly  required  his  Acceptance  of  the  Par- 
liamtnt's  Rjlignation,  he  thought  fit  to  comply 
with  their  Rtqacft.' Though  it  is  the  concur- 
rent Opinion  of  all  Contemporary  Writers,  that 
Cromiv^ira  R^fufal  to  nccept  of  this  Oflcr  of  the 
Lcgifl:irivc  Power  was  meer  Hypocrify,  and  that 
this  fo;mai  Surrender  of  it  was  a  Contrivance  of  his 
own,  in  oiJcr  to  pave  the  Way  to  the  Prot^flo- 
rate.;  yet  in  a  Speech  made  to  the  cnfuing  Parlia- 
ment, 6V^/.  12,  1654,  "he  pofitivcly  afiiiMms,  in  tjie 
moil  folemn  Manner,  'That  he  was  lb  far  frojai 
having  any  Hand  in  this  Projc61:,  that  he  was  art 
abfolute  Stranger  to  the  Pefign,  till  the  Speaker,, 
with  the  major  Part  of  the  Houfe,  came  to  him 
with  the  Inllrument  of  their  Rcfignation.' 

Before  we  take  our  Leave  of  this  Convention, 

Remaiks  there- ^^.g  ^.^\\   mention  a  Very  high  Charge  brought 

*"'  againft  them  by  Lprd  d^areyidon.     His  Lord^Hip 

writes  %  *  That  thefc  Men  who  took  upon  them- 

felves  the  Supreme  Authority  of  the  Nation,  and

to  the  Amazement  and  even  Mirth  of  the  People, 

never  entered  upon  any  grave  or  fcrious  Debate, 

that  might  tend  to  any  Settlement ;  but  generally 

exprefled  great  Sharpnels  and  Animofity  againft 

■   the  Clergy,  and  againft  all  Learning ;  out  of  which 

they  thoueht  the  Clergy  had  grown,  and  ftili  would 

grow.    Hi  at  they  loolc'd  upon  the  FunSion  itfelf 

to  be  Anti-ChrilHan,  the  Pcrfons  to  be  burdenfome 

to  the  People,  and  the  requiring  and  paying  of 

Tythcs  to  be  abfolulc  Jiidaifmy  and   fo  tliouglit

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fit  that  they  ftiould  be  abolifhed  together :  And  inter-re^nnm; 
diat  there/might  not,  for  the  Time  to  come,  be  ^  ^53^ 
any 'Race  of  People  who  might  revive  thefe  Pre-; 
tences,  they  propofed,  That  all  Lands  belo^ngiiTg 
to  the  Univerfities,  and  Colleges  in  tiiofe  Uni- 
vcrfities,  might  be  fold  ;  and  that  the  Money -^ri- 
fmg  thereby  fhould  be  difpofed  of  for  the  Public 
Service,  and  to  eafe  the  People  fromthe  Payment  of 

Taxes  and  Contributions.' But,  upon  a  ftridt 

Review  of  the  "Journals^  it  does  not  appear  that 
any  fuch  Motion,  or  Propbfal,  relating  to  the  Uni- 
verfities,  was  ever  made  in  the  Houfe.  What 
might  be  intended  by  fome  Zealotsf,  we  pi-e* 
tend  not  to  determine  :  But  the  only  Attempt  that 
carried  any  Tendency  that  Wiiy,  was  the  Schehie 
for  abolifhing  of  Tythes  :  And  this  Proje6l,  as  we 
are  aflured  by  a  Member  of  this  Convention  %  was 
fo  far  from  being  intended  \o  the  Prejudice  of  the! 
Parochial  Clergy,  that  the  Deftgn  was  only  to  take 
away  the  Manner  of  Maintenance  by  Tytheid  ad 
unequal,  burdenfome,  and  being  the  Occafion  of 
litigious  Law  Suits ;  and  that  a  Bill  vi/as  offered,  on 
the  Day  of  the  Parliament's  Refignatioil,  for  ren- 
dering the  Revenues  of  the  Clergy  more  certairt' 
and  equal,  by  reducing  Benefices  of  200  /.  a-yeaif 
and  upwards,  and  advancitig  thofe  of  a  fmaller  In- 
come; and'alfo  for  making  a  Provifion  for  the  Wi- 
dows and  Children  of  Minifters ;  but  that  this 
equitable  Propofal  was  refufed  a  Reading;  and  that 
therefore  the  Charge  agaiiift  one  Part  of  the  Koiifev 
of  an  Intent  to  deftroy  the  Miniftry,  was  a  grouftd- 
lefs  Reproach,  caft  upon  thofe  who  endeavoured 
only  to  take  off  Oppreffions  and  Grievances/--^— i 
ThcTrUth  of  this  Gentletnan's  Aflertion  feems  th0 
left  liable  to  be  controverted,  becaufe  it  is  an  ih- 
conteftdble  Faft,  though  generally  palled  over  by 
the  Hiftorians  of  thefe  Times,  *  That  tha  Long 
Parfiamentj  when  they  aboKfhed  Epifcopacy  in4 
fbfd  th^T^mpora'l  Revenues  of  the  Bifliops,  Deana 
and  CyajAers,  ^r.  made  art  exprefs  Referve  of  all 
their  impropriations,  'Which  were  to  be  applied  to 

*  in  €xa.h  Reiatibit,  ftv. 
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tbclncreafe  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Parochial  Clergy  ^ 
and  Meads  of  Colleges ;  and  the  fame  Referve  of 
Impropriations  was  made  in  the  A6t  ^  pafled,by  this 
Convention,  for  enabling  Delinquents  to  compound 
for  their  Eftates.  The  Journals  alfo  abound  with 
Inftanccs  wherein  thofe  Gentlemen,  who  had  the 
Misfortune  to  be  under  Sequeftration  for  their  Loy- 
alty to  the  King,  were  obliged  to  endow  the  rer 
fpeclive  Vicarages  of  which  thcyVcre  Impropria- 
tors, with  a  Portion  of  the  Tythe  ;  and  the  Va- 
lue of  fuch  Portion,  upon  a  Calculation  of  Years, 
was  allowed  in  Part  of  Payment  of  their  Compo- 
iltions. 

We  are  very  far  from  entering  into  a  Vindica- 
tion of  this  Unconftitutional  Aflembly.  It  is  cer- 
tain that  the  Manner  of  their  being  convened,  in 
Obedience  to  Cromweirs  Warrant  of  Nomination, 
was  the  moft  flagrant  Inftance  of  Invafion  upon  the 
Rights  andLiberties  of  all  theEledors  of  the  Three 
Nations  our  whole  Hiftory  affords ;  and  was  iab- 
folj^tely  fubverfLve  of  the  very  Being  of  Parliaments'. 
■&\xt  whether  they'deferve  all  that  Ignominy  whic^ 
has  been  caft  upon  them  by  the  Contemporary 
Hiftorians  we  have  cited  in  our  Account  of  their 
TranfacSions,  andfonie  Modern  Writers  who  have 
implicitly  copied  them",' will  beft  appear  by  the 
Laws  they  madei  and  the  Bills  they  were  employed 

about  at  the  Time  of  their  Diffolution. Thus

Oliver  Cromwell,  Captain-General  of  all  the

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Lord ProteSior  thereof^  did^  this  i6th  Day  of  De- 
cember, l653,y?^«  thh  Writings  and  folemnly  pro^ 
^nifcy  as  is  therein  contained^  in  Prefence  of  the 
Lords  Commijftoners  of  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
Vfho  adminijUred  the  fame  Oath^  and  of  the  Lord 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  (?/ London,  divers 
tifthe  Judges  of  the  Land^  the  Officers  of  State  and 
Armyy  arid  many  other  Perfons  of  ^ality. 

After  the  Lord  Protector  had  taken  the  forego- 
ing Oath,  Major-General  Lambert^  kneeling,  pre- 
fented  him  with  a  Sword  in  the  Scabbard,  repre- 
fenting  the  Civil  Sword,  which  his  Excellency  ac- 
cepting put  oiF  his  own ;  thereby  to  intimate  that 
_Jie  would  no  longer  rule  by  the  Military  one. 
Then  the  Lords  Commiifioners  of  the  Great  Seal, 
the  Judges  and  Officers  of  the  Army,  invited  him 
to  take  rofleiSon  of  the  Chair  of  State,  as  Lord 
Proteftor  of  England^  Scotland^  and  Ireland^  which 
Jie  did  J  and  fat  down  with  his  Head  covered,  ha- 
ving a  Gold  Hatband  about  his  Hat,  the  Court 
continuing  all  bare.  Then  the  Lords  Commif- 
lioners  delivered  up  to  him  the  Purfe  and  Seals,  and 
the  Lord  Mayor  of  London  his  Sword,  which  were 
prefently  deliver'd  to  them'  back  again  by  his  High- 
nefs,  with  an  Exhortation  to  ufe  them  well ;  and 
then,  after  ^  Salute,  the  Court  rofe,  and  the  Pro - 
ceiSon  returned  in  the  following  Alanner : 

Firft  came  the  Aldermen  and  the  Members 
of  the  Council,  from  the  Court  of  Chancery  to 
Wejirninfter-Hall  Gate  j  next  after  them  the 
Judges ;  then  came  the  Commiffioners  of  the 
Great  Seal,  one  of  them  bearing  the  Purfe  ani 
Seals  :  Thefe  were  followed  by  the  Life- Guard, 
and  four  Serjeants  at  Arms  carrying  the  Maces  be- 
longing to  the  City  of  London^  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, the  Council,  and  the  Parliament,  The  Lord 
Mayor  went  next  before  his  Highnefs  with  the 
Sword,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Army  about  his 
Perfon,  to  the  Hall-Gate,  where  they  took  Coach, 
and  returned  to  Whitehall \  the  Lord  Mayor  riding 
bare-headed,  and  carrying  the  Sword  in  the  Boot

all  along  the  Streets  as  they.pafled.  * v— — ' 

His  Highnefs  with  his  Attendants  being  returned  J^ecembcr, 
to  the  Banquetting-Houfe  at  JVhitehall,  they  had 
an  Exhortation  made  to  them  there  by  Mr.  Lockier^ 
Chaplain  to  his  Highnefs;  which  being  ended,  the 
Company  were  difinifled  with  three  Vollies  of  Shot 
by  the  Soldiery,  between  Four  and  Five  at  Night. 

The  new  Protestor  being  thus  fully  eftabliflied 
in  his  Sovereignty,  took  upon  him  great  State;  and 
had  all  the  Ceremonies  and  RefpecSl  paid  to  him, 
by  all  Sorts  of  Men,  that  was  ever  done  to  a 
Crowned  Head,  On  the  19th  of  this  Month  he 
was  proclaimed  by  Sound  of  Trumpet,  in  the  Pa- 
lace 'Tar  d  Wejlmtnfter^  at  the  Old  Exchange^  and 
feyeral  other  Places  in  London  \  divers  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  State,  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen  in  their 
Robes,  the  Serjeants  at  Arms,  and  the  Heralds, 
attending.

The  moft  ntaterial  of  thofe  paffed  this  Month 
were.  For  Continuance  of  the  Excife  :  For  chaa- 
ging  the  Words  The  Keepers  of  the  Liberty  ^/^  Eng- 
land by  Authority  of  Parliament^  into  thofe  of, 
The  Lord  Prote5lor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Eng^ 
land,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  the  Dominions 
thereto  belongings  in  all  Courts  of  Law,  Juftice, 
or  Equity,  and  in  all  Writs,  Grants,  Patents, 
Commiflions,  Indidlments,  Jffr.  Alfo  for  the  Pro- 
bate of  Wills  and  granting  of  Adminiftrations. 

This  Month  concluded  with  a  folemn  Day  of 
Humiliation,  to  feek  the  Lord  for  a  Bleffing  upon 
the  new  Government.

'  Next,  as  the  Cuftom  ever  had  been,  and  perhaps 
ever  will  be,  to  court  the  Rifing  Sun,  Addreflcs 
were  prefented  to  the  new  Lord  Protestor,  ac- 
knowledging the  NecefTity  of  his  Office,  vyrith  the 
juft  Foundation  of  his  Government,  and  promi- 
fing  all  dutiful  Obedience  thereto :  Of  thcfe  we 
fliall  give  a  Specimen. 

The  Officers  of  the  Army  had  fufficiently  (hewn 
their  Attachment  to  the  new  Plan  of  Power,  by 
the  Share  they  had  in  the  Contrivance  of  it :  The 
City  of  London^  and  the  Sages  of  the  Law,  by  the 
Part  they  a£led  at  the  Proteftor's  Inauguration  : 
,  And  the  Fleet  were  no  lefs  forward  to  teflify  their 
Allegiance  to  their  new  Sovereign,  as  appears  by 
the  following  Addrefe :

Thus  far  it  appears  that  our  new  Lord  Prote<Elor 
was  recognized  by  the  City  of  London^  by  the 
His  Advance-    J"^6^^  ^^  ^^®  Land,  by  the  Army  and  the  Fleet  ; 
incnttothePro-"or  was  his  Highnefs  Jefs  refpeiSled  by  foreign 
tcaorate  rccog- Princcs  and  States.     It  has  been  already  obferv'd  « 
Jj^'^jT^'^^^^S^tbat  the  Spanijh  Ambaffador,  Don  jtlonfo  de  Car- 
denas^  was  the  firft  public  Minifter  that  acknow- 
ledged the  Commonwealth  after  the  Death  of  the 
.  late  King,  and  he  was  alfo  the  firft  that  made  his 
Court  to  the  Lord  Protedor.     When  this  Mini- 
fter was  introduced  to  an  Audience  df  his  High- 
nefs, he  not  only  congratulated  his  Acceffion  to  the 
Government,  expreflcd  the  great  Satisfa<Stion  his 
,   Mafler  had  therein,  and  affured  him  of  the  true  and 
conftant  Friendfliip  of  Spain  in  the  Condition  he 
then  ftood  5  but  alfo  declared,  if  the  Lord  Proteftor 
would  take  the  Crown  of  England  upon  him,  his 
Catholic  Majefty  would  venture  his  own  in  De- 
fence of  fuch  an  Attempt,  with  many  other  Ex- 
preffions  of  Refpe£i;  and  Good-will  <  But  to  all 
thefe  Profefiions  the  Protcftor  was  wife  enough  to 
return  no  more  than  a  civil  and  general  Anfwer^ 
declaring  his  grateful  Refentment  of  fo  generous 
an  Offer ;  and  his  Readinefs  to  confult  with  his  * 
£xcellency  upon  the  beft  Means  to  continue  and 
improve  the  Friendfhip  between  the  two  States  **. 

The  next  foreign  Minifter  was  that  of  Portugal: 
He  was  foon  afterwards  followed  by  France^  and 
the  other  Princes  and  States  of  Europe^  who  vyed

The  late  Convention  had  ordered  in  a  Bill  for 
redrefling  the  Abufe  of  pleading  a  Refufal  to  take 
the  Engagemeqt  to  be  true  to  a  Commonwealth 
Government,  in  Bar  of  Suits  in  Courts  of  Law  , 
and  Equity  :  But  the  Proteftor  and  his  Council 
(partly,  perhaps,  to  ingratiate  himfelf  with  the 
Friends  of  Monarchy,  or  rather  to  pave  the  Way 
•for  his  own  Government  of  the  Nation  as  a  King, 
though  under  another  Title)  made  an  Ordinance 
for  entirely  annulling  that  pafs'd  by  the  Long  Par- 
liament, in  January^  1649,  for  taking  the  Engage- 
ment. The  Preamble  to  this  A(St  of  Repeal, 
which  is  too  remarkable  to  be  omitted,  was  ex- 
prefs'd  in  the  following  Terms  :

Jiereby  it  was  enacted,  *  That  if  any  Perfon  mould  jreafon. 
compafs  orimagine  theDeath  of  iheLordProtecftor; 
or  malicioufly  or  advifedly,  by  writing,  printing, 
openly  declaring,  preaching,  teaching,  or  otherwife 
publifli,  that  the  Lord  Proteilor  and  the  People  in 
Parliament  affembled  are  not  the  Supreme  Autho- 
rity of  this  Commonwealth  ;  or  that  the  Exercife 
of  the  Chief  Magiftracy  and  Adminiftration  of  the 
Government,  is  not  in  the  Lord  ProteSor  afHfted 
with  a  Council ;  or  that  the  faid  Government  is 
tyrannical,  ufurped,  or  unlawful ;  or  that  therp  is 
any  Parliament  now  in  being,  or  that  hath  any

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Inter- regnura.  Continuance;  or  any  Law  \x\ Force  for  contiiKJing 
1^53'  the  Parliament,  v.'hich  is  hereby  declared  to  have

except  thofe  above- recited  ;  ahd  all  Profecutiohs 
to  be  commenced  within  one  Year  after  the  Com-

The  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen  o^Lon-  ^^o*- dines  with 
don  having  invited  the  Lord  Prote<^or   and   hiSg^^  c°itizens^of 
Council  to  dine  with  them  at  Grocers- Hall :  On  London. 
the  8th,  being  Jflj-fVednefday^  and  the  Day  ap- 
pointed for  that  Purpofe,  his  Highnefs,  attended 
by  his  Council  and  the  principal  Officers  of  the  Ar- 
my, with  his  owo  Life-Guard  and  many  Perforis 
of  Quality,  came  in  great  State  to  Temple- Bar j 
about  Noon ;  where  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men waited  for  him.     The  Lord  Mayor,  advan- 
cing up  to  the  Lord  ProteSor's  Coach  of  State, 
ppefented  to  him  the  City  Sword  5  v^hich  his  High- 
nefs having  inftantly  returned,  the  Recorder,  Mr.

*  My  Lord,  there  is  one  Help  more  in  Govern* 
ment,  which  God  is  pleafed  often  to  add  to  the 
reft,  which  is  the  giving  in  of  the  AfFecftions  of  the 
People.  The  Solemnity  of  this  Day,  wherein  the 
Citizens  of  this  great  City  appear  in  their  feveral 
Companies,  as  fo  many  Cities  within  the  City, 
fpeaks  much  to  this ;  they  leave  it  to  other  Nations 
to  falute  their  Rulers  and'  viSorious  Commanders 
with  the  Names  of  Cafares  and  Imperafores ;  and, 
after  Triumphs,  to  ered  for  them  their  yfrcus  Tri» 
umphales ;  but,  if  I  miftake  not,  their  End,  this 
Day,  is  not  any  fuch  outward  Pomp  or  Glory;  but 
that  thofe  vyho  have  been  delivered  together  might 
rejoice  together  j  and  to  exprefs  their  Defires  that 
the  Civil  Sword  might  be  as  profperous  for  Public 
Ends,  in  the  Hand  where  it  is  placed,  as  the  Mi- 
litary Sword  hath  been  in  the  fame  Hand. 

*  This  City  feldom  goes  alone  in  public  Anions ;

tions^  fee  the  Nation  eftablifhed  upon  the  firm 
Bafis  of  Peace  and  Righteoufnefs,  which  is  the  End 
of  Government,  and  mall  be  the  End  of  my  further 
troubling  your  Highnefs/

'  By  thus  much,  my  Lord,  you  may  perceive 
the  dark  Side  of  this  leading  Cloud  of  Govern*, 
nient ;  but  if  God  voiichfafe  Affiftance  to  thbie 
Shoulders  upon  which  the  Government  is  laid^  and 
puts  ynder  his  everlafting  Arms,  you  will  fee  the 
bright  Side  alfo,  and  thence  receive  Encourage* 
ment:  This  Support  he  is  pleafed  to  give,  by  letting 
Rulers  know  he  is  the  Author  of  their  Power,  and 
that  from  him  they  are  to  expe6l  their  Rule. 

*  The  Dcfignation  of  Government,  as  to  Forms 
and  Perfons,  is  an  human  Inftitutton,  and  mutable, 
as  Things  that  arc  made ;  but  Government  itfclf,' 
abftraftively  confidered  in  its  puic  Original,  is  of* 
a  olivine  Offspring ;  and  can  with  no  lefs  Difficulty 
be  fhaken,  than  thofe  Veftigia^  which  being,  as 
Relations  tell  us,  upon  the  Tops  of  fome  Moun- 
t^s  above  the  Clouds,  can  be  difordered  by  Wind 
and  Tempeft:  And  for  the.  Rule,  the  WoVd  or 
Reafon  of  God  in  the  divine  Underftahding  is  the 
eternal  Law  of  all  Things  j  but  this  being  too 
deep  a  Well  for  Man's  Bucket  to  draw  ou|:  of,  it 
pleafed  his  infinite  Goodnefs  to  let  fall  ^  Rivulet 
from  this  Source  into  the  Creature,  which  leaving 
an  Impreflion  in  Man's  Underftanding,  we  call  the 
Law  of  Nature ;  but  Man,  having  this  Honour,' 
prefently  became  of  no  Underftanding ;  his  Mind 
being  clouded  with  Paffions  and  Sins,  had  foon 
need  of  fuperadded  Helps,  which  God  gave  him  by 
thofe  other  Laws  fit  for  Government  5  and  ftill 
gives  a  Spirit  for  the  framing  fuch  municipal  Laws 
as  are  according  to  his  Will,  and  fuitabte  to  the 
Good  of  the  People:  But  when  this  was  don6,  the" 
beft  Laws,  without  a  Govern  ment,.  were  no  other 
than  as  the  Sword  behind  the  Ephod  ;  and  there-; 
fore  Mofei  in  his  Time,  and  other  Governors  in' 
their  Time,  muft  be  as  walking  Laws  and  Adlrii-^ 
niftrators  of  Juftice.   We  may  condhidei  my  E^brd,  =

A  few  Days  after  they  ac- 
quainted his  Highnefs,  that  all  their  Provinces  had 
confented  to  the  Articles  of  Peace,  arid  had  im- 
powered  them  to  ratify  the  fame.     They  alfo  de- 
fired  an  immediate  Ceflation  of  Hoftilitics^    The    - 
Prote<9:or,  however,  was  determined  to  make  Peace 
Sword  in  Hand  \  and  therefore  went  on  vigoroufly 
in  his  Preparations  for  Sea,  by  preffing  of  Mariners^ 
and  ordering  Land -Forces  on  board  the  Ships. 
Nor  were  the  Dutch  v/holly  inactive ;  for,  on  the

It  may  be  aflc'd  what  was  become  of  the  King  The  defperatdSJ* 
oi  Scots  TiW  this  Time?  What  we  learn  concerning  tuation  of  the 
him  is,  that  he  was  ftill  at  Paris ;  but  had  no  En-^^S'«  Affairs, 
couragement  to  ftay  in  that  Court,  becaufe  the 
French  were  very  defirous  of  a  Peace  with  Eng-- 
land^  and  had  adlually  fent  over  the  Sieur  De  Bour- 
deaux'NeufvilUy  and  the  Baron  Z)^5tft?j,  to  treat  fot 
that  Purpofe.  There  was  a  Report,  at  this  Time, 
of  a  Match  between  the  King  and  the  Duke  of 
Lorrainis  Daughter,  with  a  Portion  of  Four  Mil- 
lions, and  a  Promife  of  her  Father's  Afliftance  to- 
wards his  Reftoration :  But  this  proved  all  Chi- 
mera ;  and  though  there  was  a  confiderable  Party 
of  his  Friends  up  in  the  Highlands,  under  the 
yoting  Marquis  of  Montr ofe  and  Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral  Middtetorty  their  Efforts  proved  all  in  vain, 
and  the  unfortunate  Charles  was  now  in  as  defpc- 
rate  a  State  as  ever.

deen,  one  j  to  Ayre  and  Renfrew,  one  j  to  Roxburgh,  one  j  and  to 
the  Boroughs  of  Dornoch,  Tain,  Invernefs,  Dingwall,  Na:rn,  El- 
gin,  and  Forres,  one  5  io  Banff,  Cullen,  ^nd /Aberdeen,  one }  but  it  does 
not  appear  that  more  than  the  above  2 1  Members  were  elected.  Mr« 
pyhitlocke,  in  fome  Meafure,  accounts  for  this,  by  faying,'  *  That 
five  Sheriffdoms  in  Scotland  return'd.

Having  taken  Notice  of  every  Thing  material 
to  our  Purpofc,  which  happened  in  the  Interval 
between  the  Diflolution  of  the  laft  Parliament  and 
the  Meeting  of  the  next,  wfe  (hall  conclude  it  with 
an  Account  of  fuch  Ordinances,  made  and  pub- 
liflied  by  the  Protestor  and  his  Council  during  that 
Period,  as  were  moft  remarkable;  and  which,  to 
prevent  breaking  off  the  Thread  of  our  Hiftory, 
were  purpofely  omitted  in  their  refpeftive  Series. — 
They  were  thefe, 
Ordinances  paf-  An  Ordinance  relating  to  Public  Preachers y 
fed  by  the  Lord  ^^^hgreby  it  was  enafted,  *  That  no  Perfon  fhould- 
Go^i^dr'"  ''^hereafter  be  admitted  to  a  Benefice  with  Cure  of 
Souls,  or  allowed  to  preach  any  public  LetSure, 
without  being  firft  approved  (as  able  and  fit  to 
preach  the  Gofpel,  by  reafon  of  the  Grace  of  God 
in  him,  his  holy  and  unblameable  Convcrfation, 
as  alfo  for  his  Knowledge  and  Utterance)  by  cer- 
tain Commiffioners,  confiding  of  Ecclefiaftics  and 
Laymen  named  in  the  Aft  3  who  were  impowercd 

to- 
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Co  grant  Admlflion  by  an  Inftrument  under  their  Inter-regnum. 
Common  Seal,  which  fhould  be  deemed  as  fuffi-  -J^^^** 
cient,  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes,  as  Inftitution  ,jj^ 
and  Induction :  That  all  Patrons  of  Benefices,  then 
vacant,  ihould  prefent  within  fix  Months  ;  in  De- 
fault of  which  the  Prefentation,  for  that  Turn, 
fhould  devolve,  by  Lapfe,  to  the  Lord  Protestor ; 
But  the  Power  of  thefe  Commiffioners  did  not  ex- 
tend to  Lectures  read  in  the  Uxiiverfities  :  And 
there  was  an  exprefs  Provifo,  That  this  Ordinance 
Ihould  not  be  conftrued  as  a  folcmn  fetting  apart  any 
Perfon  to  the  Office  of  the  Miniftry ;  but  only  to 
be  confidered  as  a  Means  for  better  fupplying  the 
Nation  with  able  Preachers,  and  to  capacitate  thenci 
to  receive  the  public  Maintenance  appointed  by 
Law.' 

For  declaring  all  Meetings  for  Cock-fighting  to  he 
unlawful  Jffembliesy  and  punijhable  as  fuch.  The 
Preamble  fets  forth,  '  That  this  Kind  of  Diver- 
fion  had  been  found,  by  Experience,  to  tend  to  the 
Difturbance  of  the  Public  Peace;  was  commonly 
accompanied  with  Gaming,  Drinking,  Swearing, 
Quarrelling,  and  other  diflolutc  Practices,  to  the 
Diftionour  of  God,  and  Ruin  of  Families.' 

For  Pardon  and  Grace  to  the  People  ^Scotland, 
for  all  Matters  done  in  relation  to  the  late  JVars  : 
Hereby  the  Eftates,  Real  and  Perfonal,  of  all  the 
Scots  Nation,  except  certain  Lords  and  Gentlemen 
named  in  the  Ordinance,  were  difchargcd  from  all 
Sequcftrations,  Fines,  and  Forfeitures  whatfo^. 
«ver. 

For  uniting  Scotland  into  one  Commonioealth  with 
England.  By  this  Ordinance  the  Scots  Nation  were 
declared  difcharged  of  their  Allegiance  to  the  Stu- 
art  P'amily :  Monarchy  and  the  Parliamentary  Au- 
thority of  that  Nation  were  abolifhed ;  and,  as  be- 
fore obferved,  thirty  Reprefentatives  were  to  be 
fent  from  thence  to  fit  and  vote  in  the  Parliament 
of  England  ;  and  the  Arms  of  Scotland  were  to  be 
empaled  with  thofe  of  the  Englijh  Commonwealth. 
All  Goods  were  to  pafs  as  free  of  Cuftoms  and  Du- 
ties between  England  and  Scotland^  as  they  ufed 
U   3  !• 
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Inter- rcgn.im.  to  do  from  one  Part  o/  England  to  another  ;  and 
'^54-  C/oods  prohibited  in  E^ii;/a}ici  were  to  be  fo  in  Scot- 
Tj  Ittnd.    Taxes  to  be  proportionable  ;  Servitude  and 

Vaflalage  taken  away;  Heriots  and  Fines,  on  Death 
or  Alienation  oi  Eilates,  regulated  ;  Superiorities, 
I^ordfliips,  and  JiirifdicViony  aboliflied  ;  as  alfo 
Militaiy  Servicer,  Callialtics,  ^V.  And  all  For- 
feitures to  cfcheat  to  the  I>ord  Protedor  for  the 
Time  being. 

For  erecJ  ng  Courts  Baron  in  Scotland ;  and  vefl- 
trig  in  TrtfJJees  the  Ejlatcs  of  Per  Jons  of  that  Nation 
excepted  from  Pardon,  for  the  Public  TJfe  ':  But 
Provifion  was  firft  to  be  made  for  the  Wives  and 
Children,  and  Creditors  of  the  Perfons  who  had  fo 
forfeited. 

For  bringing  the  Public  Revenues  of  the  Common- 
wealth  into  one  Treafury :  The  Reafons  given  in 
the  Preamble  for  pafling  this  Ordinance,  are, 
*  That,  by  fuch  Alteration,  the  Charges  arifing  by 
the  Multiplicity  of  Treafuries  and  Receipts  might 
be  reduced,  the  Perfons  employed  therein  brought 
to  a  due  Account,  and  the  Public  Revenues  more 
readily  employed,  as  the  Occafions  of  the  Com- 
monwealth might  require.'  Then  it  proceeds  to 
enaft,  '  That  all  public  Money  fhould  be  paid  into 
the  Exchequer  at  JViflimnfler  ;  that  for  Payments 
*  Tallies  fhould  be  levied  and  allowed  according  to 

the  accuftomed  Courfe ;  and  Monies  iflucd  by  fuch 
Officers  as  the  Lord  Protector  fhould  appoint  by 
his  Letters  Patent,  in  which  the  Fees  to  be  taken 
fhould  be  exprefs'd ;  and  any  Officer  taking  more, 
was  to  forfeit  his  Place,  and  treble  the  Value  of 
fuch  Fee  :  No  Money  was  to  be  ilTued  out  of  the 
Exchequer,  without  a  Warrant  for  that  Purpofe, 
under  the  Great  or  Privy  Seal.' 

For  preve?iting  Challenges,  Duels,  and  all  Pro- 
vocatic:is  thereto  :  Hererv  it  was  enacted,  '  That 
if  any  Perfon  flioulJ  challeiigc,  or  cauft  to  be  chal- 
lenged ;  or  accept,  or  knowingly  carry,  a  Challenge 
to  fight  a  Duel,  he  liiould  Vr  committed  to  Prifon, 
without  Bail,  for  fix  Months,  and  give  Security 
for  his  good  Behaviour  for  one  whole  Year  after ;

For  better  regulating  and  limithig^  the  yuri fric- 
tion of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  '  The  Pre- 
amble fcts  forth  the  Occalion  of  this  Ordinance  to 
be,  '  That  all  Proceedings  touching  Relief  in 
Equity  might  be  had  with  Icfs  Trouble,  Expencc, 
and  Delay  than  formerly.  And,  in  order  thereto, 
it  was  enadled,  That  there  fbould  be  Sixty  Attor- 
nies  in  Chancery,  and  no  more,  to  be  nominated 
by  the  Pvlafter  of  the  Rolls,  and  approved  by  the 
Commiflioners  of  the  Great  Seal,  who  fhould  fol- 
licit  each  Client's  Caufe  for  the  ufual  Termly  Fee 
of  3^.  ^cL  only. 

'  The  fix  Clerks  in  Chancery  were  reduced  to 
three  Chief  Clerks,  who  had  Power  to  infpecft  the 
Conduct  of  the  feveral  Attornics  ;  and,  in  cafe  of 
Negligence  or  Unfaithfulnefs,  to  give  Damages  to 
the  Party  wrong'd,  and  to  difcharge  the  Attorney 
fo  offending  from  his  Place.

*  Tables  of  all  the  feveral  Fees  to  be  taken  by 
the  Mafter  of  the  Rolls,  the  Mafters,in  Chancery, 
Subpoena  Office,  the  Chief  Clerks  and  Attornies, 
the  Rcgifters,  Examiners,  l^c,  were  printed  in  the 
Ordinance :  And  any  Perfon  taking  more  to  be 

.  fleemM  an  Extortioner,  puniflied  as  fucb,  and  alfo 
difablcd  to  bear  any  Office  of  Truft  or  Profit  in 
the  Commonwealth.  Amongfl:  thefe  Tables  of 
Fees  there  were  two  very  remarkable /^^«iy ;  That 
no  Counfel,  under  the  Degree  of  a  Serjeant  at 
Law,  fhould  receive  more  than  loj.  for  a  Motion, 
and  20J.  on  a  Hearing:  But  the  Counfel  for  the 
Lord  Protector,  and  Serjeants,  were  allowed  to 
take  double  that  Fee  in  both  Cafes. 

*  It  was  alfo  enaftcd,  That  no  Sum  of  Money, 
or  other  Gratuity,  fhould  be  taken  for  the  Nomi- 
^lation  or  Admiffion  of  Perfons  to  any  Office  in  the 
Appointment  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  by  the 
Lore}  Chancellor,  Mafter  of  the  Rolls,  or  any  other 

Su- 
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Superior  Officer ;  upon   Pain  of  lofing  his  own  Inter-regnum. 
Place,  and  paying  double  the  Value  of  the  Mo-        '^54- 
ney,  k!^c,  fo»  received  ;  one  Moiety  thereof  to  the  '^'^^'^"T^ 
Lord  Protedlor,  and  the  other  to  the  Party  who         "  ^  ^ 
Ihould  fue  for  the  fame.' 

Thcfe  are  fome  of  the  principal  Heads'  of  this 
very  remarkable  Ordinance  ;  whereby  the  whole 
Practice  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  vVas,  in  a  great 
Meafure,  to  be  thrown  into  a  new  Channel :  But 
as  our  Defign  is  only  to  exhibit  an  hlftorical  View 
of  the  moil  interefting  taws  made  by  Cromwell  ^wA. 
his  Council,  what  has  already  been  ofFer'd  may  bp 
fufficient  for  that  Purpofe ;  and  the  reft  we  fliall 
pafs  over  with  a  Reference.  ™ 

For  the  Eje5lion  of  fcandalous^  Ignorant^  and  in^ 
fufficient  Minifters  and  Schoolmaflers,  Flereby  fe- 
veral  Lords,  Knights,  Gentlemen,  and  other  Lay- 
Commiflioners,  were  appointed  in  every  County 
pf  England  and  Wales^  with  Authority  to  call  be- 
fore them  any  public  Preacher  or  Lefturer,  having 
a  legal  Stipend,  and  alfo  all  Schoolmafters ;  to  re- 
ceive Articles  of  Information  againft  them  ;  upon 
Convidtion,  to  eje6t  fuch  whom  they  fliould  find 
to  be  within  the  Defcription  of  this  Ordinance,  and 
fequefter  the  Revenues  of  their  refpe6live  Bene- 
fices :  The  Patron  was  required  to  prefent  or  no- 
minate, within  four  Months  after  fuch  Removal, 
as  if  the  Incumbent  were  dead  ;  but  the  Succeflbr 
was  to  be  approved  by  thefe  Commiffionersj  and, 
in  cafe  of  Lapfe,  the  Patronage  or  Nomination,  for 
that  Turn,  to  devolve  to  the  Lord  ProtecSor.-^ 
There  is  indeed  one  Claufe  of  Mercy  in  this  Or- 
dinance, '  whereby  the  Wife  and  Children  of  an 
cje6led  Minifter  were  to  be  allow'd  one  Fifth  Share 
of  the  neat  Produce  of  the  Benefice  for  his  Life :' 
But  this  was  more  than  over- balanced  by  another 
cruel  Claufe,  '  whereby  no  Minifter  or  School- 
mafter  fliould  keep  a  School  in  any  Place  from

*  l]y  the  rerm  fcamlaloui  Minifters  and  School- 
nialttrs,  WMs  to  he  undcrliood  fuch  as  fbould  be 
proved  guilty  of  holding  blafphemous  and  atheifti- 
cal  Opinions  "  ;  of  piofanc  Curling  and  Swearing, 
Perjury  or  Subornation  of  Perjury  ;  of  holding  or 
tcacliing  Popifli  Opinions  ;  of  committing  Adul- 
tery, Fornication,  or  Drunkennefs  ;  of*common 
haunting  of  Taverns  or  Ale-Houfes ;  frequent 
quarrelling  or  fighting  ;  frequent  playing  at  Cards 
or  Dice ;  profaning  of  the  Sabbath-Day,  and  al 
lowing  or  countenancing  the  fame  in  their  Fami- 
lies, Parifhioners,  or  Scholars  ;  of  publickly  and 
frequently  reading  or  ufing  the  Common  Prayer- 
Book,  or  of  reviling  the  ftrid  Profeflbrs  of  Religion 
and  Godlincfs';  of  encouraging,  by  Word  or  Prac- 
tice, any  Whitfun  Ales,  Wakes,  Morris-Dances, 
May- Poles,  Stage- Plays,  or  fuch- like  licentious 
Pracflices  ;  and,  laftly,  oC  declaring,  by  writing, 
preaching,  or  othervvile  publifhing,  their  Difaf- 
fedtion  to  the  prcfent  Government. 

*  Such  Minifters  were  to  be  accounted  negligent^ 
as  omitted  the  public  Exercifes  of  Preaching  and 
Praying  upon  the  Lord's  Day,  or  that  were  Non- 
refidentupon  their  Cures;  and  Schoolmafters  who 
abfcnted  themfelves  from  their  Schools,  or  wil- 
fully neglected  teaching  their  Scholars. 

*  What  was  to  be  deem'd  Igncrance  and  Infuf- 
ficicncy  is  not  defined  in  the  Ordinance  :  So  the 
Determination  thereof  was  left  in  the  Breaft  of  any 
five  of  the  Lay  Commiflioners,  taking  five  Mini- 
fters of  the  fame  County  to  their  AlTiibace.' 

The  partial  and  barbarous  Ufc  made  of  this  dif- 
cretionary  Power  veiled  in  thefc  CommilTioners, 
in  rcgaid  to  the  Kpifcopal  Clergy,  is  amply  fct 
forth  by  a  profefs'd  Writer  upon  ihis  Subjeil  ".'

-  riihes,  in  fuch  Manner  as  Ihould  beft  contribute  to 
the  competent  Maintenance  of  a  Minifter  and  the 
Conveniency  of  the  Parifliioners :  Tho'  the  Tythes 
and  other  Profits  were  payable  to  one  Minifter  for 
the  Parfflies  fo  united,  yet  the  Churchwardens  of 
each  were  to  be  elected  diftin6tly  as  before  fuch 
Union;  and  to  remain  fo  as  to  all  Rates,  Taxes, 
Rights,  Privileges,  ^c,  but  to  contribute  propor- 
tionably  to  the  Support  of  that  Church  which 
fliould  be  deem'd  fitteft  to  ftand ;  the  other  to  be 
'  puird  down,  and  the  Materials  converted  to  a  joint 
Stock  for  repairing  of  the  Fabrick,  and  to  no  other  ' 
Purpofe.  Where  the  Right  of  Prefentation  was 
in  different  Perfons,  each  Patron  to  prefent  alter- 
nately ;  and  if  the  Revenue  of  one  Benefice  was 
double  to  that  of  the  other,  the  Patron  of  the  more 
valuable  Benefice  to  have  two  Turns  in  three. 
Where  a  large  Parifli  was  to  be  divided,  the  Tru-

Eliz,  prohibiting 
Perfons  to  follow  a  Trade  who  had  not  ferved  fe- 
ven  Years  Apprenticefliip,  and  all  Bye-Laws  of 
Corporations  were  fufpended  :  A  Soldier,  fued  for 
exercifing  any  Trade,  was,  in  cafe  of  a  Verdidl  in 
liis  Favour,  intitled  to  double  Cofts  of  Suit. 

For  appointing  Vifitors  for  both  Univerfities^  th$ 
Schools  of  Weftminfter,  Winchefter,  Merchant- 
Taylors  School  J^oui^ony  and  Eaton  College  and  School. 
The  Preamble  recites,  '  That  the  carrying  on  and 
perfecSling  of  the  Reformation  and  Regulation  of 
the  Univerfities  is  a  Work  very  much  conducing

We  have  been  the  more  particular  in  our  Ac- 
count of  thefc  Ordinances,  becaufe  Cronrvuell^  ial 
his  Speech  at  opening  the  cnfuing  Parliament,  re- 
fers Jo  fome  of  the  moW  popular  of  them,  as  Evi- 
dences of  his  and  his  Council's  great  Care  and 
Regard  for  the  Public  Good  fince  his  taking  the 
Proteftoratc  upon  him. 

Thus  much  for  the  Interval  between  the  Refig- 
nation  of  CromweWs  firft  Parliament,  and  the  af- 
fembling  of  his  fecond,  whofe  Proceedings  now 
haftcn  upon  us :  For 

On  the  third  of  September^  being  the  Day  ap- 
^sTco^T'P^^"^^^  for  the  Parliament  to  meet,  tho'  Sunday  \ 
Parliament,  the  major  Part  of  the  Members  were  prefent  in  the 
Afternoon,  at  the  Abbey- Church  in  IVeftminfter, 
where  Mr.  Stephen  Marft)all  preached  before  them 
upon  Hofea^  xii.  3,  4.  About  Four  o'Clock  they 
repaired  to  the  Parliament-Houfe,  where  there  ap- 
peared about  300.     After  a-while  a  MefTage  was

diately  went  thither  to  his  Highnefs ;  who  ftand- 
.  ing  bare,  upon  a  Pedeilal  ere6ted  for  that  Purpofe, 
informed  them,  that  on  the  Morrow Morning  there 
being  a  Sermon  to  be  preached  at  the  Abbey- 
Church,  where  he  intended  himfelf  to  be  prefent, 
he  thought  fit  to  make  them  acquainted  with  it; 
and  to  let  them  know  he  had  fome  Things  to  com- 
municate to  them  in  Reference  to  the  great  Affairs 
of  the  Commonwealth,  not  fo  fit  to  be  delivered 
upon  that  Day,  which  was  not  to  be  taken  up  in 
Ceremonies:  He  therefore  defired  they  would  meet 
him  again  the  next  Mprning  in  the  fame  Place. 
This  done,  the  Members  went  back  to  the  Houfe, 
and  adjourned  to  that  Time.     Accordingly, 

Sept,  4.  The  Lord  Proteftor  came  in  State  from 
Whitehall^  to  the  Abbey-Church  in  IVefiminJler : 
Some  Hundreds  of  Gentlemen  and  Officers  went 
before  him  bare,  with  the  Life-Guards  5  next 
before  the  Coach  his  Pages  and  Lackies  richly 
cloathed  ;  on  the  Right  of  it  went  Mr.  Walter 
Strickland^  one  of  his  Council,  and  Captain  of  his 
Guard,  with  the  Mafter  of  Ceremonies,  both  on 
Foot ;  on  the  other  Side,  Capt.  Hoiuard  of  the 
Life- Guards.  Ih  the  Coach  with  him  was  his  Son 
Henry  and  Gen.  Lambert ^  who  both  fat  bare.  After 
him  came  Cleypole,  Mafter  of  th€Horfe,with  a  Led- 
Horfe  richly  trapp'd ;  next  came  theCommiffioners 
of  the  Great  Seal,  and  of  the  Treafury ;  divers  of 
the  Council  in  Coaches,  and  the  ordinary  Guards. 

Alighting  at  the  Abbey- Door,  the  Officers  of 
the  Army  and  the  Gentlemen  went  firft;  next  them 
four  Maces  ;  then  the  Commiffioncrs  of  the  Seal, 
Whitlocke  carrying  the  Purfe,  and  General  Lam- 
bert the  Sword,  both  bare;  the  reft  followed.  His 
Highnefs  was  feated  pver-againft  the  Pulpit,  and 
the  Members  of  Parliament  on  both  Sides  of  him. 

After  the  Sermon,  preached  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Goodwyn,  his  Highnefs  rcturn'd  in  the  fame  Equi-

*  After  fo  many  Changes  and  Turnings  whic 
this  Nation  hath  laboured  under,  to  have  fuch 
Day  of  Hope  as  this  is,  and  fuch  a  Door  of  Hop 
opened  by  God  to  us,  truly,  I  believe  fome  Monti 
fmce,  would  have  been  above  all  our  Thoughts.

as  alfo  the  Ground  of  our  firft  Undertaking  to  op- 
pofe  that  Ufurpation  and  Tyranny  that  was  upon 
lis,  both  in  Civils  and  Spirituals,  and  the  feveral 
Grounds  particuhirly  applicable  to  the  feveral 
Changes  that  have  been. 

'  But  I  have  two  or  three  Reafons  which  divert 
me  from  fuch  a  Way  of  proceeding  at  this  Time, 
If  I  iliould  have  gone  in  that  Way,  that  which  is 
upon  my  Heart  to  have  faid  (which  is  written  there, 
that  if  I  would  blot  it  out  I  could  not)  would  have 
fpent  this  Day;  the  Providences  and  Difpenfations 
of  God  have  been  fo  ftupcndous.  As  Davui  (M 
in  the  like  Cafe,  Pfalm  xl.  5.  Many^  O  Lord  my 
God^  are  thy  wonderful  IVorks  which  thou  haji 
do7ie  \  and  thy  Thoughts  which  are  to  us  ward^  they 
cannot  be  reckoned  up  in  Order  unto  thee  :  If  I  would 
declare  and  fpeak  of  them^  they  are  more  than  can 
be  numbered, 

*  IVuly,  another  Reafon,  new  to  me,  you  had 
To-day  in  the  Sermon.  Much  Recapitulation  of 
Providence  ;  much  Allufion  to  a  State  and  Difpen- 
fation,  in  refpedl  of  Difcipline  and  Corre6^ion  ; 
of  Mercies  and  Deliverances;  the  only  Parallel  of 
God's  dealing  with  us  that  I  know  in  the  World, 
which  was  largely  and  wifely  held  forth  to  you  this 
Day,  Ifrael\  bringing  out  of  Egypt  through  a 
Wildernefs,  by  many  Signs  and  Wonders,  towards 
a  Place  of  Reft  ;  I  fay  towards  it.  And  that  ha- 
ving been  fo  well  remonftrated  to  you  this  Day,  is 
another  Argument  why  I  fhall  not  trouble  you  with 
a  Recapitulation  of  thofe  Things ;  though  they  are 
Things  that  I  hope  will  never  be  forgotten,  be- 
caufe  written  in  better  Books  than  thofe  of  Paper  ; 
I  am  perfuaded  written  in  the  Heart  of  every  good 
Man. 

'  The  third  Reafon  was  this,  that  which  I  judge 
to  be  the  End  of  your  Meeting  ;  the  great  End  ; 
which  was  likewife  remembered  to  you  this  Day, 
to  wit,  healing  and  fettling.  And  the  remember- 
ing Tranfadlions  too  particularly,  perhaps,  inftead 
of  healing,  (at  leaft  in  the  Hearts  of  many  of  you) 
may  fet  the  Wound  frefli  a-'bleeding. 
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*  I  muft  profefs  this  to  you,  whatever  Thought* 
pafs  upon  me,  that  if  this  Day  (that  is,  this  Meet- 
ing) prove  not  healing,  what  (hall  we  do  I  Butj 
as  I  faid  before,  feeing,  I  truft,  it  is  in  the  Minds 
of  you  all,  and  much  more  in  the  Mind  of  God, 
which  muft  caufe  healing :  It  muft  be  firft  in  his 
Mind,  and  he  being  pleafed  to  put  it  into  yoursj 
it  will  be  a  Day  indeed  ;  and  fuch  a  Day  as  Ge- 
nerations to  come  will  blefs  you  for.  I  fay  for  this^ 
and  the  other  Reafons,  I  have  forborne  to  make  a 
particular  Remembrance  and  Enumeration  of 
Things,  and  of  the  Manner  of  the  Lord's  bringing 
us  through  fo  many  Changes  and  Turnings  as 
have  pafled  upon  us. 

*  Howbeit,  I  think  it  will  be  more  than  neceffary 
to  let  you  know,  at  leaft  fo  well  as  I  may,  in  what 
Condition  this,  nay  thefe  Nations  were,  when  this 
Government  was  undertaken. 

'  For  Order's  Sake :  'Tis  very  natural  for  us  to 
confider  what  our  Condition  was  in  Civils  ;  in 
Spirituals.  What  was  our  Condition  r  Every 
Man's  Hand  almoft  was  againft  his  Brother;  at 
leaft,  his  Heart:  Little  regarding  any  Thing  that 
Ihould  cement,  and  might  have  a  Tendency  in  it 
to  caufe  us  to  grow  into  one.  All  the  Difpenfa- 
tions  of  God,  his  terrible  ones  (he  having  met  us 
in  the  Way  of  his  Judgment  in  a  Ten-years  Civil 
War,  a  very  fliarp  one) ;  his  merciful  Difpenfa- 
tions,  they  did  not,  they  did  not  work  upon  us : 
But  we  had  our  Humours  and  Interefts :  And  in- 
deed I  fear  our  Humours  were  more  than  our  In- 
terefts :  And  certainly,  as  it  fell  out  in  fuch  Cafes, 
our  Paffions  were  more  than  our  Judgments, 

*  Was  not  every  Thing  almoft  grown  arbitrary  ? 
Who  knew  where,  or  how,  to  have  Right  with- 
out fome  Obftrudlion  or  other  intervening  ?  In- 
deed we  were  almoft  grown  arbitrary  in  every 
Thing. 

'  What  was  the  Face  that  was  upon  our  Affairs 
as  to  the  Intereft  of  the  Nation ;  to  the  Authority

*  I  bcfeech  you,  for  the  Orders  of  Men  and 
Ranks  of  Men,  did  not  that  Lt- veiling  Principle 
tend  to  the  reducing  all  to  an  Equality  \  Did  it 
think  to  do  fo  I  Or  did  it  pracHfe  towards  it  for 
Property  and  Intereft  I  What  was  the  Defign,  but 
to  make  the  Tenant  as  liberal  a  P'ortune  as  the 
Landlord  ?  which,  I  think,  if  obtained,  would 
not  have  laded  long.  l*he  Men  of  that  Principle^ 
after  they  had  ferved  their  own  Turns^  Would 
have  cried  up  Intereft  and  Property  then  faft  enough. 

'  This  Inftance  is  inftcad  of  many,  and  that  it 
may  appear  that  this  Thing  did  extend  far,  is  ma- 
nifeftj  becaufe  it  was  a  pleafing  Voice  to  all  poor 
Men,  and  truly  not  unwelconie  to  all  bad  Men. 
To  my  Thinking  it  is  a  ConfideraUon  that,  in  your 
Endeavours  after  Settlement,  you  will  be  fo  well 
minded  of,  that  I  might  well  have  fpared  this; 
but  let  that  pafs. 

'  Indeed  in  Spiritual  Things,  the  Cafe  was  more 
fad  and  deplorable ;  and  that  was  told  to  you  this 
Day  eminently.  The  prodigious  Blafphemies, 
Contempt  of  God  and  Chriji^  denying  of  him. 
Contempt  of  him  and  his  Ordinances,  and  of  the 
Scriptures :  A  Spirit  vifibly  ailing  thofe  Things 
foretold  by  Peter  and  Jude ;  yea,  thofe  Things 
fpoken  of  by  Paul  to  Timothy ;  who,  when  he  would 
remember  fome  Things  to  be  worfe  than  the  An- 
tichriftian  State,  of  which  he  had  fpoken  in  the 
firft  to  Timothy^  iv.  i,  2.  tells  them  what  {houlJ 
be  the  Lot  and  Portion  of  the  laft  Times ;  and 
fays,  feconcl  to  Timothy  iii.  2,  3,  4.  In  the  laft  Days 
-perilous  Times  Jhould  come^  for  Men  Jhould  he  Lo-' 
vers  of  their  ownfelves^  Covetous^  Boafters^  Proudy 
Blafphemers^  difobedient  to  Parents^  Unthankful^ 
&e.     And  when  he  remembers  that  of  the  Anti-

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Ijitrr-rrpniMi.  chriftiuii  Sutc,  he  tclls  them,  firft  to  Timothy  iw 
1,2.  7/;J^  in  the  latter  Days^  that  State  fliall  come 
in,  wherein  there  J})all  be  a  departing  from  the 
Fuith^  and  a  giving  heed  to  /educing  Spirits^  and 
Do^rines  of  D evils ^  /peaking  Lies  in  Hypocrify^ 
&c.  By  which  Defci  iption  he  makes  the  iJtate  of 
the  laft  Times  worfe  than  that  under  Antichrift. 
And  furcly  it  may  well  bi  feared  thefe  are  our 
Times ;  for  when  Men  forget  all  Rules  of  Law 
and  Nature,  and  break,  all  the  Bonds  that  fallen 
Man  hath  upon  him,  the  Remainder  of  the  Image 
of  Ciod  in  his  Nature,  which  he  cannot  blot  out, 
and  yet  (hall  endeavour  to  blot  out,  having  a  Form 
of  Godlincfs^  without  the  Poivcr  ;  thefe  are  fad 
Tokens  of  the  laft  Times. 

'  And  indeed  the  Charat^^er  wherewith  this  Spirit 
and  Principle  is  defcribed  in  that  Place,  is  fo  legi- 
ble and  vifible,  that  he  that  runs  may  read  it  to  be 
■amongft  us  \  for  by  fuch  the  Grace  of  God  is  turned 
into  IVantonnefs^  and  Chrift  and  the  Spirit  of  God 
made  the  Cloak  of  ail  Villainy  and  fpurious  Ap- 
pceheniions.  Aiiu  although  thefe  Thin p^s  will  net 
be  owned  publickiy,  as  to  Pradiice,  (they  being 
fo  abominable  and  ouious)  yet  how  this  Principle 
'  extends  itfelf,  and  whence  it  had  its  Rife,  makes 
me  to  tl-.ink  of  a  fecond  Sort  of  Men;  who,  'tis 
true,  as  I  faid,  will  not  pracHfe  nor  own  thefe 
Things,  yet  can  tell  the  Magillrate  that  he  hath 
nothing  to  do  with  Men  thus  holding;  for  thefe 
are  M.iUcrs  of  Confcicnce  and  Opinion  :  They 
are  Matters  of  Religion;  what  liath  the  Magiflrate 
to  do  with  thefe  Things  I  He  is  to  lo(/k  to  the  out- 
ward Mr.n,  but  not  to  meddle  with  the  inward. 
And  truly  it  fo  happens,  that  though  thefe  Things 
dc  break  out  vifibly  to  all,  yet  the  Principle  where- 
wiih  tivjfe  Thir.;!.!;  arc  carried  on,  ^o  forbids  the 
M<iri;ir?.te  to  mcJ^'ie  with  ii;eni,  as  it  hath  hi- 
therto rcpt  til'.-  Oirjiuici^  fro;n  Puriiihmcnt. 

'  Such  Cc?nfk!j::iU*.^iM  ar^J  PrctcnrKM^.s  of  Liber- 
ty, I/ibwTty  ofCon;':i:i:cc^  and  f/ibcrty  of  Subjects, 
two  as'  glorious  "i'hir.js  to  L-c  c^aitcnded  for,  as 

any 
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:inyGod  hath  given  us;  yet  both  thefe  aJfbabufed  Inter-regnum. 
for  the  patronizing  of  Villanies,  in  fo  much  as        '^54- 
that  it  hath  been  an  ordinary  Thing  to  fay,  and  ^^T*^^ 
in  Difpute  to  affirm.  That  it  was  not  in  the  Ma-       ^^ 
oiftrate*s  Power;  he  liad  nothing  to  do  with  it;  not 
fo  much  as  the  printing  a  Bible  in  the  Nation  for 
the  \}{z  of  the  People,  left  it  be  impofed  upon  the 
Conrcicnces  of  Men  ;    for  tliey  muft  receive  the 
fame  traditionally  and  implicitiy  from  the  Power 
of  the  Magiilrate,    if  thus  received. 

*  The  aforementioned  Abominations  did  thus 
fwc'll  to  this  Height  amongil  us. 

'  The  Axe  was  laid  to  the  Root  of  the  Miniftrr. 
It  was  Antichriiiian ;  it  was  BabyhniJJ) :  It  fuffered 
under  fuch  a  Judgment,  that  the  Truth  of  it  is, 
as  the  Extremity  was  great  on  that,  I  wifh  it  prove 
not  fo  on  this  Hand.  The  Extremity  was,  That 
no  Man  having  a  good  TeftimonV,  having  received 
Gifts  from  Ckriji^  might  preach,  if  not  ordained. 
So  now,  many  on  the  other  Hand  affirm.  That 
he  who  is  ordained  hath  a  Nullity,  or  Antichrifti- 
anifm,  flamped  upon  his  Calling,  fo  that  he  ought 
not  to  preach,  or  not  be  heard, 

*  I  wifh  it  may  not  too  julliy  be  faid.  That 
there  was  Severity  and  Sharpnefs;  yea,  too  much 
of  an  impofing  Spirit  in  Matters  of  Confcience ;  a 
Spirit  unchriflian  enough  in  any  Times,  moft  un- 
fit for  thcfe  ;  denyinr^  Liberty  to  thofc  who  have 
earned  it  with  their  Blood  ;  who  have  gained  Civil 
Liberty  aind  Religious  alfo  for  thofe  who  would 
thus  impofe  upon  them. 

'  We  may  reckon  among  thefe  our  Spiritual 
Evils,  an  Evil  that  hath  more  Refinednefs  in  it.  and 
more  Colour  for  it,  and  hath  deceived  more  People 
of  Integrity  than  the  reft  have  done  ;  for  few  have 
been  catched  with  the  former  Miftakcs,  but  fuch 
as  have  apoftatized  from  their  holy  Profeflion ;  fuch 
as,  being  corrupt  in  their  Confciences,  have  been 
forfaken  by  God,  and  left  to  fuch  noifome  Opi- 
nions :  But,  I  fay,  there  are  others  more  refined  ; 
many  honeft  People,  whofe  Hearts  are  fincere, 
X  2  many 
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Inter-Tejnum.  many  of  them  belonging  to  God  ;  and  that  is  the 
'^54^        miftaken  Notion  of  the  Fifth  Monarchy.  A  Thing 

^~;^  pretcnd'.ng  more  Spirituality  than  any  Thing  elfe  : 
^  ^"  '  A  Notion,  I  hope,  we  all  honour,  wait,  and  hope 
for,  that  Jt'pis  Chrlji  will  have  a  Time  to  fet  up 
his  Reign  in  our  Hearts,  by  fubduing  thofe  Cor- 
ruptions, and  Lufts,  and  Evils  that  are  there, 
which  reign  now  more  in  the  World  than,  I  hope, 
in  due  Time,  thcyihall  do  ;  and  when  moreFul- 
nefs  of  the  Spirit  is  poured  forth  to  fubdue  Iniquity, 
and  bring  in  everlalHnq;  Righteoufncfs,  then  will 
the  Approach  of  that  Glory  be.  The  carnal  Divi^ 
lions  and  Contentions  iimongft  Chriftians,  fo  coni.- 
mcn,  are  nor  the  Symptoms  of  that  Kingdom. 

'  But  for  Men  to  entitle  themfclves,  upon  this 
Principle,  that  they  are  the  only  Men  to  rule  King- 
doms, govern  Nations,  and  give  Laws  to  People; 
to  determine  of  Property,  and  Liberty,  and  every 
Thing  elfe,  upon  fuch  a  Pretence  as  this  is;  truly, 
they  had  need  give  clear  Manifeftations  of  God's 
Prefence  with  them,  before  wife  Men  will  receive 
or  fubmit  to  their  Conclufions.  lielides.  certainly 
though  many  of  thefe  Men  have  good  Meanings, 
as  I  hope  in  my  Soul  they  have,  yet  it  will  be  the 
Wifdom  of  all  knowing  and  experienced  Chriftians 
to  do  as  Jtide  faith  :  When  he  had  reckoned  up 
thofe  horrible  Things  done  upon  Pretences,  and 
happily  by  fome  upon  Miftakes,  Offome^  fays  he, 
have  Ccmpajffioriy  making  a  Dijference  ;  othen  fave 
with  Fear^  pulling  them  out  of  the  Fire,  I  fear  they 
will  give  Opportunity  too  often  for  this  Exercife, 
and  1  hope  the  fame  will  be  for  their  Good. 

*  If  Men  do  but  pretend  for  Juftice  and  Righte- 
oufnefs,  and  be  of  peaceable  Spirits,  and  will  ma- 
nifeft  this,  let  them  be  the  Subjed^s  of  the  Magi- 
ftrate's  Encouragement.  And  if  the  Magiftrate, 
by  punilhirg  vifible  Mifcarriages,  fave  them  by 
that  Difcipline,  (God  having  ordained  him  for  thr.t 
End)  I  hope  it  will  evidence  Love,  and  no  Hatred, 
to  punifli  where  there  is  Caufe. 

*  Indeed  this  is  that  which  dcth  mofl  declare  the 

.     '  Dan- 
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:  Danger  of  that  Spirit;  for  if  thefe  were  but  No-  Inter-rcgnum, 
tions,  I  mean  the  Inftances  that  I  have  given  you  V^ 

both  of  Civil  Confiderations  and  Spiritual ;  if,  I  fay,  September^ 
they  w^ere  but  Notions,  they  were  to  be  let  alone. 
Notions  will  hurt  none  but  them  that  have  them  : 
But  when  they  come  to  fuch  Pradices,  as  to  tell 
us.  That  Liberty  and  Property  arc  not  the  Badges 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Chriji  y  and  tell  us,  That^ 
inftead  of  regulating  Laws,  Laws  are  to  be  abro- 
gated, indeed  fubverted  ;  and  perhaps  would  bring 
in  the  Judaical  Law,  inftead  of  our  known  Laws 
fettled  amongft  us  :  This  is  worthy  of  every  Ma- 
giftratc's  Confideration ;  efpecially  where  every 
Stone  is  turned  to  bring Confufion.  I  think,  I  fay, 
this  will  be  worthy  of  the  Magiftrate's  Confidera- 
tion. 

*  Whilft  thefe  Things  were  in  the  Midft  of  us, 
and  the  Nation  rent  and  torn,  in  Spirit  and  Prin- 
ciple, from  one  End  to  another,  after  this  Sort  and 
Manner  I  have  now  told  you ;  Family  againft  Fa- 
mily ;  Hulband  againft  Wife ;  Parents  againft 
Children  ;  and  nothing  in  the  Hearts  and  Minds 
of  Men  but  Overturn^  Overturn^  Overturn^  (a 
Scripture  Phrafe  very  much  abufed,  and  applied  to  ' 
juftify  unpeaceable  Practices  by  all  Men  of  difcon- 
tented  Spirits)  the  common  Adverfary  in  the  mean 
Time  fleeps  not ;  and  our  Adveriaries,  in  Civil 
and  Spiritual  Refpefts,  did  take  Advantages  at  thefe 
Divifions  and  Diftra6tions,  and  did  pradlife  accord- 
ingly in  the  three  Nations  of  England^  Scotland^ 
and  he  land, 

*  We  know  very  well  that  Emiflaries  of  the 
yefuits  never  came  in  thofe  Swarms  as  they  have 
done  fince  thefe  Things  were  fet  on  Foot.'  And 
I  tell  you,  that  divers  Gentlemen  here  can  bear 
Witnefs  with  me,  how  that  they  have  had  a  Con- 
fiftory  abroad,  that  rules  all  the  Affairs  of  Things 
in  England^  from  an  Archbiftiop  down  to  the  other  • 
Dependents  upon  him.  And  they  had  fixed  ia 
England  (of  which  we  are  able  to  produce  the  par- 
ticular Inftruments  in  moft  of  the  Limits  of  the

deceive  tlie  People.     And  all  this,  while  we  were 

in  this  lad  and,  as  I  faid,  deplorable  Condition. 

*  In  the  inc;in  Time,  all  Endeavours  poffible 
were  ufed  to  hinder  the  Work  in  Ireland^  and  the 
Progrefb  of  the  Work  of  God  in  Scotland^  by  con- 
tinual Intelligences  and  Correfpondences,  both  at 
home  and  abroad  \  from  hence  into  Ireland^  and 
from  hence  into  Scotland^  Perfons  were  ftirred  up 
and  encouraged,  from  thefe  Divifions  and  Difcom- 
pofure  of  Affairs,  to  do  all  they  could  to  encourage 
and  foment  the  War  in  both  thefe  Places. 

'  To  add  yet  to  our  Mifery :  Whilft  we  were 
in  this  Condition  we  were  in  War,  deeply  en- 
giged  in  a  War  with  theP^r/w^w^z^-,  whereby  our 
Trade  ceafed,  and  the  evil  Confequences  by  that 
War  were  manifeft  and  very  confidcrable. 

*  And  not  only  this,  but  we  had  a  War  with 
Holland  \  confuming  our  Treafure,  occafioning  a 
vaft  Burden  upon  the  People ;  a  War  that  coft 
this  Nation  full  as  much  as  the  Taxes  came  unto; 
the  Navy  being  160  Ships,  which  coft  this  Nation 
above  100,000/.  a  Month,  befides  the  Contingen- 
crs,  which  would  make  it  120,000/.  a  Month, 
That  very  one  War  did  engage  us  to  fo  great  a 
Charge. 

*  At  the  fame  Time  alfo  we  were  in  a  War  with 
France,  The  Advantages  that  were  taken  at  the 
Difcontents  and  Divifions  among  ourfelves,  did 
alfo  foment  that  War;  and  at  leaft  hinder  us  of  an 
honourable  Peace;  every  Man  being  confident  we 
could  not  hold  out  lon^.  And  furely  they  did  not 
calculate  amifs,  if  the  Lord  had  not  been  exceed- 
ing gracious  to  us.  I  fay,  at  the  fame  Time,  we 
had  a  War  with  France,  And  befides  the  Suffer- 
ings, in  refpedt  of  the  Trade  of  the  Nation,  'tis 
inoft  evident,  that  the  Purfe  of  the  Nation  had  not 
jpoflibly  been  able  longer  to  bear  it,  by  reafon  of 
the  Advantages  taken  by  other  States  to  improve

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^   their  own  and  fpoil  our  Manufadlure  of  Gloth,  and  lo^r-regnum. 

:^   hinder  the  Vent  thereof;  which  is  the  great  Staple        1654.

•      ,  *  This  was  our  Condition :  Spoil'd  in  our  Trade,     Septcmlscr. 
,    and  weatthisvaftExpence;  thusdifiettledathome, 

2    and  having  thefe  Engagements  abroad. 

^  '  Thefe  Things  being  thus,  (as,  lam  perfuaded, 
it  Is  not  hard  to  convince  every  Perfon  here  they 
were  thus)  what  a  Heap  of  Confufions  were  upon 
thefe  poor  Nations  ?  And  either  Things  muft  have 
been  left  to  have  funk  into  the  Miferies  thefe  Pre- 
mifes  would  fuppofe,  or  a  Repiedy  muft  be  ap- 
plied. 

'  A  Remedy  hath  been  applied :  That  hath  been 
this  Government :  A  Thing  that  I  fliall  fay  little 
unto.  The  Thing  is  open  and  vifible  to  be  feen 
and  read  by  all  Mens  and  therefore  let  it  fpeak  for 
itfdf. 

*  Only  let  me  fay  this,  becaufe  I  can  fpeak  it; 
with  Comfort  and  Confidence  before  a  Greater  th^n 

Jou  all,  that  is,  before  the  Lord,  That,  in  th^« 
ntention  of  it,  as  to  the  approving  our  Hearts  to 
God,  let  Men  judge  as  they  pleafe,  it  is  calcu- 
lated for  the  Intereft  of  the  People ;  for  the  Tntereft 
of  the  People  alone,  and  for  their  Good,  without 
RefpeiSl  had  to  any  other  Intereft.  And  if  that 
be  not  true,I  (hall  be  bold  to  fay  again,  let  it  fpeak 
for  itfelf. 

*  Truly  I  may  (I  hope  humbly  before  God,  an4 
modeftly  before  you)  fay  fomewhat  on  the  Behalf 
of  the  Government:  That  is,  (not  to  difcourfe  of 
the  particular  Heads  of  it)  to  acquaint  you  a  little 
with  the  Effedbs  of  it ;  and  that  not  for  Oftentq- 
tion's  Sake,  but  to  the  end  that  I  may  deal  at  this 
Time  faithfully  with  you,  by  acquainting  you  with 
the  State  of  Things,  and  what  Proceedings  have 
been  upon  this  Government,  that  fo  you  may  know 
the  State  of  our  Affairs.  This  is  the  main  End  of 
my  putting  you  to  this  Trouble. 

*  It  hath  had  fpme  Things  in  Dofire,  and  it  hath 
done  fome  Things  adlually.    It  hath  defired  to  re- 
form 
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Intcr-regnum.  form  the  Laws :  I  Hiy,  to  reform  them;  and,  for 
'^54-         that  Knd,  it  hath  called  together  Perfons  (without 

^7"[iCrr^  Rcfledion)  of  as  great  Ability,  and  as  great  Inte- 
grity, as  are  in  ihcfe  Nations,  to  confider  how  the 
Laws  might  be  made  plain  and  fhort,  and  lefs 
chargeable  to  the  People  j  how  to  leflcn  Expence 
for  the  Good  of  the  Nation ;  and  thofe  Things 
are  in  Preparation,  and  Bills  prepared,  which  iri 
<3uc  Time,  I  make  no  Queftion,  will  be  tendered 
to  you.  There  hath  been  Care  taken  to  put  the 
Adminlftration  of  the  Laws  into  the  Hands  of  juf^ 
Men ;  Men  of  the  moft  known  Integrity  and  Abi- 
lity. 

*  The  Chancery  hath  been  reformed,  and,  I  hope^ 
to  the  juft  Satisfaction  of  all  good  Men ;  and  for  the 
Things  depending  ti>ere,  which  made  the  Burden 
arid  Work  of  the  Honourable  Perfons  intrufted  in 
thofe  Services  beyond  their  Ability,  it  hath  referr'd 
many  of  them  to  thofe  Places  where  Englijhmen 
love  to  have  their  Rights  tried,  the  Courts  of  Law 
at  Wejlfiiinjler, 

*  It  hath  endeavoured  to  put  a  Stop  to  that  heady 
Way  (touched  of  likewife  this  Day)  of  every  Man 
making  h-mfclf  a  Minifter  and  a  Preacher,  It 
hath  endeaxoured  to  fettle  a  Way  for  the  Appro- 
bation of  Men  of  Piety  and  Ability  for  the  Dif- 
charge  of  that  Work  :  And,  I  think  I  may  fay,  it 
hath  committed  that  Work  to  the  Truft  of  Per- 
fons, both  of  the  Prcfbyterian  and  Independent 
Judgments,  Men  of  as  known  Ability,  Piety,  and 
Integiit)'  as,  I  believe,  any  this  Niition  hath.  And 
I  believe  alfo,  that  in  that  Care  they  have  taken, 
they  have  laboured  to  approve  themfelves  to  Chrijl^ 
the  Nation,  and  their  own  Confcicnces.  And  in- 
deed I  think  if  there  be  any  Thing  of  Quarrel 
againft  them,  it  is,  (rho'  I  am  not  here  to  juftify 
the  Pro«  codings  of  any)  I  fay  it  is.  that  they  go 
upon  fucH  a  Charadler  as  the  Scripture  warrants, 
to  put  Men  into  that  great  Employment,  and  to 
approve  Men  for  it,  who  are  Men  that  have  re^ 
ceived  Gifts  from  him  that  afcended  up  on  high^  and

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■*'  gave  Gifts  for  the  Work  of  the  Minijlryy  and  for  Inter-regnum, 
-•    the  Edifying  of  the  Body  of  Chrift.  ^  ^54^ 

*  It  hath  taken  Care,  we  hope,  for  the  Expulfion 
■'■  of  all  thofe  who  may  be  judged  any  way  unfit  for 
r  this  Work;  who  arc  fcandalous,  and  the  common 
■     Scorn  and  Contempt  of  that'Adminiftration. 

*  One  Thing  more  this  Government  hath  done: 
It  hath  been  inftrumcntal  to  call  a  Free  Parlia- 
ment; which,  blefled  be  God,  wc  fee  here  this 
Day  :  I  fay,  a  Free  Parliament.  And  that  it  may 
continue  fo,  I  hope  is  in  the  Heart  and  Spirit  of 
every  good  Man  in  England-^  fave  fuch  difcon- 
tented  Perfons  as  I  have  formerly  mentioned.  It 
is  that  which,  as  I  have  defired  above  my  Life,  I 
fliali  defire  to  keep  it  fo  above  my  Life. 

'  I  did  before  mention  to  you  the  Plunges  wc 
were  in,  in  refpedi:  of  Foreign  States,  by  the  War 
with  Portugal^  France^  the  Dutch^  the  Danes^  and 
the  little  AfTurance  we  had  from  any  of  our  Neigh- 
bours round  about.  I  perhaps  forgot  it,  but  in- 
deed it  was  a  Caution  upon  my  Mind,  and  I  dcfirc 
that  it  might  be  fo  underftood,  that  if  any  Good 
hath  been  done,  it  was  the  Lord,  not  we  his  poor 
Inftruments. 

'  I  did  inftance  in  the  Wars  which  did  exhauft 
your  Treafure,  and  put  you  into  fugh  a  Condition 
that  you  muft  have  funk  therein,  if  it  had  conti- 
nued but  a  few  Months  longer :  This  I  dare  af- 
firm, if  ftrong  Probability  can  give  me  a  Ground. 

'  You  have  now,  though  it  be  not  the  firft  in 
Time,  Peace  with  Sweedland\  an  Honourable 
Peace,  through  the  Endeavours  of  an  Honourable 
Perfon  here  prefsnt  ^,  as  the  Inftrument :  I  fay,  you 
have  an  Honourable  Peace  with  a  Kingdom  that, 
not  many  Years  fincc,  was  much  a  Friend  to 
France^  and  lately,  perhaps,  inclinable  enough  to 
the  Spaniard,  And  1  believe  you  expe£t  not  very 
much  Good  from  any  of  your  Catholic  Neigh- 
bours ;  nor  yet  that  they  would  be  very  willing 
you  fliould  have  a  good  Undcrftanding  with  your 

Pro- 
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Intcr-regnum.  Protcftant  Friends.    Yet,  Thanks  be  to  God,  that 
1654.        Peace  \i>  concluded,  and,  as  I  laid  bci'orc,  it  is  aii 
*T*"'^'"7*^    Honour;ii'ic  i'L-ace. 

^  "^'  *  You  have  a  Peace  with  the  Danes  :  A  State 
that  lay  contiguoub  to  that  Part  ot  this  Ifland  which 
hath  i/ivcn  u>  the  mod  Trouble.  And  certainly, 
if  your  EiiLuiies  abroad  be  able  to  annoy  you,  it  is 
likely  they  will  take  their  Advantage,  where  it  belt 
lies,  to  i^ive  \ou  Trouble  there.  But  you  have  a 
Peace  tiierc,  and  an  Honourable  one  j  SatisraS:ion 
tor  your  Mciehantt  Ships,  not  only  to  their  Con- 
tent, but  to  their  P^ejoicing.  I  believe  you  will 
cafily  knov/  it  is  ib. 

'  You  liave  the  Sotoid  open ;  winch  was  obftrudl- 
cd.  TliLt  v^'-hich  was,  and  is,  the  Strength  of  this 
Nation,  the  Shipping,  will  now  be  fupplied  thence. 
And  wliercas  you  were  glad  to  have  any  Thing  of 
that  Kind  at  ihe  fecond  Hand,  fsrV.  you  have  all 
Manner  of  Commerce,  and  at  as  much  Freedom 
as  the  Dutch  thcmldves,  there,  and  at  the  fame 
Rates  and  Tolls  j  and,  I  think  I  may  fay,  by  that 
Peace,  they  cannot  raifc  the  fame  upon  you. 

'  You  have  a  Peace  with  the  Dutch :  A  Peace 
unto  which  I  fhall  fay  little,  becaufe  fo  well  known 
in  the  Benefit  and  Confcqucnces  of  it;  and  I  think 
it  was  as  deiirable  and  as  acceptable  to  the  Spirit  of 
this  Nation,  as  any  one  Thing  that  lay  before  us. 
And,  as  1  believe,  nothing  i'o  much"  gratified  our 
Enemies  as  to  fee  us  at  Odds  ;  fo,  I  perfuade  my- 
feU^  nothing  is  of  more  Terror  nor  Trouble  to 
them,  than  to  fee  us  thus  reconciled. 

'  As  a  Peace  with  the  Protcftant  States  hath 
much  Security  in  it,  fo  it  hath  as  much  of  Honour- 
and  of  Afl'urance  to  the  Proteflant  Intereft  abroad ; 
without  which  no  Afnftance  can  be  given  there- 
unto. I  wifh  it  may  be  written  upon  our  Hearts  to 
be  zealous  for  that  Intereft;  for  if  ever  it  were  like 
to  come  under  a  Condition  of  fufJering,  it  is  now. 
In  all  the  Emperor's  patrimonial  Territories,  the 
Endeavour  is  to  drive  them  out  as  faft  as  they  can, 
and  they  are  ncccffitated  to  run  to  Proteflant  States

♦:  fland,  yet  is  lately  concluded.     It  is  a  Peace  that 

your  Merchants  make  us  believe  is  of  good  Con- 

c   cernment  to  their  Trade  ;   their  Adurance  being 

greater,  and  fo  their  Profit  in  Trade  thither,  than 

-    to  other  Places.     And  this  hath  been  obtained  in 

that  Treaty,   (which  never  was  fince  the  Inquifi- 

tion  was  fet  up  there)  that  our  People  which  trade 

thither  have  Liberty  of  Confcience. 

'  Indeed  Peace  is,  as  you  were  well  told  To-day, 
defireable  with  all  Men,  as  far  as  it  may  be  had 
with  Confcience  and  Honour. 

•  We  are  upon  a  Treaty  with  France,  And  we 
may  fay  this,  that,  if  God  give  us  Honour  in  the 
Eyes  of  the  Nations  about  us,  we  have  Reafon  to 
blefs  him  for  it,  and  fo  to  own  it.  And  I  dare  fay 
that  there  is  not  a  Nation  in  Europe^  but  they  are 
very  willing  to  a(k  a  good  Undcrftanding  with 
you.' 

*  I  am  forry  I  am  thus  tedious  ;  but  I  did  judge 
that  it  was  fomewhat  neceffary  to  acquaint  you  with 
thefc  Things.  And  Things  being  thus,  I  hope 
you  will  be  willing  to  hear  a  little  again  of  the  (harp 
as  well  as  the  fwect :  And  I  (hould  not  be  faithful 
to  you,  nor  to  the  Intereft  of  thefe  Nations  which 
you  and  I  ferve,  if  I  fliould  not  let  yoa  know  all. 

'  As  I  faid  before,  when  this  Government  was 
undertaken,  we  were  in  the  Midft  of  thefc  Divi- 
fions,  and  Animofities,  and  Scatterings:  Alfothus 
engaged  with  thefe  Enemies  round  about  us,  at 
fuch  a  vaft  Charge,  120,000/.  a  Month  for  the 
very  Fleet ;  which  was  the  very  utmoft  Penny  of 
your  Afleffments:  Aye,  and  then  all  your  Trea- 
sure was  exhauftcd  and  fpcnt  when  this  Govern- 
ment was  undertaken  5    all  accidental  Ways  of 

bring- 
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loter-Tcrnnm.  bringing  in  Trcafiirc,   to  a  very  inconfiderablc 
"^54-         Sum,  confiimed  :   That  is  to  fay,  the  Lands  were 
^^'^T^    ^<>JJ ;    ^^*-   'ricallircs   fpcnt ;    Rents,  Fee-Farnjs, 
rttm   r.    i(;[irjg'c;^Q|^,(.t.i,^jj^Pj.ii-,ccs,Bifhops,  Dean  and  chap- 
ters, Delinquents  Lands,  fold.    Thefc  were  fpent 
when  this  Ciovcrnment  was  undertaken. 

'  I  thii^k  it  is  niy  Duty  to  let  you  know  fo  much  : 
And  that's  the  Rcafon  why  the  Taxes  do  yet  lie  fo 
heavy  upon  the  People  ;  of  which  we  have  abated 
30,occ/.  a  Month  for  the  next  three  Months. 
Truly  I  thought  it  my  Duty  to  let  you  know,  that 
though  God  hath  dealt  thus  with  you,  yet  thefc  arc 
but  Entrances  and  Doors  of  Hope ;  wherein, 
through  the  Blefling  of  God,  you  may  enter  into 
Reft  and  Peace ;  but  you  are  not  yet  entered. 

*  You  were  told  To-day  of  a  People  brought  out 
of  Egypt  towards  the  Land  of  Canaan ;  but  thro' 
Unbelief,  Murmuring,  Repining,  and  other 
Temptations  and  Sins,  wherewith  God  was  pro- 
voked, they  were  fain  to  come  back  again,  and 
linger  many  Years  in  the  Wildernefs  before  they 
tame  to  the  Place  of  Reft. 

<  We  are  thus  far  through  the  Mercy  of  God. 
We  have  Caufc  to  take  Notice  of  it  that  we  are 
not  brought  into  Mifery ;  but,  as  I  faid  before,  a 
Door  of  Hope  open.  And  I  may  fay  this  to  you, 
if  the  Lord's  BJefting  and  his  Prefence  go  along 
with  the  Management  of  Affairs  at  this  Meeting, 
you  will  be  enabled  to  put  the  Top- Stone  to  this 
Work,  and  make  the  Nation  happy.  But  this 
iDUil  be  by  knowing  the  true  State  of  Aff'airs; 
you  are  yet,  like  the  People  under  Circumcifion, 
but  raw  ;  your  Peaces  are  but  newly  made  ;  and  it 
is  a  Maxim  not  to  be  defpifed,  though  Peace  be 
made,  yet  it  is  Intereft  that  keeps  Peace.  And  I 
hope  you  will  truft  it  no  further  than  you  fee  Inte- 
reft upon  it :  And  therefore  I  wifti  that  you  may 
go  forward,  and  not  backward;  and  that  you  may 
have  the  Bleiling  of  God  upon  your  Endeavours. 
It  is  one  of  the  great  Ends  of  calling  this  Parlia- 
ment, that  this  Ship  of  the  Commonwealth  may 

be 
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be  brought  into  a  fafe  Harbour ;  which,  I  alFurc 
you,  it  will  not  well  be,  without  your  Counfel  and 
Advice. 

'  You  have  great  Works  upon  your  Hands. 
You  have  Ireland  to  look  unto;  there  is  not  much 
done  towards  the  Planting  of  it,  though  fome 
Things  leading  and  preparing  for  it  are,'  It  is  a 
great  Bufmcfii  to  fettle  the  Government  of  that 
Nation  upon  fit  Terms,  fuch  as  will  bear  that 
Work  through. 

'  You  h:ive  had  likewife  laid  before  you  the 
Confiderations  intimating  your  Peace  wi'.h  fome 
foreign  States  ;  but  yet  you  have  not  made  Peace 
with  all.  And  it  they  fliould  fee  we  do  not  manage 
our  Affairs  with  that  Wifdom  which  becomes  us, 
trjuly  we  may  fink  under  Difadvantages  for  all  that 
is  done.  And  our  Enemies  will  have  their  Eyes 
open  and  be  revived,  if  they  fee  Animofities 
amongft  us ;  whigh  indeed  will  be  their  great  Ad- 
vantage. 

*  I  do  therefore  perfuade  you  to  a  fweet,  gra- 
cious, and  holy  Underftanding  of  one  another,  and 
of  your  Bufinefs,  concerning  which  you  had  fa 
good  Counfel  this  Day;  that  indeed,  as  it  rejoiced 
my  Heart  to  hear  it,  fo  1  hope  the  Lord  will  im- 
print it  upon  your  Spirits  ;  wherein  you  fhall  have 
my  Prayers.  Having  faid  this,  and  perhaps  omit- 
ted many  other  material  Things  thro'  the  Frailty  of 
my  Memory,  I  fhall  cxercifePlainnefs  and  Freenefs 
with  you,  in  telling  you,  that  I  have  not  fpoken 
thefe  Things  as  one  that  aflumes  to  himfelf  Domi- 
nion over  you ;  but  as  one  that  doth  refolve  to  be 
a  Fellow- Servant  with  you,  to  the  Intereft  of  thefe 

fr*eat  Affairs,  and  of  the  People  of  thefe  Nations, 
fhall  therefore  trouble  you  no  longer,  but  defire 
you  to  repair  to  your  Houfe,  and  to  exercife  your 
own  Liberty  in  the  Choice  of  a  Speaker,  that  fo 
you  may  lofe  no  Time  in  carr\ing  on  your 
Work.'

'  In  our  Ceremonies,  wherein  that  Nation  are 
very  pund^ual,  I  confefs  I  was  fomewhat  refradtory 
to  their  ExpciSations,  out  of  my  Zeal  to  keep  up 
the  Honour  of  my  Nation;  and  even  thofe  Things 
have  a  great  Signification  in  fuch  Affairs  :  But 
they  were  well  pafs'd  over,  and  then  we  fell  to  our 
Bufmefs,  wherein  I  found  thofe  with  whom  I  dif- 
courfed  and  treated  to  be  full  of  Experience,  Abi- 
lities, and  Wifdom  ;  and  fome  of  them  full  of 
Subtilty,  and  too  much  inclining  to  ufe  Delays  for 
their  particular  Advantage,  which  you  will  pardon 
thofe  to  take  the  more  Notice  of,  who  were  at  fo 
great  a  Diftance  from  their  Country  and  Rela- 
tions. 

'  I  thought  it  behoved  me  for  the  Service  of  mjr

*  They  have  a  Liturgy  much  to  the  fame  EfFeft, 
in  Words  and  Ceremonies,  with  that  which  was 
in  the  Englijh  Church  ;  nor  will  they  part  with 
any  of  the  Rcfponfals,  Ceremonies  and  Rites,  ex- 
traded  out  of  the  Mafs-Book,  or  with  the  Images 
in  their  Churches,  though  fo  little  different  from 
thofe  ufed  in  the  Church  of  Rcme. 

'  Their  Bifhops,  and  Superintendents  who  have 
the  fame  Power,  have  the  like  Jurifdiclion  in  Ec- 
clefiaftical,  but  not  in  Temporal  Matters,  as  the 
Englifn  Prelates  had;  fo  have  their  inferior  (as  they 
alfo  call  them)  Spiritual  Courts  and  Judicatories. 

'  They  allow  but  ilender  Maintenance  to  their 
Clergy;  their  Metropolitan,  the  Archbifliop  of  Up- 
jale^  hath  not  above  2C00  Rixdollars,  which  is  not 
500/.  of  yearly  Revenue;  and  100  Rixdollars ./)^r 
Annum  is  an  extraordinary  Benefice. 

'  Their  Diocefes  and  Parifhes  are  very  large, 
and  Sermons  are  a  Rarity  in  them ;  but  the  Liturgy 
muft  not  be  omitted  every  Sunday^  and  on  their 
many  Holidays. 

'  They  have  a  good  Way,  upon  every  Avoid- 
ance, to  fupply  their  Churches  ;  the  Inhabitants  of 
every  Parifh  where  the  Minifter  died,  or  is  re- 
moved, do  meet  and  chufe  three  Deacons,  whom 
they  prefent  to  the  Bifhop  or  Superintendent,  who 
chufeth  one   of  the    three,    and   ord^ains  him    a 
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Pncft,  and  iiiftitutes  him  into  the  Benefice  that  is 
void. 

'  Their  Strength  is  confiderable  both  at  Land 
and  at  Sea ;  at  Land  it  confifl-s  chiefly  in  the  Bo- 
dies of  their  Meji,  and  in  their  Arms  and  Fortifi- 
cations. Their  Men  are  ffrong,  and  the  more 
inured  to  Hardfhip,  by  the  Coldnefs  of  their  Cli-^ 
mate  ;  and  to  War,  by  their  frequent  Expeditions 
abroad  i  and  they  want  no  Courage  nor  Obedience 
to  their  Superiors, 

'  Their  Arms  are  made  at  home,  as  good  and 
ufcful  as  any  Country  hath  ;  they  want  not  Mate- 
rials of  Copper,  Steel,  and  Iron,  both  for  their 
greater  and  imaller  Guns  and  Swords ;  and  hate 
Ikilful  Workmen,  and  Store  of  Powder. 

'  Their  Fortifications  are  not  many,  except  in 
Frontier  Towns  and  Havens  ;  fome  whereof  arc 
ftrongly  and  regularly  fortified,  fully  garrifoned, 
and  provided  with  Copper  Great  Guns  upon  their 
Works. 

'  They  have  a  {landing  Militia  of  50,000  Men, 
12,000  Horfe  and  38,000  Foot,  and  all  thefe 
maintained  at  a  very  fmall  Charge  to  the  Crown, 
and  with  no  Burden  to  the  Country ;  whereof  I 
fhall  be  ready  to  give  you  a  particular  Account, 
when  you  fliall  command  it. 

'  Thefe  may  be  drawn  together  in  ten  Days, 
and  out  of  thefe  they  order  forth  Soldiers  upon  any 
foreign  Defign  ;  which  Defignat;ion  is  wholly  left 
to  the  refpecStive  Landlords,  and  gives  them  no 
fmall  Awe  and  Subje6lion  from  their  Tenants. 

'  Their  Strength  by  Sea  furpafl^eth  their  Neigh- 
bours; they  have  many  Ships  which  carry  80,  and 
fome  100,  Copper  Guns,  well  and  fubftantially 
built ;  but  not  after  our  excellent  Way  of  Frigates, 
nor  fo  nimble  at  tacking,  or  fighting,  or  the  Chafe, 
,   as  our  Men  of  War. 

'  They  are  not  inferior  in  their  Strength  at  Sea 
to  any  Prince  or  State  in  thefe  Parts,  except  the 
Englijh  and  our  Neighbours  the  Netherlands ;  the 
greateft  Defed  and  Want  In  their  Naval  Force  is 
as  to  the  Number  of  their  Ships  and  Mariners.

^*       a'zain  increafeth  their  IVade  ;   and  not  only  their 

Merchants  but  their  Great  Men  engage  in  a  Way 

•  of  Trade  for  the  Enconrrgoment  of  it,  and  find 

Swectnefs  and  Profit  in  it. 

.  '  They  already  fend  Ships,  and  plant  in  xh^TVefi- 
Indies  \  and  have  br^^un  a  Trade  with  their  native 
Commodities  to  molt  Parts  where  Trade  is  to  be 
had,  and  will  in  a  {hortTime  become  confiderable 
for  Trade  ;  and  the  more,  by  the  Plenty  of  their 
Copper,  Iron,  D?::ls>  Pitch,  and  Tar,  which  now 
they  export  thcinl'elvcs,  aiid  know  how  neceflary 
they  are  for  other  Nations^  and  how  profitable  it 
is  for  them  to  be  their  own  Merchants. 

'  I  have  thus  {hortly,  and  weakly,  given  you  In- 
formation of  what  1  learned  upon  the  Placf?,  touch- 
ing this  Nation  of  the  Swedes  and  Gothsy  in  rela- 
tioii  to  tliemfclves. 

'  Give  me  Leave,  Sir,  now  to  acquaint-  you 
with  what  I  obferved  concerning  them,  as  they 
may  have  Relation  to  an  Alliance  with  this  Co'm- 
monv/ealth;  and  to  conclude  with  an  Account,  in 
general,  of  my  Neo;(;tiation  there,  and  with  the 
'  Refpedt  I  met  wit)i  to  this  Nation,  both  from 
them  'Anv\  others,  whib'l:  I  was  abroad. 

'  I  look  upon  thciD  as  a  Nation,  in  a  perfect  Di- 
flancc  and  Situation,  to  be  the  bed  P'liends  and 
Allies  to  you  ;  they  arc  neither  fo  near  to  us  as  to 
caui'e  Jcnioufics  from  us,  nor  fo  iar  dilhmt  but  that 
they  niny  oivc  a  timely  Afiifcnce  to  us. 

*  They

*  They  profcfs  the  fame Protcftant  Religion  with  Inter-regnum. 
lis  ;  in  the  Fundamentals  they  agree  with  us,  and        ^^SA' 
in  their  Averfenefs  to  Popery  and  the  Hierarchy  of  ^""^^"^'^ 
.Rome ;  and  are  the  more  likely  to  keep  a  firmer      ^^^  ^"^  ^'* 
Union  with  us. 

'  There  is  great  Similitude  t>etween  their  Man- 
nets,  Laws,  Language,  and  Difpofition  of  the 
People  and  the  Englijl?^  and  the  like  Gallantry  of 
their  Gentry  and  Soldiery;  Induflry  of  their  Mer- 
chants and  Artificers,  and  Laborioufnefs  of  their 
Hufbandmen.  They  are  generally  much  like  the 
Englijh^  and  the*  more  likely  to  corrcfpond  and 
agree  in  Amity  with  us. 

*•  They  have  Store  of  Men,  Arms,  and  Shipping, 
to  join  with  us  upon  anyOccafion;  and  whereby 
both  you  and  they  may  be  ftrengthened  againft 
your  Enemies,  and  be  the  more  confiderable 
throughout  the  World. 

'  They  are  juft  and  faithful  in  their  Aftions  and 
Undertakings  as  the  Englijh  are,  and  honourable 
in  their  Performances ;  nor  are  they  engaged  to  any 
of  our  Enemies,  or  fuch  as  you  may  have  Caufe  to 
fufpedt;  but  their  Differences  and  Contentions 
have  rather  been  with  thofe  who  have  contended 
with  you,  and  therefore  they  are  the  more  likely 
to  obfcrve  their  Alliance  with  you. 

'Theyfirft  fought  to  his  Highnefs  and  this 
Commonwealth  for  an  Amity  with  us,  and  fent 
feveral  Perfons  of  Honour,  as  public  Minilters,  hi- 
ther for  that  Purpofe  ;  and  their  Queen  and  the 
prefent  King  have  teftified  great  Affedlion  to  this 
Nation,  and  juftly  cxpefted  fome  Return  of  it  from 
you  again. 

'  Thefe  and  many  other  Motives,  grounded 
upon  Reafon  and  Wifdom  of  State,  perfuaded 
thofe  who  fat  at  the  Helm  here,  to  jodge  it  fit  to 
fend  from  hence  an  Ambaflador  to, that  Crown, 
to  conclude  an  Amity  with  them  for  the  Advan- 
tage of  Trade,  and  mutyal  Aififtance  of  one  an- 
other. 

'  Herein  their  Judgment  did  not  fail  them  ;  it 
was  very  requifite  to  fend  an  Ambaflador  thither  ; 
Y  3  buu 
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Interregnum,  but  perhaps  vou  may  fee  a  Failure  of  their  Ju4g- 
><'54-       mcnt  in  the  Choice  of  a  Perfon  fo  unfit  for  fo  weigh- 
^^— sr-*-'    ty  an  Employment ;  yet  they  would   not  excufe  ' 
Scptemter.    j^'|^^^      you  will  believe  he  had   no  Ambition  fof 
fuch  a  Service,  and  at  fuch  a  Time ;   but  he  obe]red  ' 
the  Commands  of  thofe  whom  he  ferv'd,  under- 
took the  Employment,  and  can  fay,  without  Va- 
nity, performM  his  Duty  therein,  to  the  utmoftof 
his  Capacity,  with  Diligence  and  Faithfulnefs  j  and 
God  was  plea/ed  to  own  him  in  it. 

'  I  pais  over  the  dangerous  Voyage  by  Sea  in 
NGvembcr^  throu^^h  your  then  Enemies,  and  the 
cold  Journey  by  Land  in  December^  and  come  to 
the  Court  at  Upfale^  which  was  fplendid  and  high; 
replcnifli'd  not  only  with  gallant  Outfides,  but 
with  Pcrfons  of  great  Abilities  within,  both  of  the 
Civil  and  Military  Condition. 

'  Upon  my  firit  Ignorance  of  their  Ceremonies, 
I  fell  into  fome  Diflike  with  feveral  of  their  Graft- 
dees,  who  thought  mc  not  enough  fubmiifivc; 
others  thought  the  better  of  me  for  infifling  upon 
the  Right  of  my  Nation,  vindicating  their  Honour, 
'  and  not  fneaking  to  thofe  with  whom  I  had  to  do. 

'  I  followed  my  own  Reafon,  and  what  plea- 
fed  God  to  direct  me  for  your  Service,  and.  in  or- 
der to  the  Gdbd  of  the  Proteftant  Intereft,  In 
my  7Veaty  I  applied  myfelf  upon  all  Occafions 
to  the  Queen  herfelf,  and  never  to  the  Senate, 
wherewith  her  Majefty  was  not  diftafted. 

*  In  the  Tranfa<Sions  of  my  Affairs  I  endea- 
voured to  gain  the  heft  Intelligence  I  could  from 
home,  and  from  that  Court ;  and  fpared  no  Coft 
to  gain  it :  The  one  made  me  the  more  confiderable 
there ;  the  other  was  of  great  Advantage  to  me 
in  my  Negotiation. 

'  But,  Sir,  I  was  to  encounter  with  great  Diffi- 
culties and  Oppofition  \  the  King  of  Denmark^ 
AmbalTador,  the  Dutch  Refident,  with  all  their 
Party  and  Friends  (fome  of  the  molt  coniiderablc 
in  the  Court  and  Army,  and  of  great  Numbers) 
oppofcd  mc,  and  endeavoured  to  affront  me  and 

my 
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my  Company ;  but  by  that  were  no  Gainers.  The  intcr-regnum. 
Freyich^  Polijh^  and  Overman  public  Minifters,  as  ^  ^^'  ' 
much  as  they  could  covertly,  fought  to  hinder  me  ; 
but,  on  the  other  Side,  I  found  the  Spanijh  public 
Minifter  there  (who  was  a  Perfon  of  great  Inge- 
nuity, and  in  much  Favour  with  the  Queen)  a 
great  Friend  and  Afliftant  to  me.  Several  great 
Officers  of  the  Army^  as' General  Wrangely  the 
Grave  Horn^  Grave  IVittenhurg^  Grave  Banniety 
Grave  Leenhough^  and  divers  others,  were  Friends 
to  me  ;  and,  of  the  Civil  Officers  and  other  Sena- 
tors, the  Baron  Bundt^  Steinlorke^  the  Grave  Tot^ 
the  Chief  Juflice,  the  Grave  Braghe^  and  chiefly 
the  old  Chancellor  Oxen/ieirriy  was  my  chief  Friend 
and  Helper  in  my  Bufmefs.  Prince  Adolphe^  the 
prefcnt  King's  Brother,  was  no  Ill-wilier  to  it ; 
the  King  that  now  is,  a  great  Friend  to  it,  and 
manifefted  more  particular  Refpecl  to  you  in  the 
Perfon  of  your  Servant,  than  he  was  ever  known 
to  do  to  any  of  the  like  Quality,  or  to  any. State 
whatfoever.  And  the  Queen  herfelf  was  refolved 
to  have  the  Bufmefs  dpne ;  fo  much  had  I  gain'd 
of  her  Favour,  and  fatisfied  her  of  your  Intejett 
and  Refpeds  to  her. 

'  But,  above  all,  fome  of  my  own  Countrymen 
were  fierce  againft  me,  efpecially  thofe  of  the  Scots 
Nation,  both  of  the  Army  and  Traders,  whom  I 
little  confidered,  yet  knew  their  Humours,  and  that 
they  would  rail  at  me  in  the  Morning,  and  after- 
wards come  to  my  Table  to  Dinner  ;  and  I  caufed 
my  Officers  to  welcome  them  accordingly. 

'  To  counterwork  thefe  I  was  aot  without 
Friends  of  my  own  Nation,  whereof  divers  were 
of  the  like  Condition  ;  and  eminent  amongft  them 
was  General  Douglas ^  a  Scots  Gentleman,  who 
was  very  civil  to  me  :  So  was  a  true  Englijh  Gen- 
tleman, Major  General  Sir  George  Fleetwood^  ^  Per- 
fon of  great  Intcreft  and  Refpe6t  in  thofe  Parts, 
with  all  that  know  him ;  he  teftified  extraordinary 
Refpeii  and  AfFe<5lion  to  you,  and  to  your  Servant, 
and  was  very  courteous  and  helpful  to  me. 

'  Thofe  who  oppofed  or  endeavoured  to  affront 

me

which  wc  ought  to  acknowledge  with  humble 
Tliank fulnef^  ;  and  the  weaker  the  Iiiftruments 
were,  the  more  his  Power  and  Goodnefs  appeared 
in  it. 

*  He  was  pleafcd  to  give  Succefs  to  that  Nego- 
tiation under  my  Hands ;  and,  after  many  Delays 
and  Debates,  and  all  the  Oppofition  that  could  be 
made,  to  give  a  Coiiclufion  to  it,  I  made  an  Al- 
liance betwixt  the  Commonwealth  and  that  Crown, 
ratified  by  the  then  Queen  and  the  prefent  King 
under  their  Hands,  and  under  their  Great  Seal  of 
Sweden, 

'  The  Inftrumcnt  thereof  I  prefented  to  his 
Highnefs  and  his  Council  at  my  Return  home; 
"who  caufed  a  ftriiSl  Perufal  and  Examination  there- 
of to  be  made ;  and,  finding  it  punctually  according 
to  my  Inftruftions,  did  approve  of  it,  and  of  my 
poor  Service  in  it ;  and  his  Highnefs  ratified  the 
other  Part  of  the  Treaty,  to  which  the  Great  Seal 
of  England  was  affix'd  ;  the  Tranfcript  whereof, 
"with  the  Original  of  the  other,  are  at  your  Com- 
mand to  be  produced. 

/  *  I  {hall  not  prefumc  to  judge  of  the  Advantages 
by  this  Alliance  to  this  Nation,  and  to  the  Pro- 
teftant  Intereft  through  the  World  ;  this  Honour- 
able Houfe  are  beft  able  to  judge  thereof,  and  6i 
the  Duty  of  their  Servant,  and  his  Performance 
thcrr')f ;  who  fubmits  all  to  their  Wifdom  and  fa- 
vourable Conftru6lion. 

*  And.  being  now  in  my  Return  homewards, 
give  me  Leave,  Sir,  to  acquaint  you  with  fome 
Pafi'agcs  of  RcfpesSl  to  this  Commonwealth  in  my 
Journey,  both  in  Siveden^  Demnark^  and  Germany. 

*  The  Magiftrates  and  People  of  Stockholm  were 
very  rcfpcdful   to  your   Servants,   and   General 

Wrangel 
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IFrangel  and  Major-General  Fleetwood^  with  the  Intcr-rcgnum 
Heer  Lagerfeldt^^nA  others^  accompanied  me  forty        '  ^^1% 
Enghft)  Miles  to  their  chief  "City.     There  they    ^^^J^^^^ 
freely  fhew'd  me  not  only  the  ftately  CaiHe,Town, 
Haven,  and  Ships,  but  thdir  Works,  Magazines, 
Arfcnal,  Work-Houfes  for  Arms,   and  Shipping 
which  were  very  flrong  and  confiderable. 

'  There  I  had  two  Ships  provided  for  my  Tranf- 
portation  over  the  Baltick  Sea,  and  in  that  on  which 
I  went  on  board,  a  Vice- Admiral  was  fent  to 
command,  being  a  Point  of  great  Honour,  and 
the  Ship  was  richly  furniQied  and  accommodated 
for  the  Voyage. 

*  After  we  had  pafled  this  deep  and  rough  Sea, 
through  great  Tempefts  and  Dangers,  and  werq 
arrived  near  to  the  Hanfe  Town  of  Lubeck^  they 
hearing  of  it  by  our  Guiis,  fent  their  Coach  and 
Officers  to  conduftme  to  their  City;  where  fome 
of  the  chief  of  their  Lords,  with  their  Syndick,  or 
Recorder,  came  from  the  reft  tafalute  me;  and,  in 
the  Latin  Oration  made  to  me,  gave  me  all  wel- 
come to  the  Place^  and  highly  exprefs'd  their  Va- 
luation of  this  Commonwealth. 

'  1  received  alfo  civil  Complements  and  Saluta- 
tions from  the  Dukes  oi  Saxony^  Holftein^  Courland^ 
Lunenburgh^  and  other  Free  Princes  of  Germany^ 
full  of  Refpe6l  and  Honour  to  you. 

*  Here  I  received  likewife  Refpefl:  and  Cerc- 
*  monies  from  the  Englijh  Company  at  Hamburgh^ 

two  Days  Journey  from  this  City  ;  who  fent  Mef- 
fengers  to  invite  me  to  their  Houfe  in  Hamburgh\ 
and  exprcffcd  all  Duty  and  Refpeft  to  you  as  their 
Superiors. 

*  In  my  Land- Journey,  which  was^not  without 
Hardfhip  and  want  of  Conveniences,  where  the 
Armies  had  been,  in  their  late  Wars  betwixt  thefe 
two  Hanfe  Towns  of  Lubeck  and  Harnburghy 
about  tv/o  Leagues  before  I  came  to  Hamburgh^ 
jny  Countrymen,  of  the  Englijh  Company  there, 

•met  me  upon  the  Way  with  about  50  Coaches, 
^nd  about  200  Horfemen,  to  welcome  me  to  thofe 
farts.     They  treated  me  nobly,  by  the  Way,, and

t  Vtty.     They  congratulated  the  Succefs  of  your 
'i  4    ;ry  \v\i\\  Swcdeland^   and  exprefled  very  high 
Kc^»j»..l    tor  our   CommoiiWealth :    Xhey    invited

'  I  mu(t  do  this  Right  to  them,  that,  both  at  my 
coming  thither,  and  during  my  Stay  there,  (which 
"was  about  ten  Days)  and  at  my  Departure  from 
thence,  they  did,  upon  all  Occafions,  manifcfl:  as 
great  an  Eikcm  and  Rcfpccl  for  this  Common- 
wealth, as  any  whom  I  have  met  witli  in  foreign

'  After  an  extreme  dangerous  and  ftrong  Paflage 
betwixt  Hamburgh  and  England^  wherein  the  Hand 
of  God  appeared  wonderfully  in  the  Prefervation 
of  your  Servants,  we  all  came  in  Safety  to  our 
dear  Country. 

*  Thus,  Sir,  I  have  given  you  an  Accoqnt  of 
the  whole  Tranfadlions  of  this  Bufmefs  ;  and,  for 
any  Errors  or  Mifcarriage  of  Mind  in  the  Negoti- 
ation, or  in  this  Account  I  have  given  you  of  it,  I 
humbly  a(k  your  Pardon.' 

This  Speech  met  with  general  Applaufe :  And 
a  Motion  being  made.  That  Mr.  Whitlocke  fbould 
have  the  public  Thanks  of  the  Houfe  for  his  good 
Services  done  in  this  hazardous  and  important 
Bufincfs  of  his  Embafly,  the  Lord  Broghiil  fpoke 
much  in  Commendation  of  the  Treaty,  and  of  the 
AmbafTador,  and  feconded  the  Motion  for  the. 
public  Thanks  ;  adding.  That  there  was  a  confi- 
derable  Sum  of  Money  due  to  him,  for  the  Ex- 
pences  of  his  Ambafly  ;  but  no  Gratuity  or  Re- 
ward given  him  for  his  hazardous  and  great  Services 
done  for  this  Commonwealth :  And  thereupon 
moved  That  2000  /.  might  be  ordered  to  be  paid 
to  Mr.  Whitlocke^  in  Satisfaftion  of  all  Arrears 
due  to  him,  and  as  a  Mark  of  Favour  from  the 
Houfe.

^  I  coir.Hs,  after  many  Arguments,  and  after

*  I  was  Iji   beiorc ;   but  that  it  limited   me»  and 

*  bound  my  Hands  to  acl  nothing  to  the  Prejudice 

*  of  theie  Nations,  without  Confent  of  a  Council, 
<  untill  the  Parliament,  and  then  limited  by  the  Par- 

*  liamcnt,  as  the  Act  of  Government   expreffeth, 

*  I  did  accept  it. 

*  I  might  repeat  this  again  to  you,    if  it  were 

*  needfull ;  but  I  think  I  need  not.     I  was  arbitra-

'  tions  under  my  Command  j  and  truly  not  very 

*  ill  beloved  by  them,  nor  very  ill  beloved  then  by

*  ftiould  have  been  more  beloved  if  they  had  known 

*  the  Truth,  as  Things  were  before  God,    and  in 

*  themfelves,  and  before  ilivers  of  thofc  Gentlemen

*  I  did,  at  the  Intreaty  of  divers  Perfons  of  Ho- 

*  nour  and  Q|iality,  at  the  Intreaty  of  very  many 

*  of  the  chit.i-  Officer^  of  the  Army  then  prefent, 

*  and  nt  L>.cir  K(.cr-:cil:,  I  did  accept  of  the  Place 

*  and  'Pit!c  of  Protedlor ;  and  was  in  the  Prefence  of 

*  ti^e  Comrriiiiionc:.^  of  the  Great  Seal,  the  Judges, 

*  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
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London^  the  Soldiery,  divers  Gentlemen,  Citi- 
zens, and  divers  other  Peicple  andPerfons  of  Qua- 
lity, tifc.  accompanied  to  Weftnnnfler-'Hall,^ 
where  I  took  my  Oath  to  this  Government. 
This  was  not  done  in  a  Corner  j  it  was  open  and 
public. 

'  This  Government  hath  been  exercifed  by  a 
Council,  with  a  Defire  to  be  faithful  in  all  Things ; 
and,  amongft  all  other  Trufts,  to  be  faithful  ia 
calling  this  Parliament. 

*  And  thus  I  have  given  y6u  a  very  bare  and 
lean  Difcourfe;  which  truly  I  have  been  neceffi- 
tated  unto,  and  contradled  in,  becaufe  of  the 
Unexpectednefs  of  the  Occafion,  and  becaufe  I 
would  not  quite  weary  you  nor  myfelf :  But  this 
is  a  Narrative  that  difcovers  to  you  the  Series  of 
Providence,  and  of  Tranfaftions  leading  me  into 
this  Condition  wherein  I  now  Hand.

*:  ment  by  a  good  Right  from  God  and  Men.  And, 

*  I  believe,  if  the  learnedft  Men  in  this  Nation 

*  were  called  to  (hew  a  Precedent  fo  clear,  fo  many 
'  Ways  approving  of  a  Government,  they  would 
^  not  in  all  their  Search  find  it. 

'■    ^  I  did  not,  in  my  other  Speech  to  you,  take 

*  upon  me  to  juftify  the  Government  in  every  Par- 
^  ticular,    and  I  told  you  the  Reafon  of  it,  which 

*  was  plain :'  It  was  public,  and  had  been  long  pub- 
'  liihed,  that  it  might  be  under  the  mod  ferious 
^  Infpe£lion  of  all  that  pleafed  to  perufe  it. 

*  By  what  I  have  faid,  I  have  approved  myfelf 

<  to  God  and  my  Confcience  in  my  Actions,  and 
^  in  this  Undertaking ;  and  I  have  given  Caufe  of 

*  approving  myfelf  to  every  one  of  your  Confcien- 
^  ces  in  the  Sight  of  God. 

'  If  it  be  fo,  why  ftiould  we  fport  with  it?  with 
^  a  Bufmefs  thus  ferious  ?  May  not  this  Charadler, 
'  this  Stamp,  bear  equal  Poife  with  any  Hereditary 

*  Intereft,  which  may  have,  and  hath  had,  in  the 
'  Common  Lavyr,  Matters  of  Difpute  and  Trial  of 

*  Learning ;  wherein  many  have  exercifed  more      , 

*  Wit,  an  i  fpilt  more  Blood,  than  I  hope  ever  to 

*  live  to  fee  or  hear  of  in  this  Nation  ? 

'  I  fay,  I  do  not  know  why  I  may  not  balance 

*  this  Providence,  as  in  the  Sight  of  God,  with  any  ,       • 

*  Hereditary  Intereft,  as  being  lefs  fubje£l  to  thofe 
^  Cracks  and  Flaws   that   is  commonly  incident 

*  unto ;  which  Titles  have  coft  more  Blood,  in 
'  former  Times,  in  this  Nation,  than  we  have  Lei- 
^  fure  to  fpeak  of  now. 

'  Now  if  this  be  thus,  and  I  am  deriving  a  Title 
'  from  God  and  Men,  upon  fuch  Accounts  as  thefc 
'  are  ;  although  fome  Men  be  froward,  yet  that 
^  your  Judgnaents  who  are  Perfons  fent  from  all 
^  Parts  of  the  Nation,  under  the  Notion  of  Ac- 

*  ceptancc 
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*  ceptance  of  the  Government;   for  you  to  dif- 

*  own,  or  not  to  own  it;  for  you  to  adl  with  Par- 
'  liamentary  Authority,  cfpecially  in  the  Difown- 

*  ing  of  it,   contrary  to   the  very   Fundamental 

*  Things;  yea,  againll:  the  very  Root  itfeJf  of  this 

*  Eftiiblilhment ;  to  fit,  and  not  own  the  Autho- 

*  rity  by  which  you  fit,  is  that  which,  I  believe, 

*  aitoniftieth  more  Men  than  v[vj{q\{\  and  doth  as 

*  dangeroufly  d i fa p point  and  difcompofe  the  Na- 

*  tion,  as  any  Thing  could  have  been  invented  by 

*  the  greateft  Enemy  to  our  Peace  and  Welfare,  or 

*  could  well  have  happened. 

*  It  is  true,  there  are  fome  Things  in  the  Efta- 

*  blifliment    that    are   Fundamental,    and    fome 

*  Things  are  not  fo,  but  are  Circumftantial :   Of 

*  fuch,  no  Queftion  but  I  (hall  eafily  agree  to  vary 

*  or  leave  out^  as  I  fhall  be  convinced  by  Reafbn. 

*  Some  Things  are  Fundamentals,  about  which  I 

*  fhall  deal  plainly  with  you  :  Thefe  may  not  be 

*  parted  with  ;  but  will,  I  truft,  be  delivered  over 

*  to  Poiterity,  as  being  the  Fruits  of  our  Blood 

*  and  Travel. 

'  The  Government  by  a  fingle  Perfon  and  a  Par- 

*  liament  is  a  Fundamental;  it  is  the  EJfe  \  it  is- 

*  Conftitutive.    And  for  the  Perfon,  though  I  may 

*  feem  to  plead  for  myfelf,  yet  I  do  not ;  no,  nor 

*  can   any   reafonable  Man   fay  it :    But,  if  the 

*  Things  throughout  this  Speech  be  true,  I  plead 

*  for  this  Nation,  and  all  honeft  Men  therein,  who 
' '  have  borne  their  Tettimony  as  aforcfaid,  and  not 

*  for  myfelf:  And  if  Things  fliould  do  otherwife 
<  than  well,  which  I  would  not  fear,  and  the  com- 

*  mon  Enemy  and  difcontented  Perfons  take  Ad- 

*  vantage  at  thefe  Diftradtions,  the  Iflue  will  baput 

*  up  before  God :  Let  him  own,  or  let  him  difown 

*  it,  as  he  pleafcs. 

*  In  every  Government  there  muft  be  fomewhat 
'  Fundamental,   fomewhat  like  a  Magna  Charta^ 

*  that  fhould   be   {landing,    and    be   unalterable. 

*  Where  there  is  a  Stipulation  on  one  Part,  and  that 
'  fully  accepted,  as  appears  by  what  hath  been  faid, 

*  furely 
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^  furcly  a  Return  ought  to  be  ;  elfe  what  does  that   Inwr-regnum. 


Stipulation  fignify  ?  If  I  have,  upon  the  Terms 

*  aforelaid,  undertaken  this  great  Truft,  and  exer-^ 

*  cifed  It,  and,  by  it,  called  you,  furcly  it  ought  to 
'  be  owned. 

'  That  Parliaments  (hould  not  make  themfelves 

*  perpetual,  is  a  P'undamental.    Of  what  AiTurance 
'  is  a  Law  to  prevent  fo  great  an  Evil,  if  it  lie  in 

*  one  or  the  fame  Leglflature  to  unlaw  it  again  ? 
'  Is  this  like  to  be  laiHng  ?  It  will  be  a  Rope  of 

*  Sand;  it  will  give  no  Security;  for  the  fame  Men 
5  may  unbuild  what  they  have  built. 

'  Is  not  Liberty  of  Confcience  in  Religion  a 

*  Fundamental?  So   long  as  there  is  Liberty  of 
'  Confcience  for  the  Supreme  Magiftrate  to  exer- 

*  cife  his  Confcience  in  erefting  what  Form  of 

*  Church-Government  he  is  fati^fied  he  fhould  fct 

*  up,  why  (hould  he  not  give  it  to  others  ?  Liberty 

*  of  Confcience  is  a  natural  Right ;  and  he  that 
^  would  have  it,  ought  to  give  it ;  having  Liberty 

*  to  fettle  what  he  likes  for  the  Public. 

*  Indeed  that  hath  been  one  of  the  Vanities  of 
f  our  Conteft:  Every  Se61:  faith,  Oh  !  give  me  Li- 

*  berty.     But  give  him  it,  and,  to  his  Power,  he 

*  will  not  yield  it  to  any  Body  elfe.    Where  is  our 
'  Ingenuity  !  truly  that  is  a  Thing  ought  to  be  very 

*  reciprocal.     The   Magiftrate    hath   his    Supre- 

*  macy,  and  he  may  fettle  Religion  according  to 
'  his  Confcience.    And  1  may  fay  it  to  you  :  I  can 

*  fay  it :  All  the  Kdoney  of  this  Nation  would  not 

*  have  tempted  Men  to  fight,  upon  fuch  an  Ac- 

*  count  as  they  have  engaged,  if  they  had  not  had 

*  Hopes  of  Liberty  better  than  they  bad  from  Epif- 

*  copacy,  or  than  would  have  been  afforded  them 

*  from  a  Scots  Prefbytery,  or  an  Englijh  either;  if 
'  it  had  made  fuch  Steps,  or  been  as  fharp  and  rigid, 

*  as  it  threatened  when  it  was  firft  fet  up. 

*  This,  I  fay,  is  a  Fundamental.     It  ought  to 

*  be  fo  :  It  is  for  us  and  the  Generations  to  come. 

*  And  if  there  be  an  Abfolutenefs  in  the  Impofer, 

*  without  fitting  Allowances  and  Exceptions  from 
^  the  Rule,  we  (hall  have  our  People  driven  into 

«  Wil- 
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AVlldc'iiicjlcs,  as  they  were  When  thofe  poor  and 
a  filiated  People,  that  rbrfook  their  Eftatcs  and  In- 
hciitances  here,  wLcre  they  lived  plentifully  and 
comfortably,  for  the  Enjoyment  of  their  Liber- 
ty, were  ncccf!itated  to  ^o  into  a  Vafl  howling 
X'/ilderncfs  in  JSlrju- England %'  where  they  have, 
for  Liberty's  ^ake,  ftript  themfelves  of  all  their 
Comfort,  and  the  full  Enjoyment  they  had,  em- 
bracing rather  Lofs  of  Friends,  and  Waftt,  than 
to  be  fo  enfnared  and  in  Bondage. 

*  Another,  which  I  had  forgotten,  is  the  Militia; 
that  is  jud^^ed  a  Fundamental,  if  any  Thing  be 
fa.  Tliat  it  fhould  be  well  and  equally  placed, 
is  very  nccclfary;  for  ^  ut  the  abfolute  Power  of  the 
Militia  into  one  without  a  Check*  what  doth  it 
anfwer  I  I  pray  you,  what  Check  is  t-iere  put 
upon  your  perpetual  ParHaments,  if  it  be  wholly 
ftript  of  this  ?  It  is  equally  placed,  and  Defires 
were  to  have  it  fo,  viz.  in  one  Perfon,  and  the 
Parliament,  fitting  the  Parliament.  What  figni- 
fies  a  Piovifion  againft  perpetuating  of  Parlia- 
ments, if  this  be  folely  in  tliem  ?  Whether,  with-' 
out  a  Check,  the  Parliament  have  not  Liberty  ta 
alter  the  Frame  of  Government  to  Ariftocrafy,^  to 
Democrafy,  to  Anarchy,  to  any  Thing,  if  this  be 
fully  in  them  ?  Yea,  into  all  Confufion,  and  that 
without  Remedy  ?  And  if  this  one  Thing  be 
placed  in  one,  that  one,  be  it  Parliament,  be  ft  a 
Supreme  Governor,  they  or  he  hath  Power  to 
make  what  they  pleafe  of  all  the  reft. 

*  Therefore,  if  you  would  have  a  BalaiKc;  at  all, 
and  that  fome  Fundamentals  muft  ftand,  which 
may  be  worthy  to  be  delivered  over  to  Pofterity, 
truly,  I  think,  it  is  not  unreafonably  urged,  that 
the  Militia  fliould  be  difpofed,  as  it  is  laid  down 
in  the  Government ;  and  that  it  fhould  be  fbe- 
qually  .placed,  that  one  Pcrfon,  neither  in  Parlia- 
ment, nor  out  of  Parliament,  fhould  have  the 
Power  of  ordering  it.  The  Council  are  the  Tru- 
ftecs  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  all  Intervals  of 
Parliaments,  who  have  as  abfolute  a  Negative 
upon  the  Supreme  Officer  in  the  faid  Luervals, 

'  as 
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*  as  the  Parliament  hath  whilft  it  is  fitting.     It 

*  cannot  be  made  Ufe  of,  a  Man  cannot  be  taifed, 

*  nor  a  Penny  charged  upon  the  People  ;  nothing 
'done  without  Coi^fent  of  Parliament:  And,  in 
'  the  Interval-s  of  Parlin\ent,  without  Confent  of 
'  the  Council,  it  is  not  to  be  cxcrciled. 

*  Give  nic  Leave,  to  fay,  That  there  is  very  lit- 

*  tie  Power,  none  but  what  is  Co-ordinate  in  the 
*' Supreme  Officer;  and  yet  enough,  in  him  that 

*  hath  the  Chief  Government  in  that  particular  : 

*  He  is  bound  in  Striftnefs  by  the  Parliament ;  and 

*  out  of  Parliament,  by  the  Council,  that  do  as 

*  absolutely  bind  him  as  the  Parliament  doth  when 
'  the  Parliament  is  fitting. 

'  For  that  of  Money  ;  I  told  you  fome  Things 

*  are  Circumftantials;  as  to  have  200,000/.  to  de- 

*  fray  Civil  Officers,  to  pay  the  Judges  and  other 

*  Officers,  defraying  the  Charges  of  the  Council, 
'  in  fending  their  Embaffies,  in  keeping  Intelligence, 
'  and  doing  that  which  is  neceflary,  and  for  fupport- 

*  ing  the  Governor  in  Chief :  All  this  is,  by  the  In- 
'  ftrument,  fuppofed  and  intended  ;  But  it  is  not  of 
'  the  EJ/e  fo  much,  and  fo  limited,  as  fo  many  Sol- 

*  diers  are,  that  is  20,000  Foot  and  10,000  Horfe. 

*  Yet,  if  the  Spirits  of  Men  be  compofed,  5006 

*  Horfe   and    10,000   Foot   may   ferve.      Thefe 

*  Things  are  between  the  Chief  Officer  and  the 

*  Parliament,  to  be  moderated  as  Occafion  (hall 
'  ofFer. 

'  So  there  are  many  other  circumftantial  Things, 
'  which  are  not  like  the  Laws  of  the  Medes  and 

*  Perfiaiis :  But  the  Things  which  fhall  be  necef- 

*  fary  to  deliver  over  to  Pofterity,  thefe  ftiould  be 
^*  unalterable;  el  fc  every  fucceeding  Parliament  will 

*  be  difputing  to  change  and  alter  the  Government, 
'  and  we  fhall  be  as  often  brought  into  Confufion 

*  as  we  have  Parliaments,  and  fo  make  ouf  Re- 
'  medy  our  Difeafe.    The  Lord's  Providence,  ap- 

*  pearing  Evils,  appearing  Good,  and  better  Judg- 

*  ment,  will  give  Occafion  for  the  ordering  of 

*  Things  for  the  beft  Intereft  oi  the  People ;  and 

*  thofe 
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'  thofe  Thiiigs  are  the  Matter  of  Conlideration  bs- 
'  tween  you  and  me. 

'  I  have  indeed  almoft  tired  myfelf :  That  which 
'  I  have  further  to  fay  is  this,  I  would  Lt.had  jiot

*  ties,  a^e  the  greateft  Cozenage  that  Men  can  put 

*  upon  the  Providence,  of  God,  and  nialce  Pre- 
^  tences  to  break:  known  Rules  by.     But  it  is  as 

*  legal,  and  as  car-nal,  and  as  {lupid,.to  think  that 

*  there  are  no  NeceHities  that  are  manifeft  Necef- 

*  fities,  becaufe  Ncceflities  may  be  abufed  or  feign- 
'  ed ;  and,  truly,  I  fliould  be  fo,  if  I  fliould  think 

*  fo ;  and  I  hope  none  of  you  think  fo. 

'  I  fay,  that  the  wilful  Tb rowings- away  of  this 
•Government,  fuch  as  it  is,  fo  owned  by. God, 

*  fo  approved  by  Men,  fo  teftified  to,  in  the  Fun- 

*  damentals  of  it^  as  is  before  mentioned,  and  that 

*  in  relation  to  the  Good  of  thefe  Nations  and  Po- 

*  fterity ;  I  can  fooner  be  willing  to  be  rolled  into 

*  my  Grave,  and  buried  with  Infamy,  than  I  can 

*  give  my  Confent  unto. 

*  You  have  been  called  hither  together  to  fave  a 

*  Nation  J — Nations.     You  had  the  beft  People 

*  indeed  in  the  Chriftian  World  in  yQur  Truft, 

*  when  you  came  hither :    You  had  Affairs  and 

*  thefe  Nations  delivered  over  to  you  in  Peace  and 

*  Quietnefs  :  You  w^ere,  and  we  all  were,  put  into 

*  an    uninterrupted    PofleiHon,    Nobody   making 

*  Title  to  us :  Through  the  Bleffing  of  God  our 

*  Enemies  were  hopelefs  and  fcattered :  We  had 

*  Peace  at  home  ;  Peace  almoft  with  all  Neigh- 

*  hours  round  about;  fit  to  take  Advantages  where 

*  God  did  adminirter  them. 

'  To  have  our  Peace  and  Intereft,  that  had  thofe 

*  Hopes  the  other  Day,  thus  fliaken,  and  under 
'  fuch  a  Confufion,  and  we  rendered  hereby  almoft 
<  the  Scorn  and  Contempt  of  thofe  Strangers  that 

*  are  amongft  us  to  negotiate  their  Matter's  Af- 

*  fairs i 
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^*  fairs  ;  to  give  them  Opportunity  to  fee  our  Na-  Intcr-regnum. 

*  kednefs  as  they  do,  a  People  that  have  been  un-    ^^^^^

*  ^tlirown  into  Heaps  of  Cbnfufion,  through  Blood, 

*  and  Ruin,  and  Trouble,  upon  the  faddeft  Ac- 

*  count  that  ever  was,  if  Breaking  fliould  come 

*  upon  us,  and  all  becaufe  we  would  not  fettle 
'  when  we  might ;    when  God  put  it  into  our

Time  as  jthey  had  fubfcribed  the  fdlowinf^  Recog- 
nitioii;  a  Copy  of  which,  ingrofled  on  Parcbmentt

This  Declaration  .being  feveral  Times  read  irt 
the  Houfe,  was,  upon  the  Queftion,  pafl'ed,  with- 
out any  Divifion,  and  ordered  to  be  forthwith 
printed  and  publiftied  :  And  the  farpe  Day  the  Re- 
cognition was  fubfcribed  by  193  Members  more. 

Tho'  the  Parliament  had  been  compelled,  by 
Force  of  Arms,  to  fign  the  Recognition  required 
hy  C7-omwell\  which  is  the  Reafon,  probably,  why 
the  whole  Tranfaftion  of  the  12th,  relating  to  his 
Highnefs's  Speech  j  the  Guard  fet  upon  the  Door

Courtiers  were  then  exifting.  But  nothing  of  this 
Nature  being  now  extant,  what  fmall  Remains 
there  arc  can  only  be  pick'd  out  of  the  Journalifts 
and  other  Contemporary  Writers  of  thefe  Times.

The  Houfe  went  on  ftill  in  their  Debates  on 
this  Affair ;  and,  on  the  14th,  came  to  another 
Refolution,  *  That  if  any  Bill  be  tendered,  at  any 
Time  hereafter,  to  alter  the  Foundation  and  Con- 
flitution  of  the  Government  of  this  Common- 
wealth, from  a  Single  Perfon  and  a  Parliament, 
that  to  fuch  Bills  the  Single  Perfon  fhall  have  a 
Negative.' 

The  next  Day  they  voted  again,  '  Th*at  if  any 
Bilh  (hall  be  tendered,  at  any  Time  hereafter, 
for  the  Continuance  oi  any  Parliament  for  any 
longer  Time  than  for  fix  Months  after  the  firft 
Meeting,  that  fuch  Bills  fhall  not  become  Laws, 
without  the  Confent  of  the  Single  Perfon.

Thus  did  the  Houfe  go  drudging  on,  from  Day 
to  Day,  in  fettling  their  new  Form  of  Govern- 
ment ;  the  Protc6tor*s  Party  carrying  a  Queftion 
one  Time  j  the  Republicans  another ;  and  fo  on, 
vice  verfa.  The  Journals  are  very  intricate  and 
dark  in  defcribing  thefe  various  Proceedings. — ^ 
What  Plan  of  Government  was  attempted  to  be 
cftabtifhed  will  beft  appear  from  the  following  Re- 
folutions,  agreed  to  in  each  Day's  Debate.

there  ^  yet  fome  other  Bills  were  ordered  to  be 
brought  in,  which  were  read  once  or  twice,  but 
all  rendered  abortive  by  the  fudden  Diflblutlon : 
Infomuch  that  ScobelP$  Colle^tons  affbrd  ngt  one 
fingle  A61  pafied  by  this  Parliament.     The  moft 
material  of  thofe  under  Confideration  of  the  Houfe^ 
wcre.

Soon  after  BiddU  being  apprehended  and  Drought 
to  the  Bar  of  the  Houle,  and  the  Books  (!h^wn  to 
him,  he  acknowledged  That  he  was  the  Aui^or- 
thereof^  but  denied  that  he  was  a  SchooImaAer, 
or  had  any  Congregation.  Being  a{k'<j.  Who  vas 
the  Printer  ?  He  faid.  That  hitherto  he  had  aiir 
fwered  as  a  Chriftian,  to  give  an  Account  pf  the 
Hope  that  was  in  hirn  :  That  what  the  Law  of 
Chrijl  warranted  him  to  anfwer,  he  would  do; 
but,  beyond  That,  he  would  not :  And  that  the 
Law  of  Chriji  injoin'd  him  not  to  betray  his  Bre- 
thren. Then  being  afk'd.  Whether  the  Law  ot" 
Chr'ijl  did  injoin  him  to  believe  the  Holy  Ghoft  is 
not  God  I  He  faid.  The  Law  of  Chriji  no  where, 
told  him  the  Holy  Ghoft  is  God.  Next  it  being 
demafjded  of  him.

He  faid,  This  Que- 
flion  did  not  relate  to  the  Hope  that  is  in  a  Chrir 
ftian  ;  and  therefore  there  was  no  Neceffity  lying 
on  him  to  anfwer  it.  And  being  then  afk'd.  Whe- 
ther God  had  a  bodily  Shape  i  He  replied,  He  had 
anfwered  fufEcicntly  to  That  already.

Befidcs  what  may  be  collected  of  this  Man's  Opi- 
nions from  his  Anfwers  to  the  Queftions  propofed  to 
him  by  the  Houfe,  the  Journals  give  us  foitiefurther 
Particulars  thereof  extra<9:cd  from  his  BooCs,  viz, 

*  That  he  aflerted,  The  infinite  God  is  confined 
to  a  certain  Place,  hath  a  bodily  Shape,  and  a  Right 
Hand  and  Left  tn  a.  proper  Senfe  ;  that  there  are

The  contemporary  Mcmoriaii/is  muft  next  be  con- 
fulted  for  clearing  up  fome  Matters  hot  cxpliained 
in  the  Journals. 

Mr,  IVhitiocke  writes^  *  That,- in  the  Month  of 
yanuary^  many  Things  were  Ipoken  in  the;  De- 
bates of  the  Houfe,  concerning  the  Governments 
which  gave  great  Offence  to  Cromwell  and  his 
Council,  and  created  a  Sufpicion  that  no  Good  was 
to  be  expe<Sted  from  them ;  for  they  were  not  incli- 
nable to  fatisfy  the  Protector's  Defires.  On  the 
other  Side,  the  Parliament  made  what  Hafte  they 
could  to  finifli  their  Debates  and  clofe  the  Bufinefs^ 
for  fear  a  Blow  from  his  fuperior  Hand  fhould  fpqil 
•  all  their  Labours/ — And  To  it  happened  :  For  the 
fame  Author  tells  us,  *  That  the  ProteSor  grew 
^  weary  of  his  Parliament ;  and  though  he  was  ad- 
vifed  by  fome  not  to  diffolve  them,  urging  the  In- 
conveniences that  had  arifen  by  the  Diffolution  of 
former  Parliaments,  which  ever  caufcd  ill  Blood  ; 
or,  at  leaft,  not  to  diffolve  them  till  after  the 
Time  was  paft  that,  by  the  Inftrument  of  Govern- 
ment, they  vs^ere  to  fit  5  yet  he  was  not  \zxy  folli- 
citous  about  that,  but.  was  refolved  to  part  with 
them  at  any  Rate :  Which  fome  of  his  Council^ 
who  faw  his  Defigns,  were  not  backward  to  pro- 
mote.' 

Gen.  Ludlow^  fpeaking  of  Cromwell^ 
fays,  '  The  Reprefentative  fitting  at  Weftminjier^ 
though  garbled  as  he  thought  fit,  proving  not  fuf- 
ficienily  inclined  to  ferve  his  Defigns,  but  rather, 
in  Prurience,  yielding  to  the  Strength  of  the  pre- 
fent  Stream,  in/Hopes  the  People  mighty  in  Time,

*  And  though  they  differed  not  in  any  material 
Point  from  that  Form  of  Government  which  he 
birafelf  had  fet  up,  unlefs  it  were  in  referving  the 
Nomination  of  his  Succeflbr  to  the  Parliament ; 
yet  did  the  OmifTion  of  this  one  Thing  fo  enrage 
him,  that  he  refoived  upon  their  Di Ablution*. They 
bad  -prepared  all  Things  to  offer  to  him>  and  had 
been  very  cautious  of  giving  him  any  juft  Occafion 
of  Offence  ;  well  knowing  that,  in  cafe  they  bid 
given  him  the  leafl  Pretence  of  Diffatisfa^ion,  be 
would  have  laid  all  the  Blame  at  their  Dopr ;  and 
therefore  they  prudently  left  the  fettling  of  the 
Church- Government,  and  the  Liberty  that  was.  to 
be  extended  to  tender  Confciences,  (an  Engine  by 
which  Cromwell  did  moft  of  his  Work)  to  the 
Confideration  of  the  next  Affembly :  Whereupon 
he  wanting  wherewith  juftly  to  accufe  them,,  un- 
lefs it  were  for  too  much  complying  with  him  to 
^  Prejudice  of  the  Commonwealth,  after  he  had 
perufed  the  Form  of  Government  which  the  Af- 
fembly had  agreed  upon,  and  tendered  to^him  for 
his  Confideration  j  the  five  Months  of  their  Scf-. 
fion,  according  to  the  Soldiers  Account  of  twenty- 
6ight  Days  to  the  Month,  being  expired,  they 
were  ordered  to  attend  him  on  the  22d  oi  January^ 
ih  the  P<iinted'Chamber  \  where  he  made  up  with 
Words  and  Paffion,  what  he  wanted  of  Matter  to 
charge  them  with.'

*  well  looking,  that  as  God  had  declared  what 

*  Government  he  had  delivered  over  to  the  Jewsy 

*  and  placed  it  upon  fuch  Perfons  as  had  been  in^ 

*  ftrumental  for  the  Condu6l  and  Deliverance  of  his 

*  People:  And  confidcring  that  Promife  in  Ifaiahy 

*  that  Go  J  would  give  Rulers  as  at  the  firjiy  and 

*  "Judges  as  at  the  Beginnings  I  did  not  know  but 
'  that  God  might  begin  ;  and  though  at  prefent 
'  with  a  moft  unworthy  Perfon,  yet,  as  to  the  fu-^

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later-regnum    *  of  Goil,  tliey  will  not  be  fo  angry  but  they  will

*  But  if  any  Man  fliall  cbjeft,  It  is  an  eafy  Thing 

*  to  talk  of  Neccflities,  when  Men  create  Necefli- 

*  tics  ;■  would  not  the  Lord  Proteftor  rnake  himfclf 

*  great,  and  his  Family  great  ?  Doth  not  he  make 

*  thefe  Neceflitics  f   And  then  he  will  come  upon 

*  the  People  with  this  Argument  of  NecefTity. 

*  This  were  fomething  hard  indeed  j  but  I  have 

*  not  yet  known  what  it  is  to  make  Neceflities, 

*  whatfoever  the  Judgments  or  Thoughts  of  Men 

*  are.     And  I  fay  this,  not  only  to  this  Affembly 

*  but  to  the  World,  that  that  Man  liveth  not  that

*  they  have  been  the  wife  Difpofings  of  the  Al- 

*  mighty,  though  Inftruments  have  had  their  Paf-

*  Lap,  when  you  came  firft  together ;  I  am  confi- 

*  dent  that  it  came  fo  into  your  Hands ;  and  was  not 

*  judged  by  you  to  be  from  counterfeited  or  feigned 
f  Neceflity,  but  bv  Divine  Providence  and  Difpen- 

*  fation.    And  this  I  fpeak  with  more  Earneftnefs, 
f  becaufe  I  fpeak  for  God,  and  not  for  Men ;  I

*  phemy  is  this !  becaufe  Men,  that  are  without  God 

*  in  the  World,  and  walk  not  with  him,  know

'  that  is,  if  we  deny  the  Spirit  of  Jt'fiis  Chrijly  the

'  the  Rod  of  his  Strength,  we  provoke  the  Medi-.

'  Pieces  ;  Fll  leave  thee  to  fall  into  God's  Hands; 
'  thou  denielt  me  my  Sovereignty  and  Power  com- 

*  mitted  to  me  ;  I'll  not  intercede  nor  mediate  for 

*  thee,  thou  falleft  into  the  Hands  of  the  living 

*  God:  Therefore  whatfoevcr  you  may  judge  Men 

*  for,  and  fay.  This  Man  is  cunning,  and  politic, 

*  and   fubtle  ;  take  heed   again,  I  fay,  how  you 

*  judge  of  his  Revolutions,  as  the  Produds  of  Men's 

*  Inventions. 

*  I  may  be  thought  to  prefs  too  much  upon  this 

*  Theme  ;  but  I  pray  God  it  may  ftick  upon  your

'  Upon  thefc  Grounds  alfo  was  it,  that  fo  great 

*  Refpe£^  was  had  to  this  Sort  of  Men  in  the  Set* 

*  tlement  of  the   prefent  Government,  whereby 
^  they  were  admitted,  after  three  Parliaments,  to 

*  be  elcifted  to  fit  in  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the

*  It  is  true,  indeed,  fome  Oppofition  was  made 

*  to  that  Lenity  which  was  ufed  towards  this  Par- 

*  ty,  and  more  efpecially  to  the  A£l  of  Oblivion; 
•*  many  being  of  this  Perfuafion,  "That  it  would  not 

*  work  thofe  good  Eftefts  as  were  deHgned  and

*  dylgence  would  be  abufedj    and  Opportunities

*  If  the  State  do  not  attain  their  End,  neither  ought 

*  the  other  to  accomplifh  theirs.  In  fuch  A6b  as 
^  thefe  are,  either  both  are  bound,  or  both  are  at 
'  Liberty,  and  in  the  fame  Condition  as  if  no 
'  fuch  Things  had  been  done  or  acfled  :  Certainly 

*  none  have  figned  to  Articles  of  War  that  are  not 
^  conditional  ;  or  when  thofe  who  received  thofe 

*  Articles  refolved  to  break  the  Conditions,  they 

*  had  not  then  the  Confent  of  thofe  who  gave  them. 

*  Who  did  ever  allow  fuch  Articles  to  Enemies, 
^  as   might  affift  them  to  execute  their  Malice 

*  and  Revenge  I  If  no  Breach  of  Faith  can  make 
^  a  Forfeiture  of  Articles,  the  Condition  of  thofe 

*  who  receive  them,  is  better  than  of  him  that  gives 

*  them,  becaufe  he  fubmits  himfelf  to  Surprize, 

*  after  he  hath  endured  the  Hazard  and  Expence  of 

*  open  War. 

'And  asfortheAdl  of  Oblivion;  that  muft  needs 

*  be  meant  as  an  Obligation  upon  the  Enemy,  and 

*  as  a  proper  Means  to  take  away  the  Enmity  con- 

*  trailed  by  the  War ;  intending,  by  Mercy,  to 

*  reform  thofe  who  had  oppofed  themfelves  to  the 

*  public  Welfare ;  and  this  need  not  be  exprefled, 

*  it  doth  imply  fuch  a  Condition  in  the  Nature  of 

*  it.    All  Pardons  are  granted  with  Claufes  of  good 

*  Behaviour,  either  explicit  or  implied ;  becaufe 

*  elfe  whoever  grants  them,  lets  loofe  a  Delin- 

*  quent  to  a  future  Offence  ;  and  he  that  anfwers 

*  not  the  End  and  Confideration  of  the  Pardon, 

*  cannot,  in  Reafon,  be  faid  ever  to  accept  it.  The 
«  Parliament,  by  that  A6t,  intended  not  only  an 

*  Oblivion  of  the  Offences  of  the  aforefaid  Party, 
<  whereby  they  had  render'd  themfelves  obnpxious,' 

*  but  that  this  Kindnefs  (hould  be  anfwered  with' 

*  Obedience  on  their  Part,    and  produce  a  real 

*  Change  in  their  Principles  and  Intereft,  as  to  the 

*  com-: 
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common  Caufe  this  grcatCotitcft  had  been  about  \ 
for,  oth<?rwifc,  this  A&:  cannot  be  confidered  as 
obligatory  to  ihofe  who  gave  it:  And,  in  this 
Cafe^  Forbearance  from  outward  A£lion  will  not 
avail,  nor  intitle  to  the  Benefit  of  the  Pardon,  if 
yet  there  be  Malice  and  Revenge  in  the  Heart, 
and  fuch  a  leaning  and  ndherlng  to  the  old  Intercft, 
that  nothing  is  wanting  for  the  Difcovery  there- 
of, but  a  fitline  Opportunity  -,  for  :is  fuch  Men 
cannoti  in  Juftice  and  Ingenuity,  claim  the  Be- 
nefit of  an  AB  of  Favour  from  that  Supreme  Ma- 
gtftrate^  to  whom  they  know  themfeives  to  be 
Enemies  5  fo  neither  is  that  MagiJlrate  bound, 
in  Juftice  before  God  or  Men,  to  give  it  to  them, 
if  he  hath  Reafon  to  believe,  from  the  Courfe  of 
their  Co Jiverfations,  that  they  are  fuch,  and  that 
their  Intentions  towards  the  Government,  under 
which  they  live,  are  the  fame  as  when  they  were 
in  open  Arms  againft-  it;  and  is  at  Liberty  to  car- 
ry himfelf  towards  them,  as  if  no  fiich  A&:  had 
been.  Nay,  he  may  proceed  agaiaft  them  with 
greater  Severity,  in  as  much  as  he  hath  ufed  the 
laft  Means  to  reclaim  them  without  Fruit  j  and 
knows,  by  Experience,  that  nothing  but  the 
Sword  will  reftrain  them  from  Blood  and  Vio- 
lence. 

*  Then,  if  this  be  the  Cafe  between  us  and  the 
late  King*s  Party,  to  wit.  That  they  have  noto- 
rioufly  manifefted  it  to  the  Confciences  of  all 
Men,  that  they  do  not  only  retain  their  old  Prin- 
dplcs,  and  ftill  adhere  to  their  former  Intereft  in 
direft  Oppofition  to  the  Government  eftabliftied, 
but  have  been  all  along  hatching;  new  DiJturban- 
ces ;  and  endeavouring,  as  well  by  fecret  and 
bloody  AffaiEnations,  as  by  open  Force,  to  in'- 
troduce  the  one,  and  overthrow  and  fubvert 
the  other;  It  will  not  be  thought  firange,  upon 
any  Account  whatfoever,  that  we  did  lately 
fee u re  fo  many  of  the  Men  of  that  Intcreft,  al- 
though they  were  not  vifible  in  Arms  upon  the 
J  ate  Infurreftion  ;  nor  that  we  have  laid  a  Bur- 
f  den  upon  feme  of  their  Eftates^^  beyond,  what  is 

*  ira- 
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the  reft  of  the  Nation,  towards  the  inter-

defraying  of  tbnt  Charge  which  they  are  the  Oc- 
cafion  of;  with  feme  other  Things  which  wq 
have  fount!  negefl'aryj  in  this  Time  of  Danger, 
to  dire<£l  concerning  them,  for  the  Peace  and 
Safety  of  ihe  whole, 

'  Now,  to  evince  this,  tho'  the  Walks  of  Con- 
fpirators^  who  lire  a  fly  and  fee  ret  Generation  of 
Men,  are  ever  in  the  Daxk,  and  the  Meafure  of 
all  their  Feet  eannot  be  exactly  taken  and  com- 
pared, yet  many  of  their  Steps  having  been  dif- 
covered  through  the  Goodnefs  of  the  All -feeing 
God^  we  thall  fetdown  fuch  Part  thereof  as  may 
be  of  life  to  make  pubUc. 

*  We  fhaJl  not  particularly  mention  fome  under- 
hand  and  very  fecretContrivances  which  they  had, 
and  made  fome  Trial  of,  whereby  ihey  would 
have  infenftbly  wound  themfelves  into  that  Power, 
whtch  they  were  not  able  to  do  by  open  Force; 
but  that  Way  not  taking,  they  then  betook  them- 
fcJv'es  to  Counfels  of  raifmg  a  new  War,  and  de- 
figning  a  general  Infurrediion  throughout  the  Na- 
tion. 

*  And,  to  ripen  thofc  Refolutions,  fome  Per- 
fons  were  fen t  from  hence  to  Charles  Stuart^  with 
Letters  of  Credit,  and  aconfiderableSum  of  Mo- 
ney, the  better  to  gain  Belief,  to  give  him  Aflii- 
ranee  that  the  Reafons  why  the  Nobility  and 
Gentry,  and  Bulk  of  the  Kingdom  of  England^ 
which,  they  faid,  were  Epifcopal,  and  of  his 
former  Party,  did  not  rife  with  him  upon  his  late 
March  from  Sc&tland^  was,  becaufe  be  was  be- 
lieved to  have  gone  upon  Grounds  difagreeable 
both  to  their  AfFeiSiions  and  Interefts,  and  alfo 
to  the  Good  of  the  Nation,  and  inconfiftent  with 
the  anticnt  Conftitutions  both  of  Church  and 
State ;  but  that  if  he  would  return  to  his  former 
Principles,  to  wit.  To  caft  himfeif  totajly  upon 
his  old  Party,  they  would  venture  both  their 
Lives  aud  Fortunes  for  his  Recovery.

*  ters  near  to  the  Place  of  Rendezvous,  gave  them

*  of  them,  which  came  to  the  Rendezvous  at  HgJJk- 
'  AdoQVy  under  the  Conduct  of  the  Lord  Ifllmatj 

*  with  an  Intention  to  furprize  Tark^  and  fo  form'd 

*  thcmfelves  into  an  Arm) ,  feparated  and  run  away 

*  in  great  Confufion  and  Diforder,  as  did  alfo  thofe

■  He  was  (q  created  bj*  King  Chjrifs  11*  ai  Fan's,  in  ^654^  upon, 
Kii  being  fent,  on  hisM^jelty*^  Bchalfj  to  ihc  Diet  at  Kuthhn,

*  Niwcaflh ;  being,  by  the  fame  Providence^  difr 
^  appointed,   by  the  coming  of  300  Foot  from

*  Thofe  in  mnh-W/iln  and  Shr&pp/irc,  Part  of 

*  which   were   defigned   to   furprize   and   poiTefs

*  Perfons  being  dlfcovered  and  apprehended,  the 
^  reft  fled. 

'  At  Rufford-  Ahhfy^  in  Nmfnghamjhin^  was 

*  another  Place  appointed  for  a  Rendezvous;  where 

*  about  500  Horfe  met:,  and  had  \vith  them  in  the 

*  Field  a  Cart-Load  of  Horr^-Arms,  to  arm  fucti 

*  as  {hould  come  to  them;  but,  upon  a  fudden,  a 

*  great  Fear  fell  upon  them^  infomuch  that  they 

*  left  their  Arms  in  the  open  Field,  and  every  Man 

*  ihifted  for  himfelfp     There  were  other  fmaJler 

*  Parties,  as  in  the  City  of  QhiJieTy  who  defign'd 

*  the  Surprize  of  the  Caftle  there,  and  alfo  in  Staf^ 

*  fordflnn^  with  divers  other  Places  in  the  Nation  ; 

*  but  they  failing  in  their  Expeftationa,  v^ere  dif- 

*  couraged  for  that  Time. 

*  And  thus,  by  the  Goodnefs  of  God^  firft  dif- 

*  covering  and   bringing   to  Light   thefe  hidden 

*  Works  of  Darknefii,  and  afterwards,  in  putting

*  Hands  could  not  execute  what  they  had  contrived  ^

*  Age  can  produce  an  Example  of;  it  being  aThing 

*  they  had  fet  ihfeir  Hearts  upon,  and  vpas  the  Work 
'  of  almoft  four  Years  Contrivement, 

*  And  now  all  Men  would  have  expe£ted  that, 

*  either  through  the  Senfe  of  God's  Hand  a -new 

*  lifted  up  againft  themt  'or  the  other  Difcourage- 

*  ments  they  had  met  with  in  this  their  grand  Un- 

*  dertatiftg,  they  would  have  tjecn  weary  of  any 

'  '  fuithei 
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further  Aueinpis  of  this  Kind  >  and  have  forfaken  rfiteT-Tegnuin, 
that  Caufe  and  Intereil  which  hath  broughc  f:*  ^^55- 
many  of  them  to  Ruin :  But  (o  little  h^ith  thcfe 
Things  wrought  upon  them,  that  fome  of  thenij 
when  they  ran  away  *roni  their  Rendezvous,  did 
it  with  a  Refolution  to  take  a  better  Opportu- 
nity, when  the  Government,  in  Confidence  of 
the  prcfent  Succcb,  ihould  be  lecme  and  lefs 
aware  of  them  \  and  they  arc  at  this  very  Day  at 
work  upon  o.her  Defigns,  both  here  and  in  Si.et- 
iand^  and  are  endeavouring  to  procure  Supplies 
of  Men  and  Money  trom  foreign  States,  to  begin 
new  Troubles  and  Rt^heUiom  amongft  us  i  (ovn^ 
Agentii  being  ient  irom  hence  for  that  Purpofe 
this  Uft  nSunnner, 

'  We  fhali  not  need  to  make  any  Application  of 
what  hath  been  faid.  It  h  plain  to  every  one  that 
is  not  blinded  with  Prejudice,  that  thefe  Men  are 
reftiefs  in  their  Defigns,  and  are  the  Caufes  of 
all  our  Trouble  and  Unfettlemenc,  and  will  leave 
no  Stone  unturned  to  render  vain  and  fruitlefs  a]l 
that  Blorfd  which  hath  h^tn  fpilt  to  reftore  our. 
Liberties ;  and  the  Hopes  we  have  conceived  of 
{being  this  poor  Nation  fettled  and  reformed  from 
that  Spirit  of  Profancnefs  which  thefe  Men  do 
keep  up  and  countenance,  in  Contempt  of  all. 
Law  and  Authority ;  and  therefore  we  thus  ar- 
gued, that  unkfs  we  would  give  up  the  Caufe  fo

*  have  thought  fit  to  by  the  Burden  of  maintaining

the  Ordinances  pafs'd  by  Cromwell^  b.etween  the 
Refignation  of  his  flrft  Parliament  and  the  Aflem- 
bling  of  his  fecond,  are  duly  entered  there.     This 
Deficiency  we  Ihall  endeavour  to  fupply  from  the 
original  Edition  of  each,  printed  by  his  Highnefs's 
Printer  at  the  Time  of  pafling  them.     The  moft 
remarkable  were  thefe, 

A  Proclamation,  which  was  iflued  fome  fittle 
Time  before  the  Affizes,  whereby  the  Judges  were  • 
particularly  enjoin'd  to  give  Direftions  in  their  re- 
ipedlive  Circuits,  for  a  fpeedy  aqd  due  Execution 
of  the  Laws  made  for  fupprefling  and  preventing 
Drunkennefs,  profane  Swearing  and  Curfing,  Adul- 
tery and  Fornication  ;  alfo  for  obferving  the  Affize 
of  Bread,  Ale,  and  Fuel,  and  touching  Weights

^r-ainil  the  Increafc  of  new  Buildings  in  the  Sub- 
uibs  of  L  ondon. 

An  Orel  inn  nee  For  better  regulatifig  and  limiting 
the  'jurJi'iulion  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery : 
But  thii.  bting  printed  at  ^arge  in  Mr.  IVhitlocke^s 
Memorials^  with  his  Objediions  thereto,  it  may  be 
fufflcient  for  us  to  obferve.  That  he  and  his  Col- 
]ei»ue,  bir  Thomas  Widdringtofi^  look'd  upon  the 
Rules  tljciein  p.cfcribed  as  ib  incohfiftent  with  their 
Oaths  as  Lord,)  Commiljoners  of  th«  Great  Seal, 
that  thf  y  refiifed  to  put  ihc  Ordin^ince  in  Execu- 
tion ;  whereupon  Cromwell  obliged  them  to  ft*J?- 
render  theii.

Another  For  appointing  a  Council  of  Commerce ^ 
.by  which  Cromwell*  s  eld  eft  Son  Richard^  the  Com- 
miffioners  of  the  Great  beal,  all  the  Members  of 
the  Council,  the  Judges,  feveral  Serjeants  at  Law, 
Aldermen  of  London^  York^  Brijlol^  NewcaJiUy 
Lynn^  Yarmouth^  Dover ^  Southampton^  and  Exe^ 
ier^  or  any  feven  or  more  of  them,  were  autho- 
rized to  take  into  Confideration  all  Ways  and 
Means  for  advancing,  encouraging,  and  regulating 
the  Trade  and  Navigation  of  the  Commonwealth  ; 
to  which  Purpofe  they  were  impowered  to  receive 
fuch  Propofitions  as  fhouid  be  made  to  them  ;  and 
to  fend  for  the  Officers  of  the  Excife,  the  Cuftoms, 
and  the  Mint,  or  fuch  other  Perfons  whom  they 
fhouid  deem  capable  of  giving  Ad  vice  upon  this  Sub- 
je<3: :  They  were  to  examine  the  Books  and  Papers 
of  the  late  Council  of  Commerce,  and  all  other  pub- 
lic Papers  which  might  afford  them  necefiary  In- 
formation ;  and  were  alfo  authorized  to  appoint. a 
Secrete  ry  and  other  Officers,  with  proper  Salaries. 
Whatever  Propofals  were  laid  before  thefe  Com- 
miffioners,  which  they  judged  to  be  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Trade  and  Commerce,  were  to  be 
certified  to  the  Lord- Protedlor  and  his  Council, 
who  were  to  give  the  neceffary  Orders  therein.

Thefe  Commiffioners  were  hereby  authorized  to  1655. 
redrefs  the  Abufes  committed  in  the  Adminiilra- 
tion  of  Lands,  Goods,  or  Money,  formerly  given 
by  Kinj^s  or  Queens  of  England^  and  by  any  Bo* 
dies  Corporate,  or  other  well-difpofed  Perfons,  for 
the  Relief  of  the  aged  and  impotent  Poor^  fick  or 
maim'd  Soldiers  and  Mariners  ;  for  the  Mainte- 
nance of  public  Schools,  and  Scholars  in  the  Uni- 
verfities  ;  for  the  Reparation  of  Churches,  Bridges^ 
Ports,  Havens,  Sea-Banks  and  Highways  ;  for  the 
Education  and  Prefermcpt  of  Orphans  ;  for  the 
Marriage  of  poor  Damfels  ;  for  ereding  Houfes  of 
Corredlion  ;  for  the  Aflirtance  and  Encouragement 
of  young  Tradefmcn  and  Artificers ;  for  Relief  of 
decay'd  Perfons  ;  the  Reception  of  Prifoners  ;  the 
Redemption  of  Captives ;  and  other  pious  or  pub- 
lic Ufes  ;  By  this  Ordinance  it  was  enaded,  I'hat 
all  Perfons  aggrieved  in  any  of  the  aforefaid  Parti- 
culars, by  the  Fraud  or  Violence  of  another,  how 
great  or  rich  foever,  might  prefer  their  Complaints 
to  the  faid  CommiHioners,  who  were  required  to 
give  immediate  Redrefs  againfl;  the  refpecftive  Op- 
prefibrs,  or  their  Heirs,  without  havhig  any  Thing 
to  fear,  either  in  prefcnt  or  in  future,  from  the 
Power  or  Greatnefs  of  their  Adverfarics.  And  - 
this  Ordinance  was  required  xo  be  read  in  all 
Churches,  for  the  public  Ijiforniation  of  the  Sub- 
ject. 

For  fecuring  the  Peace  of  the  Commomvealth^ 
Hereby  all  Perfons  v/ho  had  been  fequefter*d  for 
Delinquency,  or  borne  Arms  on  Behalf  of  the  late 
King  or  his  Son,  againfl:  the  Parliament,  or  adher'd 
to,  favour'd,  or  fupported,  any  of  the  Royal  Ar- 
my, were  difabled  to  buy,  ufe,  or  keep  in  their 
Houfes  or  elfewhere,  any  Arms  whatfoever,  ofFen- 
five  or  dcfcnfive,  on  Pain  of  the  Lofs  thereof,  and 
to  be  trer.ted  in  fuch  Manner  as  the  Lord-Protedtor 
and  his  Council  fliould  direft.  They  were  alfo 
difaMcd  from  entertaining  in  their  Houfes,  cither 
as  Chaplains,  Schoolmafters,  or  as  private  Tutors,

DiilTciics  o\'  thcfe  poor  Pconic,  he  iill:ed  out  a  Pre 
cla.ii:it!fni  for  nie  Obfcrvancc  of  a  General  F:ii 
to  iinplort  t'lc  hiv  inr.rr  of  the  Almighty  upon  the 
Caufc;  ordered  ColIcOliors  to  be  made,  througl 
C'l't  the  NcitioHp  fV-r  their  Relief,  which  amounted  i

CromweW^  own  Mediation.  ^ 

Other  remarkable  Incidents  were  the  unfuc- 
cefsful  Attempt  of  the  Englijh  u^nHifpanigla^  for 
which  Admiral  Penn  and  General  VinabUs  were 
committed  Prifoaers  to  the  Tower  \  though,  before 
^heir  Return  home,  they  made  the  Conqueft  of  the 
liland  of  Jamaica  from  the  Spaniards^  which  has 
ever  fince  continued  (and  long  may  it  continue)  a 
Fief  to  the  Crown  of  Great- dritain  \ 

Soon  after  Admiral  Blake  bombarded  Tunis  in 
the  Mediterranean^  and  compelled  the  Dey  to  fub- 
niit  to  a  Treaty  for  relcafing  the  Englijh  Captives. 

Next  followed  a  Declaration  of  War  with  Spain^ 
and  a  Treaty  of  Peace  with  France^  which  was, 
perhaps,  the  greateft  Overfight  in  Politics  Crom- 
well  was  ever  guilty  of,  with  refpcft  to  the  Tran- 
quility of  Europe ;  fince  it  proved  one  principal 
Means  of  advancing  the  Power  of  France  to  that 
Greatnef^  it  has  fmce  arriv'd  at. 

But  leaving  thefe  Foreign  Affairs,  the  bare  Men- 
tion whereof  is  fuflicient  for  our  Purpofe,  fince  they 
are  fo  amply  difcufled  by  the  General  Hiftorians ; 
we  fhall  look  into  a  Mattei^of  a  Domeftic  Nature, 
that  happened  the  latter  End  of  this  Year,  which 
has  been  wholely  pafled  over  by  fome  Writers,  and 
grofsly  mifreprefented  by  others,  though  it  gave 
the  greateft  Alarm  to  the  whole  Nation.  This  was 
a  Treaty  between  Cromwell  and  the  Jews^  who

In  Auguft  the  Elections  were  made  throughout 
the  three  Nations. 

On  the  3d  of  September  a  Thankfgiving  Day 
was  obferv'd  by  Cromwell  and  his  Council,  for  the 
great  Victories  of  Dunbar  and  JVorcefier^  obtained 
on  that  Day,  in  the  Years  1650,  and  1651. 

On  the  9th  a  Proclamation  was  iflucd,  requiring 
all  Cavaliers  and  fufpecled  Perfons  to  leave  Lon^ 
doriy  and  all  Places  within  twenty  Miles  thereof, 
in  three  Days  Time.     And, 

On  the  17th  the  new  Parliament  met  ztWeft-- 
nilnjier  j  the  Members  whereof  were  as  complai- 
fant  to  Cromwell  as  thofe  of  the  1  aft  had  been  re- 
fractory ;  for  they  not  only  confirm'd  his  Title  of 
Lord -Protestor,  but  even  made  him  a  formal  Ten- 
der of  the  Crown.  The  Proceedings  of  this  Af- 
lembly  will  begin  our  next  Volume.
